How 
regretfully one pens that "was," for the Karnea should never 
have ended. It was too good to die but the gods loved it. 

Strange portents stirred Manhattan on the morning of 
Monday, August Twenty-First. The Statue of Liberty re- 
fused to welcome another imported American but turned 
deliberately around and extended her welcoming hand tow- 
ard the Hotel Astor. The Flatiron shook visibly. Bunco 
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men, skippers of hansom cabs and similar Broadway craft, 
and other pirates of the metropolis arose early and, kissing 
their wives farewell, remarked that they had a hard week 
ahead of them. Upon the threshold of the city of our 
dreams, we scraped from our feet the good loam of Three 
Corners, Kan., shook from our garments the dust of Allaga- 
mazoo, Cal., and removed from our hair the hay seed of 
Squashville, Neb.

Cheering for the 
moguls, the delegation hustled for the hotel and the success 
of die Karnea was assured 

It had been scheduled to entertain the visiting Greeks at 
the famed New York Hippodrome but that institution firm- 
ly refused to hip, much to the dismay of Press Agent Hille- 
gas, whose tome on the Boer war had been outdone by his 
siren picture of the joys that awaited the traveler in New 
York. Accordingly, the Wistaria roof garden was selected 
as a substitute. It was here that so many necks were made 
stiff, the result of craning to see the famous "King" Maas 
who was at his best in an ice cream suit and a death-dealing 
cigarette. So the roof garden proved a very acceptable sub- 
stitute, for here you could talk and smoke and watch the 
show — if you wanted to. There was notably little smoking 
and talking when a fairy form in a pink domino evoluted 
over the stage. And after the show, you talked and talked 
and met countless good fellows. Then you retired, for you 
were weary with your trip and there was Tuesday almost 
on you. 

Tuesday there was a business session, of course. This 
chronicle has naught to do with that Several alumni, who 
had no thought of their families, were discovered being pho- 
tographed in a "seeing New York automobile/ 9 but the mat- 
ter was hushed up. Before the eyes of every Delta there 
danced a vision of fairy vistas. Tuesday night — let me say 
it slowly — Tuesday night, we went to Coney Island. 

Please pronounce this "Cooney" lest you should be taken 
as one lacking culture and the luster of the metropolis. Press 
Agent Hillegas had painted the glories of the place with a 
lavish hand. With flowers of speech, he had decked his 
bulletins, until we were fairly afraid that the lights toward 
which the steamer danced would dim ere we landed. They 
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did not dim. This is a matter of history. The Delta legions 
rediscovered Coney Island. Was it Hillegas who wrote, im- 
bued with a prophet's eye, that (me might take the last boat 
back to New York, if he so desired? I think it was and he 
also added that the trolley cars ran all night It was well 
that they did, else there had been foot-sore wearers of the 
square badge on Wednesday morn. 

The beautiful thing about that trip was that it cost noth- 
ing. This is a remarkable statement to make about New 
York and it should be explained that the Karnea hosts footed 
the bills. It was a good and a gracious act They placed 
you on a boat and they fed you at Dreamland. They gave 
you a book of tickets that admitted you to every amusement 
in Luna Park. They ushered you about. They watched 
over you. They rescued you when, like Adam of old, you 
were exiled, driven from the beautiful garden, not by an 
angel with a flaming sword, but by a policeman with a cock- 
ney accent and a brutal club. For such was the unhappy 
fate of Sawrie of Sewanee, whose sweetly southern slur was 
absurdly mistaken by said rough-neck, who imagined that he 
had been consigned to territory considerably warmer than 
even Coney was that Tuesday night. Hillegas, Kilpatrick 
and the rest hurriedly rushed to the assistance of the belated 
southron. Again he saw the lights of Luna. And the cop 
got a call down. Who shall give the New York alumni the 
credit that is due them? 

Long tables waited, laden with lunch and "refreshments" 
and here after landing, that great party, which had stormed 
its way singing that the gang was all there and who cared, 
seated themselves two hundred and fifty strong. It is on 
record that they consumed countless quantities of food but 
just how they did it and kept up the continual yelling and 
singing, is a mystery that will myst its way down the ages. 
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Even Coney Island, which seldom notices, sat up and took 
a look. The Pennsylvania choristers wedged together for 
some close harmony. The yells of every large institution of 
learning and football in the United States echoed across the 
pavilion. When the last pitcher, I mean, when the last 
sandwich was eaten, we invaded the dancing floor, a huge 
space, and there, while a band accommodatingly played the 
air for "We gather round the banquet board," we walked 
around to the inspiring music. It was a grand sight. From 
the "Little Minister," Dr. Charles Henry Wells, whose taste 
in tobacco was the wonder and admiration of the delegate 
from Hickory Bend, la., to the humblest undergraduate, the 
spirit of unchecked jollity was rampant. In fact it ramped 
considerably ere the stars of the summer night got out of 
the silvern sky, the great sun came palpitating out of the 
east and "Sunny Jim" went to bed. 

Everything you hymned about Coney was so, Hillegas. 
What boots it that the Hippodrome did not hip ? What boots 
it ? we ask and pause for a reply. For Coney is a goodly 
place but it is better when you visit it, yoked arm in arm 
with the best fellows on this footstool, the boys of Delta Tau. 

In various clans and coteries, the Delta invaders saw the 
sights. Under the pilotage of Frank Rogers, Von Oven of 
Beta Upsilon, who used to be a right tackle and a champion 
hammer thrower, Barker of Beta Gamma and several other 
kindred spirits were convoyed ; while the gentle Malvern led 
the untutored McNair into strange, winding ways. Mem- 
bers of the august Arch Chapter entered long on dignity but 
soon fell short. It was no place for dignity. Right here 
we drink a rousing health to Coney. What boots, again we 
repeat, what boots the unhipping hippodrome, Hillegas ? We 
had Coney — pronounced "Cooney." 

Several delegates were late at the post the next a. m. but 
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Dr. Wieland was not severe. Even about the Moguls them- 
selves, there was a sort of morning-after appearance. 

Who can paint the picture of that banquet Wednesday 
night, as it should be limned? Only a master hand and the 
masters are all dead, thank Heaven. (That's how we got a 
look in.) Judge, you unfortunates who made not the pil- 
grimage, with what pride and bumptiousness, with what a 
twinkle in his compelling eyes of jet, "King" Maas shook 
back his leonine locks and arose, only to blink his orbs at the 
dazzling light reflected back from that glittering expanse of 
335 — count 'em — 335 brave shirt fronts. Festooned about 
the speakers' table were various Delta celebrities, excluding 
Sherman Arter, with J. Russell Thornton and Frank Rogers 
effectually draped at either end to keep the balance. This 
devolved extra labor on the part of the latter as Br'er Thorn- 
ton staggered under the weight of a primitive badge of about 
the vintage of i860. Dr. Wieland and Frederick Hodgdon 
occupied the seats of honor by the toastmaster, Founders 
Lowe, Hunt and Johnson and the other Moguls occupied 
seats. 

The recent tumult and confusion of the erection of the 
Tower of Babel, described at some length by hack-writers 
of the period of about 41 14 B. C, would have shut up like 
a clam before the bedlam that broke loose when the chap- 
ters were seated. They yelled for themselves. They yelled 
for rival institutions. It was a sort of Alphonse and Gaston 
arrangement. You yelled for the institution, which your 
alma mater hates worse than the devil is supposed to hate 
holy water. And they came back with a similar bouquet. 
Such is the influence of fraternity. The fact that the Wis- 
consin and Illinois delegations had their fingers crossed 
when they bellowed for Chicago, cuts no figure at all. 

There were vociferous tributes. The middle-western 
chapters arose in their might and belched forth a lusty bat- 
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tie-cry for their president, Judge Hewitt As a matter of 
course, the judge bought when next they met And how 
the Pennsylvania chapter sang! They were there to sing. 
They knew it They were slated to warble and they got 
away with the goods. But the best was when the whole 
assemblage sang the good old Delt songs, when they thun- 
dered out the fact that they "were the boys of Delta Taiu 
And every loyal fellow renewed the good, old vow/' And 
they stood up to sing that hymn of hymns : 

"O Delta Tau, thy sacred vow 
Binds us a band of brothers now." 

There was no fun in their eyes when they squared away 
and sang that It had always meant something, meant a 
great deal ; but this night it meant the most 

You must not suppose that this was a Barmecide feast 
I am not sure who old Barmecide was or what restaurant he 
kept, but the word looks good in type. They did not yell 
and sing because there was no other use for the large and 
sometimes unsightly orifice located directly south of the nose. 
They yelled and sang in spite of the repast that was spread. 
All good dinners are described as Lucullian so we will gently 
turn this down. We understood that dinner, even if we 
failed to establish diplomatic relations with the menu in the 
program, which was Greek to us. All over the country, 
from their perches at the lunch counters where they are 
browsing o'er a business man's lunch, Deltas are hankering' 
for the fleshpots of the Hotel Astor. There wasn't much 
hankering at Cleveland, but why mention Cleveland? Let 
the dead past bury its dead. We are in New York. We — 
editorially speaking — will never be in Cleveland again, un- 
less we are chloroformed. 

Most novel and unique were the banquet programs, where- 
in again was displayed the fine Italian hand of Hillegas. 
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Cartoonists who receive salaries of $100,000 per year, much 
of it in money, had been secured to draw thumb-nail 
sketches of celebrities and their doings* This made a souve- 
nir to be preserved where the moth ball prevents the moth 
from corrupting. 

Just before the speaking began, considerable excitement 
was created by shouts of "Great Scott" and it was hurriedly 
rumored that the Chicagoan was present This was a 
canard. The party which eloped from the windy city under 
his chaperonage were merely remembering the absent 

The "King" was hailed and acclaimed, just as he always 
is when he leaned over the table and hypnotized the gang. 
According to his opening remarks, the Statue of Liberty was 
wearing the pansy in her corsage. At this last word there 
was considerable blushing in the ranks of Gamma Theta. 
The "King" asserted that the fossilization of geography had 
been overcome when this convention was brought to New 
York. And then he spoke, as he only can speak and he 
transfixed his hearers. "Go on, go on" they shouted when 
he explained that he was only a toastmaster. "To the Arch 
chapter" cried the "King" and the three hundred and thirty- 
five shirt-fronts crackled as the men behind them rose and 
quaffed a health to the Moguls— God bless 'em ! 

While "The King's" speech was hypnotism pure and sim- 
ple and impossible to report, your scribe was fortunate 
enough to secure one of his majesty's cuffs and is able to re- 
produce two of the most brilliant flights. 

"Go into the garden of American colleges and gather beautiful 
roses, each one representing a Delta chapter, bind them together 
with the strong ivy of our alumni— and you have the unsurpassed 
bouquet which our Fraternity has presented to the Goddess of Lib- 
erty who holds sway over our grand Atlantic harbor. The bouquet 
she proudly wears in her corsage to-night as her torch beckons to 
the nations in the cause of liberty, equality and world cleanliness." 
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"Gathered as we are to-night in this great metropolis, where 
triumphs of art and commerce are a splendid monument to the 
Divine Providence that has given this nation the light of Anglo- 
Saxon civilization, standing in this great twentieth century arena, 
glorified by its battles of brains, by its clashes of mighty intellects, the 
Delta Tau Delta Fraternity knows no locality, no section, no divi- 
sion. We eat of the golden fruit of California, we sail on the 
bosom of the mighty lakes, we climb the blue Berkshire hills of the 
North, our feet are caressed by the warm waters of the Gulf stream 
of the South, we revel in the historic Hudson of the East We are 
indeed an American fraternity, great in its national strength, won- 
derful in its intellectual force, beautiful in its moral stability." 



It was fitting that President Wieland be asked to break the 
oratorical ice. According to the program, Dr. Wieland is of 
Eta but this is the only place where it erred. It should 
have sai4 "Eta and Beta Upsilon" ; for, Eta being extinct, 
Dr. Wieland has been tendered a permanent home by Beta 
Upsilon. Down at Illinois, whenever a speaker arises he, 
from time immemorial, has been greeted with a barbaric 
chant, and thus was the leader of them all welcomed by his 
chapter-mates : 

"Here's old Wieland, he's here too; 

He is a Beta Upsilon, tried and true. 

This is what the people say, 

When he goes to heaven, he'll go the other way. 

What's the matter with Wieland? 
He's all right! 
Who's all right? 

Wieland! 

YOU BET HE IS!" 

It might be explained, that on ordinary occasions, the 
word "drunkard" is substituted for "Beta Upsilon" while 
"You bet" is replaced with "the h 1." This was no or- 
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dinary occasion but there were plenty of occasions after the 
banquet when every celebrity was greeted with this chant 

Dr. Wieland wasted no time but got busy in a jiffy. Be- 
fore the astonished assemblage, he mounted Pegasus and 
hung a Persian garland of poesy about the neck of John 
Bolard. He touched feelingly upon the exit of Rogers to 
Canada and then tossed several floral pieces at the arch chap- 
ter, who never dodged. The permanency of a college and its 
attractiveness for the class of young men wanted, were the 
criterions by which expansion was to be followed, he de- 
clared. It goes without saying that the courtly physician 
tossed a huge bouquet at New York, proving that Chicago 
isn't the whole hog or none it is accused of being. 

And then he paid a tribute to the memory of that brave 
boy and brother, who died in the Iroquois fire — a tribute 
that was as noble as the deed by which it was evoked. 

Enter "Sunny Jim" Wakefield. He was not on the pro- 
gram but "King" Maas declared that he must be heard and 
the man who made Pittsburg famous arose while Alpha 
smiled proudly. There was some wonder as to what he 
would say. Delegate Parker from Indianapolis whom he 
had penned up in a hotel corridor until 3 a. m. the night be- 
fore while he took several swats at the "system," looked 
alarmed. But this was a pacific "Jim" — a good Indian, and 
he was not a dead one, either. No one ever accused him of 
being this. 

"Sunny Jim" had a duty. It was the presentation to 
Chairman Hodgdon of the New York alumni association 
committee of a silver loving cup. And he presented that in 
such a skillful fashion that one paled at the thought that 
perhaps some one else might have been selected for the task. 
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How he performed this pleasant duty will be best illustrated 
by our special phonographic record of the speech itself :

Do you know 
why? Because I am compelled to ask you for the loan of a few 
pounds and I do not know how to express myself. It is impossible 
for me to tell you, I would rather die. I send this by messenger 
who is instructed to wait for answer. Believe me, my dearest 
Uncle, Your loving, loving Nephew,

"P. S. Overcome with shame for what I have written, I have been 
running after the messenger in order to take the letter from him, 
but I cannot catch up with him. Heaven grant that something may 
happen to stop him or that my letter may get lost T. M." 

The Uncle was naturally touched and deeply impressed 
with the sincerity of the letter and being equal to the emer- 
gency replied: — 

"My Dear Terry: — Console yourself and blush no longer for 
shame. Providence has been most kind to you and heard your 
prayers. The messenger lost your letter.

And the task 
assigned me, and of which I will speak later, is to the liking of my 
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Frederick C. Hodgdon 

In Recognition of his Labors for the Thirty-Eighth Karnea. 
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heart I only regret that time was not given me to prepare and do, 
as nearly as I could, the subject justice. But before this pleasant 
duty let me say, as I look into the eyes of many of the founders, 
what must be the sensation of pride in their hearts to-night Oh, 
the glory of it alL Each one of you looks like a Delta. When I 
was entered in the Fraternity Brotherly Love and Pure Devotka 
were our parental guides. Every countenance here bears this par- 
ental stamp and that is why our Society is so triumphant Have 
you ever heard the story of the opal? Once there was a dew drop 
resting on a green leaf in a cool dell. A setting sun ray saw it 
there and being tired of the day's labor lay its head upon its bosom 
and went to sleep. A rising moon beam saw this setting sun ray 
sleeping there so calm and sweet and in an ecstacy of joy it kissed, 
embraced and loved that sun ray. And the child born of that love 
was the opal— bearing on its face the image of both its parents, the 
golden glory of the setting sun and the silver beauty of the rising 
moon. Sweeter far is the Delta legend. Away off on those barren 
bleak Virginia hills before the stony altar of the Allegheny Moun- 
tains, with the crescent moon and watchful stars as witness. Broth- 
erly Love and Pure Devotion were joined in holy wedlock while 
the forest winds played the wedding march. And the child born of 
that union is this great and yet greater to be Delta Tau Delta Fra- 
ternity. 

Meetings like this don't "Just happen." They represent the energy 
and hard work of some one. Most of us, while our loyalty is un- 
doubted, when it comes to the bearing of the burden of the Karnea 
admit our membership in the seven Ws. "We won't work! will 
we? We won't" This convention and this banquet is the outcome 
of the seven H's, viz : Hodgdon's hourly hurrying hustling heroical- 
ly helps h'us. Brother Hodgdon, I have been selected by the 
Brethren to present to you this loving cup as a slight appreciation 
of your efforts in making this the most successful of Karnea's and 
Banquets and of the love and affection they unerringly bestow upon 
you. I am glad it is a loving cup for it augurs that in the future I 
may have a drink with you. It is not Rogers' triple plated (I am 
told he had nothing to do with it), but made of pure silver and 
given from pure love by your Brethren. And now, sir, as I hand 
it to you I beg to say that I am like the fellow who said he knew 
how to drink whiskey, it never hurt him; he just drank all he 
wanted and then quit. He had to. 
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Hodgdon, modest man that he is, mumbled something 
about his associates, when the cheering had ceased and 
"Sunny Jim" had handed over the junk. He was deeply af- 
fected and could say but little, so the gang cheered mightily 
again when he filled the cup and put it to his lips. It was a 
gracious gift to the man of all men whose unremitting labors 
made the Karnea the great success it was. 

California went crazy when former president Kendric 
Charles Babock was introduced. He was the apostle of the 
far west and they knew and loved him. Gently he dis- 
coursed and those who heard rejoiced. H. J. Allen of Kan- 
sas, a Gamma Theta recruit, exploited the glories of his 
unterrified commonwealth and there was nothing the matter 
with Kansas in his opinion. Right here we would like to 
speak right out in meeting and inquire : Why wasn't Gam- 
ma Theta's man greeted with that musical Baker yell, which, 
most properly as Kansas is an agricultural state, begins with 
an appeal for a hoe for B. U. ? We pause for a reply. Gam- 
ma Theta should have hoed with a vim for she had two rep- 
resentatives on the toast list, the other being W. M. Hudson, 
an undergraduate of the class of 1906. Bre'er Hudson 
spoke his piece most bravely, unterrified by his presence 
among such heavy oratorical artillery. 

But the speech — put all the emphasis you can on that 
"the"— was that of Charles Krichbaum, Psi '83, of Ohio. 
He started down the stretch carrying weight, for it was re- 
ported that he had been recommended by Arter. Delegates 
who grow hungry for dinner at the plebeian hour of noon but 
were denied sustenance because of the frequent recommen- 
dations Sherm was making for that front row seat, where he 
was evidently lashed, were inclined to be wary and fear the 
Greeks, e'en though they bore gifts. But there was no dan- 
ger in looking this gift-horse in the teeth. Some of us 
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knew. We had heard him at Cleveland — but why mention 
Cleveland? Krichbaum's words were an inspiration. They 
breathed the spirit of good-will and friendship. They beck- 
oned his hearers to the paths of truth. Superlatives exhaust 
themselves to tell how this fine looking Ohioan, simply, 
quietly, but with all the effectiveness in the world, delivered 
himself of his message. 

Congratulated afterward by young hearers, who told him 
that his words had done them a power of good, the speaker 
replied: "I'm glad. I meant every word of them." And 
he did. 

For a fitting valedictory, there was Dr. Hunt's fine toast. 
And then "King" Maas explained the walk-around situa- 
tion. It seemed that the indefatigable Hillegas, to swell the 
crowd, had declared in a Karnea bulletin that the chapter or 
alumni association which had the largest representation, con- 
sidering its distance, would be allotted the glorious duty of 
leading the walk. At this Alpha unloosed its tomahawks 
and began ghost dances and dog-roasts, asserting that it was 
a tradition that Alpha must lead always. The New Yorkers 
consulted the sybils and found that there was no going be- 
hind the return. When the "King" announced this, the 
Alpha table, which had been visibly agitated, leaned back 
with a restful sigh. "But," continued the "King," "the 
honor of being second in the walk-around is no mean one. 
Lam informed that the San Francisco alumni association is 
represented by seven men. Howard C. Hillegas of Tau, 
now extinct, by his personal efforts, has gathered here eleven 
of the seventy-five men that this chapter initiated before its 
death. The honor is between them." 

Then came one of the most courtly incidents of the 
Karnea. Hillegas, from the old Tau table where he and his 
comrades had been holding a lively wake over the corpse of 
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the Franklin and Marshall chapter, in their behalf, grace- 
fully surrendered all claim to the honor in favor of the men 
who came from the golden coast It was a graceful deed. 

So California was honored and well did she deserve that 
plume. Led by McNair and his fellow shepherd, Bonifield, 
numbering in her hand such stalwarts as the only Jeffress, 
musician, grand opera singer, literateur and raconteur, she 
fell into line behind John Bolard, who as Alpha's representa- 
tive, took the van. It was a proud night for California — 
a "keen" night as those sprightly wits, "Stu" Chisholm of 
Berkley and "Runt" May of Stanford put it, as they stepped 
with pride. The greatest walk-around ever held) , 

Loath to leave the scene, in knots those Deltas clustered 
and sang and cheered. Looking for all the world like old 
Horace, for he wore a garland about his locks, "Sunny Jim" 
paraded the corridors. With gravity, he read the immortal 
Alter ballot which ended "For Sherman After, Sherman 
Arter" and the crowd went wild. But the persistent ones 
could not stay all night One by one they faded away. Only 
the memory of the grandest Delta night in all history re- 
mained; but this memory will always linger. 

So they wound up Thursday. There were officers to elect, 
but "Sunny Jim" had been pacified and the "system" was 
assured two more years of officialdom. Every member of 
the arch chapter was returned and man after man was 
cheered at the election. And the Karnea for 1907 was ten- 
dered to Chicago on a silver platter. Wherefore Chicago 
could scarcely refuse. One by one we drifted away and ere 
Saturday there were few left of that goodly Delt army that 
had invaded Manhattan. Vain regrets, what boots them? 
It was good to have lived, it was good to have been there. 

Give our regards to Broadway again.

Impressions? I have no impressions. They are convic- 
tions. There was never in the history of Delta Tau Delta 
anything like the Karnea of '05, and while the Karnea of 
'07 will be bigger, because the genius of Chicago is big- 
ness, it won't be large enough to dim the glory of the Karnea 
in New York, or make me forgetful of the work of the com- 
mittee of arrangements. 

What were the dramatic incidents? There were many, 
each worthy of the lime light. I know that many of you will 
remember longest the great crowd. It was worthy of long 
remembrance. Many will rejoice, with the landlord of the 
hotel, that almost four hundred college boys under one roof 
could be so well behaved. That was worthy of comment. 
Many will recall the presentation speech of Sunny Jim, and 
wonder if ever again words will be wizarded into language 
so beautiful ; many will recall the meeting of the four found- 
ers — a reunion after forty-five years of separation — will re- 
call it with moist eyes — I think I shall never forget the 
words of Brother Hunt : "We, about to die, salute you." One 
thing after another will come to the mind of each of us to 
make the Karnea live again. But many of us missed the 
greatest psychological feature, the great moral victory, the 
one thing most dramatic at which no doubt the angels wept 
I refer to the return by Erie Shibley of Runt May's overcoat. 
There may be those who will remember that there was a dif- 
ference of about twelve inches in the height of those two 
gentlemen ; some may even remember that the thermometer

was dangerously near one hundred, when an overcoat was 
not really necessary. But I despise such earthly sugges- 
tions. I like to think of the great moral struggle in Erie's 
manly breast, and the victory. Bring your overcoats in '07, 
brothers. Many souls may thereby be saved. 

After all, however, for so few of us are impressed by the 
truly spiritual, the banquet was the feature of the Karnea. 
A banquet never means food. It means setting, and lights 
and college songs, and snappy speeches. I wonder if any 
other than the King could have brought to silence that im- 
mense crowd, and made speaking a delight. I wonder if any 
other would have resisted the temptation to call on Brother 
so-and-so for a few words, and thus have had a lot of hor- 
rible anti-climaxes. 

From beginning to end the management of the Karnea 
was perfect. Three days are all too short for a Karnea, but 
our New York brothers made those three days count. 



No one who attended the thirty-eighth Karnea of 
Delta Tau Delta could fail to realize the strong 
and substantial progress of our Fraternity during the 
last ten years. I feel that no fraternity can show fewer mis- 
takes and greater progress in that time than Delta Tau Delta. 
The spirit of the Fraternity is a growing one and must result 
in stronger bonds of union and sympathy between man and 
man. The Nation is stronger and the people more patriotic 
because of such good fellowship and I cannot help rejoicing 
in the noble work of Delta Tau Delta along these lines. It 
is indeeed a fraternity without section — an organization 
whose aspect is National. 



The festivities at Coney Island left the impression that 
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the Fraternity has but one chapter whose hundreds of mem- 
bers have cultivated the grace of unselfish devotion to each 
other and have set up the standard that there is no joy like 
that which grows from the personal contact of scores of 
Deltas engaged in the same quest of happiness. College 
cries dominated in the early part of the evening but under 
the magic spell of the hour they were transformed into the 
"Rah Rah Delta" that held undisputed sway the remainder 
of the week. These greater or lesser manifestations, in my 
opinion, were the stepping-stones to that wonderful climax 
of the week, the demonstration at the banquet board when 
Brother Hunt, on behalf of his fellow founders, expressed 
so sympathetically the deep affection which they have for 
the Fraternity and for its members. Had there not been a 
thousand and one other memorable features, these two alone, 
the exquisite spirit of brotherhood and the fine tribute to 
those who nearly fifty years ago made it possible, would have 
made the Karnea notable and my love for the Fraternity 
more abiding. 



In his polished, masterful toast at the banquet Brother 
Charles Krichbaum revealed the secret of the Karnea's great 
success. He made clear that he came not as a professional 
man to New York. Law was laid aside for the time being 
by him and the sentimental side was given full sway that he 
might with a poet's spirit commingle with other men who 
shared his ideals of brotherhood. 

Although no one else, perhaps, at Karnea expressed this 
thought as well as Brother Krichbaum, the idealist, the 
sentimentalist, was met everywhere. The tears of Brothers 
Lowe and Johnson and the other older men upon their re- 
union after more than half a century were inspiration to 
the young freshman. They showed him that life holds much 
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for him that he had not dreamed of. Hundreds of suc- 
cessful professional and business men giving themselves 
over to fraternity and abandoning for several days the rush 
of the commercial world, and this right in the center of the 
busiest city in the United States, proved that commercialism 
has not robbed American men of their finer feelings. 

Geography, profession and religion did not stand as bars 
between the men of all ages who gathered to renew and 
make friendships among brothers who need no introduction. 
Lofty ideals are the common ground on which noble men 
have always met, and the Karnea demonstrated that Brother 
Krichbaum was one of nearly four hundred who allowed the 
poet in them to transcend. 



After reaching home and thinking it all over can anyone 
who had the good fortune to be there say anything but "My ! 
what a Karnea that was I" 

To me, die great feature was the enthusiastic outpouring 
of the Alumni and their display of fraternity spirit. No 
wonder the poor mother grabbed her two diminutive off- 
spring, as Bob Hall and I preceded the cheering crowd 
through the gates to Dreamland, and exclaimed, "Come 
here, children, there comes a mob of drunken men." 

The man of years gone sung louder the praises of his col- 
lege and chapter than did the active. Even Phumphrey let it 
be known that he was a founder of Brother Wieland's Chap- 
ter and Frank was one of the last of a chapter that lived 
for years and has been dead a generation. The best part 
of it is many of these alumni had never attended a Karnea 
and had an opportunity to be "born again" under the most 
glowing circumstances and now will "better Deltas prove." 

Some were of the opinion that the city was too big for 
the occasion. That was in our favor; the city was so big 
that we were content to stay around our delightful city home 
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and mingle with one another. The greatness of the gather- 
ing impressed me most when gazing upon the row after row 
of brothers waiting to fall into line in the walk around. 
'Twas like the societies that rendezvous up the side streets 
on St. Patrick's day and stand for hours after the head of 
the procession has moved. 

For the New York Alumni Association and the two assist- 
ing chapters can we say more than that no body of men in 
the Fraternity could have done better. 



My first Karnea ! — I am sure I shall never forget it. Altho' 
there have been two since I became a Delta I never before 
have been able to go. The good time started for me as soon 
as I boarded the train at Adrian, and found Elmer Scott and 
his loyal forty. The trip itself, if there had been nothing 
beyond it, was almost a Karnea. Our one regret was that 
Brother Elmer could not go all the way with us. 

It is needless to say I enjoyed every minute of my stay in 
New York. I enjoyed the meetings, the reading and discus- 
sion of reports, the general good fellowship of the occasion, 
but when all else has gone from me, the memory of the 
banquet will still linger. Never have I witnessed such a 
scene of good feeling, loyalty and enthusiasm. At no other 
time have I realized so clearly the truly national character of 
Delta Tau Delta. To hear a succession of college yells from 
Stanford and Berkeley clear across the continent to Colum- 
bia would banish forever the idea that we are a local society. 

Then to see and hear the brothers who have made our 
history and are making it for us, to hear the trembling 
words of our veteran founders and the exultant shouts of 
the under-graduates gives new life and inspiration to me. 
I hope I may never miss a Karnea. 
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It was the high-tide of the Karnea, the crowning moment 
of the inspiration and hopes of far-flung years. It was more, 
It was the apotheosis of Deltaism. 

Over that myriad-lighted banquet-hall the Spirit of Fra- 
ternity spread her wings, while, amid an august hush, a 
noble silence, a grand old man paid sweet tribute to his 
Fraternity — surely his — for had he not helped to lay its foun- 
dation stones away back in the wistful long ago? 

History was being made that night; perhaps it was the 
largest meeting of any college fraternity ever held ; beyond 
all doubt it was the greatest foregathering of the sons of 
the crescent in all the annals of Delta Tau Delta. And this 
last speech crowned it all ; capped it with a garland of Truth, 
Love and Friendship that will ever live in memory. For 
you and I can never forget. 

How eagerly they leaned forward that they might not 
miss one of those dear words that fell from his lips ! Only 
once was the revered speaker interrupted. That was when 
he had paid the tribute of age to youth, had declared that he 
and those other pioneers, who sat by his side, might never 
live to attend another Karnea; had declared bravely, but 
with a pathos that almost broke the hearts of his listeners, 
"We, who are about to die, salute you." 

Do you remember the answering shout that could not 
be checked; can you ever forget the "No! No! No!" — the 
shout in which grief, love, indignation and regret blended 
so strangely? "No! No!" they cried — the flower and chi- 
valry of all the royal realm of Deltdom. They would not 
have it so. Their's was the protest of Youth, the defiance 
and gauge of strength. But the aged Founder smiled faintly 
as he stayed them with his hand — for he knew. 

In sentences that were classic and sweet in their simple- 
ness and purity, he spanned the long years. Every Delta in 
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that vast array recognized the pathos and the pride in his 
declaration: "We builded better than we knew/' How 
every Delta heart went straight out to him as he paid his 
meed of love and praise to those fellow Founders who sat 
by his side! For Jacob Lowe choked in his throat, and, by 
his side, old "Grandad" Johnson covered his eyes that none 
might see; men whom he had loved with a love passing the 
love of women; men whom he had not seen for years that 
were long and old. Was it any wonder that their tears 
welled from the deep springs of the heart — this meeting, 
here, in all this glow and light, and then — the thought of 
that misty long ago and all that it had held? Was there 
any marvel that everyone who watched and listened felt 
within his soul the stirring dutch, the wonderful emotion of 
Fraternity and Friendship? 

It was an inspiration for the young; a solace for die old. 
There will be Karneas and Karneas. The clans and cohorts 
of Delta Tau Delta will gather in the years to come in num- 
bers countless and untold. But there will never be a 
sweeter, grander hour more pregnant with the compelling 
instinct of our dear Fraternity than when Dr. John L. N. 
Hunt, Founder, struck that beautiful chord, while there 
hovered close the Spirit of Fraternity. 

It was the apotheosis of Deltaism. You and I can never 
forget it.

Honored by election to the Presidency of the American 
Bridge Co. 

An engineering professor at the University of Illinois, in 
lecturing to a class, declared that August Ziesing, '78, was 
probably the most successful of the multitude of successful 
engineers graduated by the institution. Whereupon the 
several members of Beta Upsilon Chapter who heard this 
swelled up in mighty pride. 

At that time Brother Ziesing was western manager for 
the American Bridge Company at Chicago, this company 
being an important constituent company of the United States 
Steel corporation. At a meeting of the board of directors of 
the bridge company, however, on September 21, Alfred J. 
Major, president, resigned and was succeeded by Brother 
Ziesing. According to report, the position carries with it a 
salary of $50,000 a year. 

Says the Iron Trade Review: "The selection of Mr. Zie- 
sing meets with uniform commendation, owing to his wide 
popularity, sterling qualities and recognized attainments, his 
election providing ample assurance to the patrons of the com- 
pany of a continuance of that high standard of business 
honor and excellence of product that have been the constant 
aim of this great concern." 
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August Ziesing was a member of the old Epsilon Prime 
chapter at Illinois, and his interest in the Fraternity has 
never abated. He is a prominent member of the Chicago 
Alumni Association. A feature of the big Beta Upsilon 
banquet at Illinois last April was the presence of the noted 
engineer at the head of the table, while his son and heir 
occupied quarters with the Freshmen at the foot 

Nowhere has there been more rejoicing over the honor 
that has come to the Chicagoan than down at the State Uni- 
versity Chapter, which he has always been willing to be- 
friend. 

He is forty-seven years of age, having been born in 1858 
at Peru, 111. He was employed as a draftsman for two years 
after graduation, and then was made assistant engineer, in 
charge of bridges and also given charge of some double 
tracking work in Ohio by the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany. From 1883 to 1895 he was connected with the Lassig 
Bridge and Iron Works, in Chicago, first as engineer, and 
later as engineer and general manager. From 1895 to 1900 
he practised as a consulting engineer in Chicago, making 
railroad structures a specialty. When the American Bridge 
Company was formed, his services were sought as western 
manager. He is a member of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers and the Western Society of Engineers, and is on 
the roster of several Chicago clubs, although he is a "home" 
man.

It was four o'clock in the afternoon of Saturday, the twen- 
ty-ninth of July, nineteen hundred and five. In the midst 
of the sweltering, sweet midsummer, the vacation quiet of 
classic Columbia was broken and brightened by the parade 
of a wholesome jolly crowd of young men, filling a dashing 
wagonette, that was decorated with ribbons of purple, white 
and gold, and drawn by a spanking team of four high-step- 
ping bays. The crowd was made up of college men, brought 
together by 

"the loyalty they cherish 
For the good old Delta Tau." 

The first stop was made at the residence of the writer, 
Beta, '64, sometimes known as The Good Gray Poet of Delta 
Tau Delta, who briskly shouldered his crutch, set his birth- 
day forward a score of years, and joined his enthusiastic 
contemporaries. As the principal streets were traversed, 

"Rah! rah! rah!

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The chapter houses of sister fraternities were most of 
them closed for the summer, but wherever even a solitary 
Greek was visible, or invisible and known to be in town, the 
Delta greeting was given with convincing vim. The resi- 
dences of Dean J. C Jones, Acting President of the Uni- 
versity, Dean A. Ross Hill, and Dr. E. A. Allen were visited, 
and saluted with the slogan. The drive included the Uni- 
versity farm, the slowly rising Gymnasium, Read Hall, the 
Campus, the golf links, Broadway, and Christian College; 
and by the time the rounds were made, everybody in town 
knew that a live fraternity had arrived at the University of 
Missouri, and was going to stay. 

For Rho Chapter of Sigma Nu to tender the free and en- 
tire use of her House for our Installation service and for our 
occupancy over night was a generous Panhellenic action that 
Gamma Kappa takes to heart and commits to perpetual 
memory. As our arrangements were already matured, we 
could not avail ourselves of die hospitality of our friends of 
Sigma Nu ; but it will be a long day when a chance comes 
for Delta Tau Delta to reciprocate this magnanimous act, 
and she fails to seize the opportunity. 

At half past eight in the evening, the ceremonies of Initia- 
tion and Installation were held in Odd Fellows' hall, Colum- 
bia. The officers in charge were : 

T. 8. Buell, Delta, '02, A. A. Brooks, Gamma Theta, '06, J. £. 
Turner, Beta Rho, '03, Nelson C Field, Xi, '90, John R. Scott, Beta, 
'64.

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The following gentlemen, students of the University of 
Missouri, were impressively and solemnly initiated into the 
mysteries of our Fraternity after the form of our beautiful 
ritual, assumed the vow, and were hailed as Fraters in good 
and full standing of Delta Tau Delta :

But it is equally 
proud of the labor which secured its success and grateful 
to the brothers for the unselfish loyalty which inspired 
those labors. 



The preparation of the new song book of 
THE NEW the Fraternity, under the title of "Delta Tau 
SONG Delta Songs/' authorized by the Thirty- 

BOOK eighth Karnea, has been entrusted to 

Brother Stuart Maclean, Beta Theta, the 
University of the South, Sewanee, Tennessee. 

It is now proposed to issue a book of perhaps eighty pages, 
or more, containing the more effective and popular songs of 
the Fraternity, both old and new. It is especially desired 
that these songs shall be singable. In order to collect in 
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the new book the best songs of every chapter, Brother Mac- 
lean has already addressed letters to every active and alumni 
chapter, asking for their songs, words and music. The Fra- 
ternity as a whole is requested to co-operate with the Song 
Book editor in selecting words and music from the old 
book which should be retained in the new,, and any member 
of the Fraternity, active or alumnus, who has any views of 
any kind whatsoever bearing upon the subject of songs and 
song books is hereby invited to take Brother Maclean into 
his confidence and give him all the advice the adviser may 
have lying around without any particular use for. 

It is well known that throughout the ranks of the Fra- 
ternity there are numberless snatches of songs — odd bits of 
choruses, good Delta words set to the music of the day, 
four-line refrains, odds and ends the country over, that the 
college boy sings and whistles. These are wanted for the 
Song Book. It is not desired, says Brother Maclean, to fill 
up eighty or one hundred pages with music, or even with 
music and Delta words ; but it is desired to have every song 
in the book one that some Deltas sing somewhere and that 
for the same reason all Deltas ought to sing everywhere. 
"Tell the boys," writes the editor, "not to be afraid because 
the songs are brief. Many a song has been forgotten be- 
cause there was too much of it Help me to get four lines 
of music that everybody remembers, and four lines of words 
that spell Delta Tau Delta, and 111 swap you ten meandering 
lyrics of seven verses each with a tune that nobody ever 
heard before and never wants to hear again. Of course 
we want good original music — if we can get it; but this 
Song Book is going to be a book to sing out of." 

The book will be bound in purple and old gold, with a large 
Delta Tau Delta monogram in white on the cover, and be- 
neath the word "Songs." The design has been prepared by 
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Brother Arthur Howard Noll, of Beta Theta, already rather 
well known for his artistic book plates. It is hoped that the 
entire edition can be issued in cloth at $1.00 or $1.25. Ne- 
gotiations looking toward the mechanical end of the publi- 
cation have elicited from the proposed publishers, one of the 
largest music publishing firms of the country, the opinion 
that mechanically the volume will be one of the handsomest 
ever issued in the line of college or fraternity song books. 

If the various active and alumni chapters have not already 
replied in detail to Brother Maclean's letters asking infor- 
mation and co-operation, they are urged to do so at once. .

We have not only secured a 
fine, representative body of enlisted Delts who will be but 
the forerunners of many generations of loyal wearers of the 
square badge, but we have entered an institution which is 
an important link in our chain of national distribution and 
have occupied a field rich in Delt material. 

In the January number we hope to present photographs 
and articles that will give the brothers at large more full 
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and intimate information in regard to the University of 
Missouri, the home of our baby chapter. To Gamma 
Kappa we can extend the warm fraternal welcome of the

We will allow Brother Calhoun to explain in his own 
words : 

"The pin is a beautiful diamond and emerald badge worth about 
fifty dollars, and was presented by Brother Clarence Phumphrey in 
behalf of the Cincinnati Alumni Chapter to be raffled off for the ben- 
efit of the endowment fund. The tickets, which I will place in the 
hands of the chapter treasurer, will be one dollar each, and to every 
chapter or individual selling twenty-five or more tickets a prize will 
be given. These prizes will be beautiful brass or copper castings 
of the Delt pin about eight inches square, finished in the antique 
green, which is so popular, and mounted on a heavy weathered oak 
shield. They would retail for about eight dollars, but we are fortu- 
nate enough to get them at cost." 
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It is with pleasure — but no remaining illusions — that we 
enter upon our seventh year of service as editor of The 
Rainbow. We take it that our re-election meant that our 
labors and the lines along which we have conducted this 
journal in the past have met, at least, the mild approval of 
our brothers. 

The work has been very pleasant to us, and any legitimate 
sacrifices it has demanded have been gladly given. We feel, 
though, that the negligent, slip-shod and careless work of 
so many of our chapter secretaries imposes an inexcusable 
amount of drudgery on this office. The amount of co- 
operation these officers are supposed to render the editor is 
not a personal favor to him, but a part of the regular duties 
of their office. There is always a large percentage of the 
chapter letters which reach us from three days to two weeks 
late, and several we never receive at all.

Hereafter, even if we have to go to 
press with only a third of the chapters represented, we shall 
not delay the appearance of any number for delinquent 
chapter letters. 

Each time a chapter letter notice is sent a few plain direc- 
tions for the preparation of the letter is enclosed. But fully 
three-fourths of the letters received calmly disregard some 
one, if not all, of these instructions. The extra labor such 
corrections impose on the editor seem to us an unreasonable 
demand upon time we can ill afford. When we send the 
chapter secretaries notices for their next letters we shall 
enclose their letters for this number with the corrections we 
have had to make to render their letters fit copy for the 
printer. Each man can then see where he has been at fault, 
and can reform accordingly — unless he wants his next letter 
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to be published in our waste basket instead of in the pages 
of The Rainbow.

Brother Shepherd, '08, who was not expecting to return, 
came back for the initiation and concluded to remain in 
school. Thus we now number twelve active men, and we 
are expecting to pledge two other Freshmen soon and one 
or two in the academy. 

We are rejoicing over the fact that we have another Delt 
in the Faculty. Prof. Watson, one of the charter members 
of Beta Chi, has charge of the zoology department Brother 
Watson is very enthusiastic and has proven a source of en- 
couragement and council. 

We are handicapped by having no house. We were 
obliged to give up the house we occupied last year because 
it could not be well warmed in cold weather, and there was 
no other house for rent suitable for fraternity purposes. 
We are hoping to be able to own a house of our own in the

We have an increase in 
attendance, and in the College of Liberal Arts the boys 
have a slight majority. There is not only an increase in en- 
rollment but an increase in the per cent, of men suitable for 
fraternity purposes.

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BETA PI— NORTHWESTERN UNIVERSITY. 

The new school year opens with affairs "on the boom" 
for Beta Pi. Never in the history of our chapter has the 
outlook been as bright as it is this fall. Last year was a 
prosperous one for us, but at present it looks as if this was 
to be our banner year. 

This prosperity is partly due to the fact that the whole 
University is prospering. There has been an increase of 
about six per cent in the registration, a million dollars has 
been added to the endowment, the new athletic field has 
been completed, and enough money has been pledged so 
that the long-talked-of "new gym" will surely be built 
within a year. This last was made possible through the 
beneficence of the widow of the late G. F. Swift, whose 
nephew entered the University this fall and is now wear- 
ing our colors. 

The new athletic field is one of the best in the West, com- 
prising bleachers with a capacity of fifteen thousand people, 
a main gridiron, a practice gridiron, a baseball diamond, a 
one-fourth mile circular track, a two-hundred-and-ninety- 
yard straightaway track, dressing rooms, training quarters, 
and other accessories. This field cost about $25,000, the 
money having been raised by subscription through the per- 
sonal efforts of Mayor John T. Barker, of Evanston. 

The complete management of the field, and of all matters 
connected with athletics, has been in the hands of Brother 
F. O. Smith, who graduated last year, and of whom Mr. 
Dyche, business manager of the University, said, "He is a 
genius." 

All games, excepting the one with Minnesota, are to be 
played on the new field, this being the first time in many 
years that the Chicago game has been played in Evanston. 
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As to the chapter, we are now installed in our new home 
at 1935 Sherman Avenue, and are running our own table. 
Fifteen of the old men have returned to school, also the 
four men we pledged last spring. In the fall rushing we 
got our share of the good men, pledging four more, so that 
after initiation we will have an active chapter of twenty- 
three men.

payable by Christmas, 1905. 

The athletic outlook for this year, while there are only 
three of last year's Varsity men back, is by no means dis- 
couraging, and with the new men in the hands of a very 
competent coach we feel assured that the team which takes 
the field against our friend the enemy from Berkeley on No- 
vember 11 next, will maintain Stanford's supremacy in the 
coast football world. However, the interest of the Stanford 
athletic world is at present centered on the Freshman inter- 
collegiate football game between the Stanford and Berkeley 
Freshmen next Saturday. The two teams are very evenly 
matched and a very scrappy game is anticipated. The Var- 
sity game this year will be played at Stanford, and a new 
football field and bleachers, with a seating capacity of 15,000, 
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is being erected on the Stanford campus for that purpose. 
Beta Rho looks forward to the "big game" with a great deal 
of pleasure, as she expects a visit from Beta Omega in body 
and will keep "open house" for all visiting Delts.

He has been battling with typhoid 
fever for the past month. We are fortunate in having one 
of Beta Theta's products with us this year, Brother Paul H. 
Breeden. With a fine aggregation of veterans at their post 
of duty, reinforced by an affiliate from Sewanee, and with 
an addition of four husky Freshmen, may we not say that 
the chapter's future never seemed more encouraging nor the 
prospects for good results more promising?

All hope that they may 
be present at the next convention in Chicago. 

The members of the Fraternity are aware that a jeweled 
fraternity pin, set with twelve diamonds and four emeralds, 
and valued at fifty dollars, is about to be given away to the 
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holder of one of a series of one thousand tickets. These tick- 
ets are to be sold at one dollar apiece. The sum that is to be 
realized will be added to the endowment fund of the Frater- 
nity as a gift of the Alumni Chapter of Cincinnati. Brother 
Phumphrey was the originator of this plan, and to his good 
fortune and generosity must be ascribed the credit of the gift 
we propose to make. 

Brother Phumphrey's experience with these $50 fraternity 
pins is unique and he will tell it to you in his own words. 
The following is an extract from a letter written by him 
to the undersigned from the Hotel Astor, New York City, 
on the early morning of Thursday, August 24, 1905. After 
referring in glowing terms to the banquet, the letter pro- 
ceeds: 

"Your humble servant is the proud possessor of a beau- 
tiful jeweled badge. Auld of Columbus raffled it off — sold 
one hundred chances numbered 1 to 100. I bought one 
chance numbered 81 and paid 81 cents, and Sam McClurg 
(Philadelphia), was so anxious to capture it for his sweet- 
heart that I proposed that we each buy another ticket, and 
the low man take the tickets and the high man pay for 
them. He agreed and I drew the low. He paid. He wanted 
another chance and I told him I was dead game and would 
accommodate him. He paid for them also. Then Auld's 
man and Briick and Bolard butted in and changed the sys- 
tem on me to break my luck, making the low man pay and 
the high man take the five tickets. I won two rounds and 
lost none. When the tickets had all been sold they agreed 
that the thirteenth ticket drawn should get the pin. The 
winning ticket, No. 47, was mine (I had thirteen tickets), 
and I have been the envy of everybody. And as every fellow 
who bought a ticket claims to have paid for it (the pin) 
I have been buying them off at the bar." 
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To the casual observer the foregoing would seem like a 
sufficient streak of luck. But that was not enough. The 
raffle above referred to was on Tuesday. On Thursday an- 
other pin was raffled off. The account of this second raffle 
will be given you in Brother Phumphrey's words as nearly as 
they can be recalled, and is as follows: 

"I was asked to buy tickets for a second pin of the same 
character as the one which I won. I first declined, saying 
that I wanted to give the other fellows a chance. They, 
however, forced me to join in the drawing. I drew several 
times, there being five or six men in each drawing. In each 
case the low man paid and the highest man took the tickets. I 
was never stuck, and once drew five tickets. After the draw- 
ing I gave the matter no more attention, until when I was 
about to leave I stopped in Auld's room and saw a second 
beautiful badge pinned to a card with my name on it and 
stuck in the corner of a picture. You can imagine my sur- 
prise on finding it was mine. It was then that I made up 
my mind to give the Fraternity the benefit of my good for- 
tune by raffling it off by a large number of tickets, the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of which should be given to the general 
Fraternity. I immediately went to the session rooms of the 
Karnea and with the permission of the president made the 
offer to the Fraternity. It was received with great enthu- 
siasm. I trust my plan will realize all that I hope for it" 

All the Fraternity will join in the hope of Brother Phum- 
phrey that the pin may bring a large stun. This method of 
raising funds should certainly appeal to every loyal Delta, 
who will all gladly contribute the small stun of one dollar. 
They should respond, especially as a token of their apprecia- 
tion of the generosity of Brother Phumphrey. 

"Behold how great a matter a little fire kindleth." It will 
be observed from the foregoing that Brother Phumphrey 
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secured two fifty-dollar pins at an outlay of 81 cents. Let 
us hope that the value of the single pin given to the Fra- 
ternity will be multiplied as many times as was the 81 cents 
invested.

Alonzo J. Tullock, M. Am. Soc. C. E. 

Alonzo J. Tullock, the subject of this sketch, died at his 
home in Leavenworth, Kansas, on July 21st, 1904, at the 
age of 50 years. He was born on a farm near Rockford, 
Illinois, in 1854, of Scotch parentage, his father, George 
Tullock, having come to this country from Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, in the early forties. His school education was com- 
menced in the country schools near his birthplace, continued 
in the high school at Rockford, Illinois, in the University 
of Illinois at Champaign, and finally completed at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan, where he received the degree of Civil 
Engineer in 1876. 

In 1878 he was married to Miss Kitty B. South wick, of 
Rockford, Illinois. The union was most happy, and was 
blessed by the birth of three children, a daughter, Florence 
L., a son, Hubert S., and a daughter Lucy M. Tullock. 
Miss Florence L. Tullock has recently been graduated from 
the Smith College, at Northampton, Massachusetts, and 
the younger daughter, Lucy M. Tullock, is now attending 
the public schools in Leavenworth. The son, Hubert S. 
Tullock, at the time of this writing, is a junior in the engi- 
neering department of the University of Michigan, his 
father's Alma Mater. 

Soon after his graduation, Mr. Tullock entered the em- 
ployment of Fox and Howard, a firm of contractors in Chi- 
cago, but in 1879 he entered the bridge building firm of 
Insley, Shire and Tullock, at Leavenworth, Kansas, and 
from that time until his death he devoted his time princi- 
pally to bridge, viaduct and wharf construction. At the 
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time of his death he was, and had been for twenty years, the 
proprietor of the Missouri Valley Bridge and Iron Works, 
successor to the original firm. 

Mr. Tullock built many important bridges in the territory 
west of the meridian of Chicago, besides building during the 
early days, between 1880 and 1890, many Howe trusses and 
combination wood and iron bridges, styles so much in vogue 
during that period. In the territory mentioned Mr. Tullock 
probably built more bridges than any other company or 
firm. Among the most important structures built by him 
were : The substructure of a railway bridge across the Mis- 
souri River at Leavenworth, Kansas, completed in 1894; a 
highway bridge across the Missouri River at Jefferson City, 
Missouri, completed in 1896; a railway bridge across the 
Red River on the line of the Kansas City Southern (Port 
Arthur Route) ; railway bridge across the Arkansas, Can- 
adian and other large rivers, for the St. Louis Southern 
Railway (Cotton Belt Route), Texas & Pacific Railway, and 
other roads at various points. He built the very difficult 
pneumatic foundations for the Texas & Pacific Railway's 
bridge across the Atchafalaya, one of the outlets of the 
Mississippi River into the Gulf of Mexico. Various other 
pneumatic and deep foundations for bridges across western 
rivers, which are the most difficult to deal with, owing to 
their very deep water-sheds and their extreme freshets, were 
built by him. His last important work was the construction 
of the bridges on the St. Louis, Kansas City and Colorado 
River (Rock Island System), among which was one very 
high structure over the Osage River. This bridge con- 
tained one span 375 ft. in length and one concrete pier with 
a total height of 109 ft. resting upon a pneumatic founda- 
tion. This is probably the highest concrete pier yet con- 
structed. 
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In 1900, Mr. Tullock, in conference with Alfred Noble, 
Past-President Am. Soc. C. E., designed the important 
wharf built by the Mexican Central Railway, for the Mexi- 
can Government, at Tampico. Mr. Tullock was made engi- 
neer of this important work, and took complete charge of 
the same during construction. This wharf was built on 454 
piers, a large number of which were on pneumatic founda- 
tions, reaching the depth of about 50 ft. below mean tide. 
A full description of this important work has recently ap- 
peared in the technical press. 

During a busy and studious life, Mr. Tullock accumu- 
lated a large and valuable library, in which are many rare 
books, and especially many volumes relating to the Louis- 
iana Purchase, within which territory was located the city 
chosen for his home. 

Mr. Tullock, by his simplicity and force of character and 
his excellent judgment, attracted to himself men of char- 
acter and learning. By his uniform courtesy and fair deal- 
ings, he commanded the confidence and esteem of those with 
whom he was associated, and as a friend he could be de- 
pended upon in any emergency. 

Mr. Tullock was elected a member of the American So- 
ciety of Civil Engineers on June 6th, 1883.— Proceedings of 
Am. Society Civil Engineers, April, '05.

Rev. Edward B. Bancroft, D. D. 

The members of Epsilon chapter and of Albion College 
were surprised and grieved on Monday, October 9th, when 
the death of Rev. Edward Bennett Bancroft was announced. 
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Although Brother Bancroft had been poorly, the end came 
suddenly, and was a shock to his host of friends. 

Brother Bancroft was born in May, 1856. He attended 
Albion College, where he was graduated in the class of 
1876. During his Senior year Epsilon chapter was estab- 
lished there and he became a charter member. He also 
attended the Boston University School of Theology, and 
traveled in Europe. He entered the Methodist ministry in 
Michigan in 1877, and did excellent work in the Detroit 
conference, both as a minister and as a presiding elder. 

Mrs. Bancroft had been in very poor health for several 
years, and passed away only six weeks before her husband's 
death. On the afternoon of the last day of his life Brother 
Bancroft answered the letter of sympathy which had been 
sent him by his chapter, and in that last hour expressed his 
appreciation of his Fraternity. 

Three children, Ralph, Harriet, and Arthur, are left to 
mourn the loss of loving and noble parents. 

The funeral services were held at the home in Ann Arbor, 
on Tuesday afternoon, conducted by Rev. Wm. Dawe, of 
Detroit. Brother Samuel Dickie, of Epsilon, was one of 
those to eulogize the deceased friends of all, and the ser- 
vices were also attended by Brother Chas. M. Ranger, an- 
other charter member of Epsilon. 

In the Michigan Christian Advocate were the following 
words about our departed brother : 

"Brother Bancroft was a transparent character. Born in 
a parsonage, he had as a birthright the pure and unselfish 
traits fostered in the hearts of our ministry and transmitted 
to their children. Everybody had faith in his uprightness 
and manliness, and felt the warmth of his genial and benevo- 
lent disposition. He was also a man of intellectual ability, 
a good thinker, a fine scholar, and an able preacher.

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Howard Letts Fortiner.

Howard Letts Fortiner. 



The first break that death has made in the circle of Omega 
came on May ioth last, when Howard Letts Fortiner, of 
the Class of 1905, died in Philadelphia. At the beginning 
of his Junior year he had been compelled to leave college 
owing to ill-health, and from then until the day of his death 
he fought bravely against an incurable disease. 

Howard Fortiner was born in Camden, New Jersey, No- 
vember 12, 1882, and was the son of Walter Scott Fortiner 
and Linda Letts. He was graduated from the Friends' Cen- 
tral School, where he had been captain of the football team 
and class president, in 1901, and entered Pennsylvania in 
the fall of that year. He was initiated into Delta Tau Delta 
a few weeks after the term opened. During his Freshman 
year he was captain of the 'Varsity Freshman football 
team, a member of the gymnasium team, bowl man of his 
class, and champion heavy-weight wrestler at the May Day 
games. In his Sophomore year he was elected president of 
his class, and played half-back on the 'Varsity football team. 
His withdrawal from college the next fall cut short a bril- 
liant career. 

After a long stay at the University Hospital, his physi- 
cians decided that he had a chance for life in going west. 
He was with Brother Rogers at Deming, New Mexico, for 
some time, and later on the Pacific Coast. He returned to 
Philadelphia in the winter of 1904, and went to Florida. 
When his health had not improved he joined his mother 
in Brooklyn. Shortly after Easter he was brought to Phila- 
delphia, and seemed to be slowly improving, but the end 
came without warning three weeks later. 
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There have been few men at Pennsylvania so popular as 
was Howard Fortiner. He never strove for office or ath- 
letic honors. Everything came to him. He won his way 
into the hearts of his fellows by the charm of his person- 
ality. It is hard, often impossible, to make an analysis of 
personality, but we might say that there were two charac- 
teristics which Howard Fortiner possessed to an unusual 
degree, and which, no doubt, counted largely in winning 
for him the universal esteem of everyone with whom he was 
thrown. They were his absolute honesty of thought, and 
his utter lack of affectation or conceit 

His brothers in Omega, the men he lived with and who 
knew his life intimately, had for Howard Fortiner that deep 
affection which the Fraternity tie, coupled with a realiza- 
tion of his personal worth, alone could give. To them his 
death meant more than the loss of a Delta and a chapter 
brother ; it was the going out of a life that was beautiful in 
its simplicity and its honesty, a life that had cast its spell 
upon them and left its influence with them.

Brother Albert L. Henning, Beta Gamma 1900, died sud- 
denly of quinsy at Eugene, Oregon, on July 30th, 1905. 
Brother Henning is a brother of Edward J. Henning of 
Milwaukee. Brother Henning is a native of Wiscon- 
sin, the old home being at Iron Ridge. He graduated 
from University of Wisconsin with the Class of 1900 and 
took high honors in chemistry. Soon after he went to Ore- 
gon and became professor of science at the Pendleton Col- 
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lege, at Pendleton, Oregon, serving there from 1903 to 
1904. The following year he became a fellow at the Uni- 
versity of Oregon and taught chemistry there, and also took 
his master's degree. His thesis for master's degree, en- 
titled "On the Saccharomyces and Their Enzymes," is now 
a part of the educational exhibit of the State of Oregon at 
the Lewis and Clark Exposition at Portland. Brother Hen- 
ning was a frequent contributor to scientific magazines and 
had done work along the lines of his specialty which at- 
tracted attention among scientific men throughout the coun- 
try. During the coming year he intended to go to Europe 
for further study and for the purpose of taking his doctor's 
degree.

GAMMA BETA 'o6. 
Louis Raymond Levings. 



"The report of the fatal accident to Louis R. Levings 
came as a very great shock to his host of friends in Armour 
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Institute. No man in the school was more generally liked 
and looked up to for his many admirable qualities, for which 
he will ever be held in loving remembrance. 

"Levings had been tramping through the mountains of 
Colorado with two of his cousins, Dean Babcock, A-'os, and 
John Black, and was at the time, Wednesday, August 2d, 
attempting the ascent of Mount Upsilon with Black in 
order to photograph the almost perfect Upsilon formed by a 
glacier which gives the mountain its name. He turned aside 
to do a little investigating and started down a steep de- 
clivity, followed by his cousin. Coming to a place where it 
was necessary to hang full length and drop a few feet from 
one ledge to another, he swung over, when, without warn- 
ing, the rock from which he hung gave way and he was 
carried down with it to his death. 

"The whole host of his friends mourns his loss. He had 
attended the Institute for seven years, having graduated 
from the Academy in 1902, when seventeen years of age. 
He had been president of his class and had won the Lolita 
Armour Scholarship for that year. He entered the Tech- 
nical College the following September, and at the end of 
his junior year, last spring, he had been elected to nearly 
every office in the gift of the students, and honored by many 
faculty appointments. He was the most versatile man ever 
in the school, for, in addition to the foregoing, he held an 
almost unsurpassed scholarship record and was a leader 
in athletics, music and college activities in general. 

"Levings was a member of Gamma Beta Chapter of Delta 
Tau Delta, and was held in the greatest esteem by his 
friends in the fraternity. He had thoroughly proven his 
worth and was in fact to be the chapter's delegate to the 
national convention of the fraternity in New York during 
the last of August. 
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"By his ever cheerful disposition, friendliness and ac- 
knowledged abilities he had made his friends* There was 
so much to admire and so little to criticise in his character 
that all who knew him grieve his loss."— Armour Int. Ful- 
crum.

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HISTORY OF OLD PINE STREET (A). By Hughes Oli- 
phant Gibbons (Gamma, '69). Illustrated. The John C. 
Winston Co., Philadelphia, $% x 8# in. 366 pages. 

"Pine Street Church in Philadelphia, the third Presby- 
terian church founded in that city, is the only one dating 
from colonial times still on its original site. In the church- 
yard some three thousand lie interred, including many Revo- 
lutionary officers and soldiers. It has been served by a 
succession of remarkably able ministers. As represented 
by them, it has been on the right side in times of crises, 
whether in the Civil War, or in the vindication of such men 
as Albert Barnes and Lyman Beecher when assailed by ultra 
Calvinists. It is a striking instance of the advance of moral 
standards in recent times that the money needed to erect the 
building was raised by lottery. Originally in a fashionable 
center, now in a slum neighborhood whence twenty other 
churches have removed, it remains there, consecrated by its 
history and pledged by its endowment to a perpetuity of 
service in its changed environment. This handsome and 
finely illustrated volume is a worthy memorial of seven gen- 
erations to many more to come."

A SHORT CONSTITUTIONAL HISTORY OF THE UNITED 
STATES. By Francis Newton Thorpe, Boston; Little, 
Brown & Co. $1.75. 

Mr. Thorpe has tried in this condensation of his larger 
works, "A Constitutional History of the United States" and 
a like history of "The American People," to tell us (1) the 
origin of our civil system; (2) the principles on which it is 
founded; (3) the adaptation of the plan of government to 
public needs, by amendment and construction, and (4) the 
interpretation of the principles of the Government by the 
supreme tribunal, the courts. All this he has done as a 
lawyer, not as a historian. To him the whole constitutional 
development is due to a series of legal controversies. The 
economic and political influences are little noticed. His 
chief sources have been documentary statutes, decisions of 
courts and debates in conventions and in Congress. Much 
of the result of this wide research is merely chronicled, not 
criticised. The author describes and sets forth but abstains 
from judgments. There is a lack of digestion and a want 
of perspective. This is especially seen in his account of the 
work of the constitutional convention. He first fails to set 
forth the great problem that confronted the convention: 
What scheme would make it certain that the States would 
perform their functions and that the central Government 
would do its work and no more? Then he fails to point 
out clearly what the convention really accomplished — the 
establishment over each individual of a double citizenship, a 
system which each citizen was the subject of two States. 
This accomplishment and the securing of its permanency by 
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resorting, not to the coercion of a State nor to the veto 
of its acts by the central Government, but to the Courts — 
the making of the constitution and laws made in accordance 
therewith the law of the land, enforcible in the State courts, 
just as State law was enforced — this was the great accom- 
plishment of the convention. All else was subsidiary, but 
Mr. Thorpe loses this central idea amid details of contro- 
versy of little permanent significance. This failure to give 
proper emphasis makes the book sure to fail as a text-book 
— a use for which the author designed it— except in the 
hands of a very experienced teacher. In the absence of any 
other adequate treatment, however, the book will tempo- 
rarily at least supply a real need. It contains a very useful 
index both of the Constitution and the book.

THE FLOATING LABORATORY OF MARINE BIOLOGY 
OF TRINITY COLLEGE. By Chas. Lincoln Edwards, 
Ph. D. 

Articles of incorporation have been filed with the sec- 
retary of the state of Connecticut "to establish and maintain 
a floating laboratory of marine biology for exploration in 
oceanography and the collection and investigation of the 
organisms of the sea ; to supply colleges, museums and other 
institutions with material for investigation, study and ex- 
hibition." 
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A vessel of about ninety tons burden will be secured and 
equipped with the necessary dredges, trawles, tangles, tow- 
nets, etc., as well as chemical reagents and glassware for 
work in marine zoology and botany. When the boat is an- 
chored in a protected harbor immediately it becomes a labor- 
atory. The vessel, in sailing from place to place in the 
ocean, will furnish most favorable facilities for the investiga- 
tion of the distribution and variation of organisms. On 
each expedition it is planned to stay in some particularly de- 
sirable locality for about one month so that problems of 
cytology, embryology and physiology may be undertaken. 
Competent preparators, artists and photographers will be 
on the staff so that not only museums and laboratories may 
be supplied with material, but an effort will be made to 
meet the specifications of investigators as to fixation and 
preservation, together with sketches, or photographs, of die 
organisms desired for their work. In going to a new region 
each summer large collections for research will be made 
year after year, and it is hoped to greatly extend our knowl- 
edge of the local faunae and florae of the western Atlantic. 

In the early summer of 1906 the vessel will sail to the 
Bahamas. After a month in die sub-tropics the boat will 
weigh anchor for the cruise northward, making a harbor 
every hundred miles or so for the purpose of getting ma- 
terial for comparative studies. In the Bahama Islands the 
conditions are very favorable for die most abundant and 
varied organisms, since these islands are situated in the 
mouth of the Gulf Stream where it debouches between Flor- 
ida and Cuba, bringing with it myriads of creatures caught 
up in the wide circuit of the current from the equator and 
through the Gulf of Mexico. The climate, though warm, 
is agreeable in summer and usually keeps between 84* and 
86°. The trade winds blow steadily, the waters are clear 
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and the people honest and simple hearted. Biological inves- 
tigators have already found the life there in summer both 
interesting and delightful. These healthful conditions are 
of great importance for northern men when working hard 
with both mind and body on the edge of the tropics. 

While this project centers in Trinity College, shares have 
been taken by those interested in other institutions and it 
is in the largest way for the benefit of all investigators who 
care to take advantage of the opportunities offered.

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Delta Upsilon has entered the University of Illinois. 

A new local, Theta Delta Psi, with ten members, has been 
established at Allegheny College. 

Pi Kappa Alpha has granted a charter to the Sphinx 
Club at Millsaps College. 

T. N. E. has received the stamp of disapproval of the fra- 
ternities at the University of North Carolina by their re- 
fusing to permit their members to join. 

Kappa Sigma chartered at the University of Idaho Sep- 
tember 20. This makes the fraternity's seventy-fourth 
chapter. 

Sigma Chi has installed chapters at Colorado College, 
May 6, and at the University of Arkansas September 16. 

"It is sheer nonsense for any self-respecting national fra- 
ternity, now or in the near future, to negotiate with peti- 
tioners at the University of the State of Washington. The 
field is already crowded." — Delta of Sigma Nu. 

From an exchange item we note that President Tillman 
of the University of Arkansas has issued an appeal to the 
people of the State for more students, begging them to be 
loyal to their State University. Perhaps there would be 
more loyalty and a larger number of students at this uni- 
versity had it not been for the hayseed opposition to fra- 
ternities and legislation against them. 

During the summer Kappa Alpha Theta chartered a local 
at the University of Toronto known as Delta Theta. Kappa 
Alpha Theta previously had a chapter at this institution, 
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1887-8. It is also rumored that a men's local, Chi Delta 
Psi, which for several years has been unsuccessfully pe- 
titioning Psi Upsilon, is turning its attention elsewhere. It 
is shortly to be visited by Editor Baird of the Beta Theta 
Pi fraternity. 

Song and Stein, controlled by the fraternities, is the only 
senior society at Minnesota. The Triangle Qub is a fresh- 
man society drawn from all the fraternities. However, the 
Phi Gamma Delta freshmen were not admitted last year. 
There is a strong society in the medical school whose badge 
is a small arrow, worn in the tie. Its name is never dis- 
closed. 

"Nothing positive can be stated, but it is rumored here 
that Alpha Tau Omega will be petitioned for a charter 
within a year or two by a local which is said to be in the 
embryonic state at present Several members of that order 
are here now, but even the probability of this rumored action 
is extremely doubtful, as the field is already well filled, there 
being six fraternities represented here." — S. A. E., Cor- 
respondent Wofford College. 

Since the following was written Beta Theta Pi has en- 
tered Iowa College: "Twenty-four men will return in the 
fall. The field here is unusually good. With fourteen hun- 
dred students there is only one other national fraternity 
represented here, Sigma Nu. Four locals are maintained 
in addition to the two nationals, and the character and ability 
of the men in all these organizations is such that the fra- 
ternities they are petitioning can make no mistake in giving 
them charters. At the same time, our respect for these so- 
cieties is not so great that we will falter any in our cry of 
Towa for Sigma Alpha Epsilon.' " — Sigma Alpha Epsilon 
Correspondent, Iowa College. 
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Too often an active chapter is prone to limit its rushing 
activity to the first few weeks of the college semester and 
to rest satisfied with the men it secures at that time. This 
is one of the greatest mistakes that can be made. Some of 
the best of fraternity material does not attract attention until 
later in the college year, and often the very best men are 
overlooked by the fraternities until their upper class years. 

The alert chapter will place no limit on its rushing season 
and will always be on the lookout for good men. One of 
the best expressions along this line we have ever heard is a 
part of a speech by Benjamin Ide Wheeler, President of 
the University of California. As this is a very timely sub- 
ject at present we reproduce herewith the extract in ques- 
tion: 

"It is not a very safe thing to choose your freshmen according to 
their neckties. They will come in with some beautiful specimens. Father 
and mother wanted them when they went to college to get the best 
there was, and they went to the country store and bought the 
brightest offered. But after they have been in college a little while, 
they will come out with the normal ritual of necktie. Don't choose 
your freshmen according to their neckties. 

"It is one of the weaknesses of the fraternity system, as I have 
seen it in operation in different colleges, that it doesn't recognize 
and take in enough men after junior year. Some of the strongest 
men develop in the last two years in college, and living in your ruts 
as you do in your fraternity houses and getting inured to each other 
and getting to think you are so fine prevents you from being able to 
get that unanimous vote you need for that man in the junior year 
who has shown himself a strong man. Somebody has noticed idio- 
syncrasies of his that he can't quite stomach and he votes against 
him. You want to take in some men as the college course goes on. 
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If you haven't been doing it, do it You will get your strongest 
men that way. I don't know but that you will almost every time. 
An opportunity is afforded by the experience of two years in college. 
You will all too often choose your freshmen according to consid- 
eration of previous knowledge, social standing, and outward ap- 
pearance, and you are bound to make some mistakes. But you will 
not make mistakes with the men you take in at the end of the 
sophomore year." 



Kappa Sigma established a chapter at Harvard University 
June 24, 1905. A writer in The Caduceus of Kappa Sigma 
has the following to say of the societies at Harvard: 

"Of the social organizations, the large local societies, some of 
which were established more than a hundred years ago, are the 
most prominent and influential. These societies have varied and 
interesting histories and have counted among their members many 
of the greatest men of the country. In recent years membership 
depended largely on family connection and social position, though 
at the present time this is becoming less marked. Within a year or 
two their influence with the student body has suffered through the 
suspicion that they sacrificed the athletic interests of the university 
for the advancement of their own members. 

"Several of the societies present an annual play or other literary 
exercises, and practically all of them entertain more or less elab- 
orately on Gass Day. The Institute of 1770 was started as a liter- 
ary society in the year 1770. The name has been changed several 
times, and the society has had inactive periods. At one time it was 
merged with the D. K. E. but now exists as a separate organization, 
with well furnished rooms. It is the largest and oldest of the social 
societies. The Porcellian Cub, which occupies a handsome club 
house, is said to have been organized about 1789, and has records 
as far back as 1791, in which year it derived its name from a very 
successful banquet at which a young pig was served roasted whole. 
The society is secret and does not publish its membership. The 
Hasty Pudding Gub was founded in 1795, as a patriotic society. 
It is now a purely social club, and occupies a beautiful house. 

"Of the more recent societies the A. D. Gub, Pi Eta, Signet, and 
Kappa Gamma Gii are representative. The A. D. Club is the suc- 
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cessor of that chapter of Alpha Delta Phi which was withdrawn on 
account of faculty opposition in 1857. The Alpha Delta Phi chapter 
itself has since been revived, and is prosperous, having a large club 
house. 

"Beta Theta Pi established a chapter in 1843, but withdrew its 
charter in 1901. The chapters of Zeta Psi and Delta Phi separated 
from their general fraternities in 1892 and 1901 respectively, and 
continue as separate organizations, though they retained their 
names. In 1891 the Delta Kappa Epsilon chapter withdrew from the 
fraternity and formed the Dickey Club. In 1865 members of the Phi 
Kappa Sigma fraternity from other colleges formed a chapter of 
that fraternity, which lasted less than a year. 

"To offset this list of inactive chapters, beside the new chapter 
of Kappa Sigma and the chapter of Alpha Delta Phi which has 
already been mentioned, Theta Delta Chi, Delta Upsilon, and Sigma 
Alpha Epsilon all have successful and well organized chapters. 
The chapter of Delta Upsilon has a larger membership than is usual 
with fraternities, being somewhere near seventy; but it is in cordial 
relations with the rest of its fraternity." 



THE FRATERNITIES OF STANFORD UNIVERSITY 

"Because of its spacious campus, its isolation from a big city, 
its outdoor freedom, and its favorable opportunities for chapter- 
house life, Stanford University has long been considered the ideal 
home for college fraternities. Stanford's fraternity houses col- 
lectively are perhaps the finest and most pleasantly situated of any 
to be found in America. There are sixteen houses for the men's 
societies and five for the women's, each holding its selected group, 
averaging anywhere from twelve to twenty members, representing 
in the aggregate about one- fourth of the whole student body. Some 
800 students dwell on the campus, 500 on the edges of the campus, 
and 150 come by train daily from a distance ranging from five to 
thirty-five miles. 

"Membership in the secret Greek-letter societies is generally the 
result of a strong and agreeable personality coupled with the sup- 
posed ability to do some one thing better than the average col- 
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legian. Every chapter has its ideals, and they fluctuate with the 
ebb and flow of the graduating and entering classes, but mainly the 
drawing-power and popularity of a fraternity depends upon its active 
members. 

The keen annual competition for desirable recruits, the rivalry in 
desire for campus honors, the development of a sort of altruistic 
friendship, and the domestic problems of economically maintaining 
a large house and holding the younger men to their college work 
are all experiences that give a practical reality to fraternity life 
and make it helpful for the future of the individual. 

"To-day there are out in the world somewhere about fifteen hun- 
dred men and women who have been active members of their 
societies at Stanford. According to their enthusiasm and pride they 
are quietly working to turn toward Stanford new collegiate ma- 
terial that may perpetuate the societies. In that particular 
alone they are unconsciously organized for a good general purpose — 
recruiting for their university what they consider the best available 
type of prospective collegian. 

"In the past fourteen years Stanford has graduated an average 
of about 38 per cent, of all matriculates, including women. Possi- 
bly 36 per cent, of all the men remain and graduate. The average 
of all the fraternity men shows that just 38 per cent, of them 
graduate. 

"Every community's success is traceable to the character of its 
representative citizens, and it is much the same way with a college 
fraternity. Ability to study diligently and ability in athletics are 
only elements. Of themselves they do not make the most desirable 
fraternity men or the most desirable collegians or the most desirable 
future citizens. But combined with character and personality such 
things count in the world as they do in college life. 

"The tendencies of the different fraternities, as evidenced in the 
aggregate of their members, have been relatively toward the follow- 
ing specialties independently of any measure of social worth and 
individual popularity : 

"Percentages successfully carried to graduation — Delta Upsilon 55, 
Delta Tau Delta 51, Sigma Chi 48, Bete Theta Pi 46, Phi Delta 
Theta 44, Fiji- Sigma Rho Eta and Sigma Nu each 40. 

"Debate— Delta Upsilon first ; Kappa Sigma, Phi Kappa Psi, Sigma 
Alpha Epsilon, and Delta Tau Delta second; and the others well 
scattered. 
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"College editor*— Phi Kappa Pai and Kappa Sigma in a first 
group; Sigma No, Delta Tau Delta, and Sigma Alpha EpsOon in a 
second; and Delta Upsilon in a third. 

"College dramatics— Possibly Zeta Psi and Delta Tan Delta in a 
first group, with the others scattered"— 77* Stanford Alumnus.

Gamma Kappa and the University of 
Missouri. 

Most of our brothers, no doubt, know very little of the 
University of Missouri, where Gamma Kappa is located. 
The school, which is the chief educational institution of the 
State of Missouri, is located at Columbia, a pretty inland 
town of about 10,000 people. It is supported by the State 
entirely, and this year enrolls about 2,000 students. It em- 
braces colleges of Law, of Engineering, of Medicine, of Lib- 
eral Arta, of Agriculture. With perhaps two exceptions, it 
is the richest school west of the Mississippi in the matter of 
buildings and grounds. Of the former, there are seventeen 
of brick or stone, ranging in value from $40,000 to $100,000. 
The campus is about twenty acres in extent, the athletic 
grounds about fifteen acres, and the State farm about 2,000 
acres. 

The school as it is to-day is comparatively young. It was 
organized in 1836, but for years existed rather as a small 
academy than as a university. The real impetus which hai 
produced its remarkable growth came in 1892, when the old 
Academic Hall, the chief building of the University, was 
destroyed by fire. Were it not trite to say the University 
arose phoenix-like from the flames, no better expression 
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could be found to portray its rapid growth from the time 
of that fire until today. Thus in ten years die school grew 
to be one of the leading State institutions (pardon the boast) 
of its section of the country. 

Besides our own chapter, there are eight undergraduate 
fraternities represented at Missouri. They are Phi Delta 
Theta, Beta Theta Pi, Phi Gamma Delta, Kappa Sigma, 
Eappa Alpha (Southern), Sigma Alpha Epsilon, Sigma 
Chi! and Theta Nu Epsilon. Phi Delta Theta is the oldest 
and Phi Gamma Delta, installed about six years ago, is the 
youngest Pi Beta Phi and Kappa Kappa Gamma are the 
only sororities represented at Missouri. A local is also peti- 
tioning Alpha Tau Omega for a charter, with more or less 
chance of success. There is little or no dissension among 
the Greeks, and there is practically no Greek-Barbarian feud 
at present, although a few years ago warfare between fra- 
ternity and non-fraternity men was bitter and to the death. 

Except T N. E., all the fraternities occupy chapter 
houses, owned or rented by them. Beta Theta Pi and Phi 
Delta Theta occupy their own houses. Our own chapter 
home is pleasantly located within a five minutes' walk of the 
campus. We have a big shaded lawn to one side, and to the 
other an open plot big enough to permit Brothers Waltner 
and Higbee to exercise their athletic propensities. The 
house accommodates fifteen men comfortably. 

Thus far our way has been pleasant enough. Twelve of 
of the boys came back for the opening of school. We cap- 
tured six as fine men as ever wore pledge colors (pardon 
us again the boast). Brother Harold Waltner is a promis- 
ing freshman from Kansas City, who has developed a mania 
for hard study, which ought to some extent be overcome. 
Brother Paul Higbee, a merry youngster from up-State, is 
our other freshman, who brightens up the whole house by 
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his genial personality. Another man we landed who was 
well worth while was Brother Homer Croy. The "Deacon," 
as he is affectionately known by his friends, early developed 
leadership abilities, and became editor-in-chief of The 
Savitar, our school annual. He is a regular contributor to 
Puck and Judge, and Judge has named him among the 
prominent humorists who would write for that publication 
during the current year. Brother Milnor E. Gleeves and 
Brother Harold Williams, two other initiates, have proved 
themselves good fellows, and are doing the chief stunts for 
die chapter in the social whirl. 

As to our relations with the other fraternities, we can say 
but little. While the other chapters have not been so cordial 
as they might have been, they have treated us with fairness 
and courtesy. They have been inclined to size us up before 
making any advances, a proceeding which was certainly to 
be anticipated. Our policy towards them 1ms been very con- 
servative; we have no ambition to make any very big 
"spludge" in social and fraternal circles just at present. But 
we are meeting all advances half way, content with our 
share of social honors. 

Our first initiation we celebrated with as much pomp as 
we could muster. With us were Brother Scott, Beta '64, the 
"Good Gray Poet" of the Fraternity, Brother Field of Delta, 
our foster-father, Brother Turner of Beta Rho, Brother 
Forbes of Beta Upsilon, and Brother Sharpe of Beta Theta. 
The banquet was set out with the utmost lavishness of one 
of Missouri's best hostelries, and before the last cheer died 
out, six new men had learned what it means to be enrolled 
with Delta Tau Delta. 

It is not for me here to enumerate the good things that 
came our way in the matter of University honors. A news- 
paper clipping printed in the last number of The Rainbow 
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tells all that, and spares me the embarrassment of boasting 
again. How Brothers Freeman and Croy were elected on 
the board of five Savitar editors; how Brother Seitz was 
elected president of his class and one of the cheer leaders ; 
how Brother J. H. Craig carried off an office in the senior 
class and won a place on the glee club; how Brother Cole 
was elected chairman of the student mass-meetings; how 
Brothers Seitz, Bullivant, Underwood and Haynes got snug 
jobs on the faculty as assistants ; how Brother Childers won 
laurels on the football team, — all these, and many more sim- 
ilar honors, would no doubt be very interesting reading to 
the boys of Gamma Kappa, but not to the Fraternity in 
general, so they will be omitted. Should we say more, it 
might savor of self-gratulation, a thing altogether out of 
harmony with our innate Missouri modesty. It is enough 
to say we have exceeded our highest expectations in all 
matters of this nature. 

The most delightful social event we have participated in 
this year was the Delt banquet at Kansas City the evening 
before Thanksgiving Day. There we met thirty-three jolly, 
whole-souled alumni from the city and die boys from 
Gamma Theta. The best the city could afford was placed 
at our disposal, and we were given a glimpse of the genuine 
Delt spirit in the hearty songs and speeches, "as we gath- 
ered 'round the banquet board, the boys of Delta Tau." 

Gamma Kappa herewith acknowledges its gratitude for 
the many cheery messages of welcome sent us by our sister 
chapters. It is our sincerest wish that the relations between 
us and them may be ever of the most cordial. And we offer 
die best of our home and hearts to all Delts who may visit 
Columbia.

Americans denominated scholars — the only privileged class 
recognized by republican institutions ; representatives chosen 
with rare good sense and wisdom from the best institutions 
of learning in thfa most favored of lands. There is there- 
fore an added flavor, what Lowell calls the "perfume of the 
mind/' because of the wholesome prejudice that the scholar 
is the "favorite of heaven/' the most envied, the happiest of 
men. For to the scholar fa committed as a sacred trust the 
destiny of mankind. He must sow the seeds of a sounder 
thinking, of a finer and higher wisdom. Be sure, every great 
reform, every great enterprise that is to reach the needs of 
the downmost men must begin in the best heads and hearts 
and filter steadily down into the multitude. The very 
thought kindles the imagination, irradiates the reason and 
inspires courage. 

But scholarship, alas, too often falters, limps and goes so 
lamely and unfashionably that the "yopping" world laughs 
at it in its futility, or as Browning puts it, "Men have oft 
grown old among their books to die case-hardened at their 
ignorance." The young man who is completest master of 
the curriculum has not universally been the best and most 
serviceable man in life. Nay, nay, scholarship must be sup- 
plemented. There is a wisdom above the understanding, 
there is a higher reason, a subtile power that comes to every 
man of noble friendship. Every useful man must have some 
civilizing quality. 

Here is the province of the college fraternity. (I mU3t 
not omit to say here that to me one of the most inspiring 
events in the life of Delta Tau Delta was when it married 
into The Rainbows of the sunny Southland, they brought 
us the type of the true Fraternity spirit, — all hail to them!) 

Some of the most vital things in education have been un- 
consciously overlooked. The results of latest psychical 
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research disclose die fact that there is a sub-conscious self, 
which is continuously storing up knowledge, and which is 
fed, as I believe, from those experiences which are denomi- 
nated social in their character, and which grow most at 
those times when we are in our happiest moods, when we 
are singing songs of our college life, when we sit together 
at the banquet table, when our wit sparkles, when the star 
of hope gleams brightly before us. There is a great deal 
more good in us than ever comes out. There are a great 
many flowers of affection and wit, of sentiment and hope, 
of admiration, encouragement and sympathy doomed to 
perish without a hand to gather them.

For next to the affection that 
can exist between one man and one woman, the friendship 
and affection that can exist between man and man is the 
most beautiful and sacred thing in the world. If friendship 
and fraternity is beautiful among the lowliest and humblest, 
how doubly beautiful fa friendship and fraternity among 
those who are ennobled by the gracious refinements of schol- 
arship. This incomparable banquet to-night speaks this 
truth as no man can. Here is our hope, our ideal metamor- 
phosed into reality. 

I am indeed ambitious to touch the finest things in you. 
But, alas, there are times when our thoughts and feelings 
are so high and fine, so sacred, that they cannot be set down 
in propositions. Words fail, the syllogism is dumb, it is 
then that we bring flowers and music, and burst into song, 
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or lapse into that exquisite silence that is truly golden. Ora- 
tory is ripe to-night Everything has been made easy for 
us. The touching prayer of the "little minister" to my right 
(benison on his Delta heart!), the exquisite humor, without 
shaft or sting, led by our gracious "King," bubbling up like 
springs of joy at every step in our admirably ordered festi- 
val. Then these gorgeous flowers, this burst of gladsome 
song (with universal thanks to Penn-syl-va-nia), all have 
intoxicated us with a lofty joy.

Glorious and gentle have 
been the steps by which we have mounted into this high 
mood and temperament of the soul (as Ruskin would say). 
We are all old sentimentalists to-night ; and rightly, for sen- 
timent is the mother of the best things, the very greatest 
things in life. Hawthorne says in speaking of the "Civic 
Banquets" of old England: "The highest possible dinner 
has never been eaten in America." To-night it is being, and 
has been eaten on the banks of the Hudson, in the eleventh 
heaven of Hotel Astor, by the unparalleled and glorious 
Delta Tau Delta Fraternity. Look you, the "specular 
mount," the climax, the supreme moment of the thirty 
eighth Karnea of Delta Tau Delta! No selfish, brutal, 
growling motive or thought clouds the bright ideal of our 
minds. The light of love and fraternity shines over all. 
"Far through our memory shines a happy day," and far 
through our memories will shine these supreme moments 
of the thirty-eighth Karnea. Every man is entitled to be 
judged by what he is in his supreme moments. So of fra- 
ternities. The great literature, what De Quincey calls the 
"literature of power," is only another name for the tran- 
scripts of the experiences of men in their supremest mo- 
ments. This is the lesson of music, of art, of poetry, of all 
heroic action. There is no time in your life when your 
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moments are so sacred, so eminent, so proUfic of influence 
on your character, when there is so wholesome a manifesta- 
tion of yourself, as that which abounds in a legitimate, social 
and intellectual occasion, such as we are having at this very 
moment Then it is, that your heart beats fast with a love 
of truth and beauty, then it is that you ideally attain many 
of the things for which you most yearn. Then it is that you 
are able to give the best manifestation and utterance of 
yourself. 

Who of this grand company of chosen college men can 
go down from this high festival of mind and soul and do 
a mean thing 1 "Noblesse oblige" is in every Delta heart 
Of all fraternities, give me the college fraternity, and of all 
college fraternities, the Delta Tau Delta! I hasten, lest by 
vain repetitions I spoil the supreme moment of the thirty- 
eighth Karnea, but in my haste let me pause to add, that to 
enrich scholarship— the distinguishing mark of special priv- 
ilege in democratic America — with the welding, rounding, 
co-ordinating quality of friendship and fraternity — "passing 
the love of women" — is the mission of Delta Tau Delta. 
And my dear young Delta brethren, "let me conjure you by 
the rights of our fellowship, by the consonancy of our 
youth," our manhood, by the "obligation of our ever pre- 
served love" and fraternal vows, and "by what more dear a 
better proposer could charge you withal," conform your ac- 
tions to this bright ideal of the Delta mind — the ruling 
thought and sentiment of the thirty-eighth Karnea of the

While the brilliant prospects with which Beta Pi opened 
the school year and which were reflected in the last letter of 
the chapter have materialized in some respects, we have not 
the same cheerful report to make that was given before and 
the history of the past few months is a "hard luck story." 
While successful in all college enterprises that we have un- 
dertaken and still retaining the honor and respect that has 
been ours from the first, the chapter itself is materially weak- 
ened by the loss of one of its most beloved members, Brother 
D. C. Hubbart. There is sorrow and mourning among us and 
with this in mind we have little heart to enlarge upon those 
plans, prospects and achievements in which the departed 
brother had so hearty an interest and so effective a share. 

The death of Brother Hubbart came as the culmination 
of a long series of misfortunes which has been unprecedent- 
ed in Beta Pi. Two months ago the possibility of our 
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present condition could not have been dreamed of. We felt 
certain that any harm or failure that might come to us must 
come from without, as we were working shoulder to shoulder 
inspired by a successful past toward a common goal. Our 
security was well founded, for our misfortune came from 
sources over which we had no control. 

A month ago the chapter was called upon by the faculty 
to care for a deranged man with whom we were unacquaint- 
ed and in whom we had no interest other than that due to 
the fact that he was a fellow student. We accepted what 
seemed to be our duty as gracefully as was possible under 
the circumstances. For twenty-four hours we were subject- 
ed to a tremendous nervous strain in caring for the maniac 
and at last found a place for him in a Chicago hospital. For 
a week after this event all the men who had been in the house 
at the time were nervous wrecks and were unable to attend 
to their school work. Three days after we had been released 
from our burden, Brother Hubbart was taken sick with 
typhoid fever and Brother Marsden with scarlet fever, both, 
according to the physician's statement as the direct result 
of the nervous strain that they had been under. Brother 
Hubbart was immediately taken to the Baptist Hospital 
of Chicago while Brother Marsden remained in the house 
during the period of his sickness. Of course the house was 
quarantined and the chapter was left without a home for 
two weeks, a portion of which time was covered by the holi- 
day recess. When we returned to school Brother Marsden 
had gone home in a fair way to recover while Brother Hub- 
bart was said to be in a critical condition. 

The days and nights of fear and anxious waiting that 
followed must be passed over in a few words. All that 
could be done for Brother Hubbart was done until the end 
came cm Sunday morning, January sixth. Our brother was 
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buried at Monticello, Illinois, his boyhood home. His funer- 
al was attended by most of the chapter and by a large rep- 
resentation from the University. 

Since that time we have been in mourning, gratefully re- 
membering the past and trying to profit in the present by 
the example he set Already we have begun to feel anew 
the unity which has always been our pride and appreciate 
the pathos of the military phrase, "Close ranks and lock 
step."

In the death of Brother Samuel Smith Brown there passes 
away one of the pair of actors in the most picturesque scenes 
in the history of the Fraternity. Although with the close of 
his college life his activity in the Fraternity ceased, never- 
theless Delta Tau Delta has always cherished an affection 
for him as one of the men who took part in the famous ride 
from Canonsburg, Pa., to Bethany, W. Va., to be there in- 
itiated, carrying back with them the charter of the chapter 
soon to assume the reins of government and lay the founda- 
tions for the subsequent successful career of Delta Tau 
Delta. 

Captain Samuel Smith Brown was born in Pittsburgh 
December 15, 1842, the son of William Henry Brown, one 
of the pioneers of the "river coal magnates." At the age of 
sixteen he entered Jefferson College, and in the winter of 
'Go-'6i was interested by (Dr.) Rodes S. Sutton in the plan 
to form a chapter of Delta Tau Delta at Jefferson, which cul- 
minated in the ride mentioned above. Shortly after this, in 
response to President Lincoln's first call for volunteers, 
Brown enlisted in the 9th regiment of Pennsylvania infantry. 
He served with his regiment through the operations in the 
Shenandoah Valley, but taking the swamp fever was fur- 
loughed. He afterward was with Sherman's division, in 
Memphis. 
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At the close of the war he entered his father's business, 
and was a large factor in the development of the river coal 
business, of which his father may be said to have been die 
originator. Upon his father's death he succeeded to the bus- 
iness, and with his two brothers, W. Harry and Charles S. t 
both members of Alpha, organized the firm of W. H. 
Brown's Sons. In 1882 the other two brothers bought out 
the share of Charles S., organizing it as it stood until the 
present time, and forming the most potent influence in the 
handling of coal by boats down the Monongahela and Ohio 
rivers. 

Brother Brown was an enthusiastic turfman, and was 
probably better known for his connection with the turf than 
in any other way. He was the owner of one of the most 
famous of the Blue Grass stock farms, near Westport, Ky., 
and in 1886 was the owner of the horse "Troubadour," 
which won the Brooklyn Handicap. 

Although suffering from rheumatism for several years 
past, he maintained his activity in all the numerous enter- 
prises with which he was connected. In 1899 the "River 
Coal Combine" was organized, and he became a director and 
transportation manager, a position he retained until his 
death. 

In addition to the rheumatism he had had two strokes of 
paralysis in the past year, and for months past had been suf- 
fering from acute stomach troubles, from which he died at 
his home near Pittsburg on December 12th last 

He was a man of hospitable disposition and abounding 
good nature, and his main enjoyment was to gather a group 
of friends about him and take them on pleasant excursions 
on the river or to his famous farm in Fayette County, Pa. 
In an unostentatious way he was a large giver.

OMEGA PRIME— GEORGE WILLIAM CATT— '82. 

Mr. George William Catt, president of the Atlantic, Gulf 
& Pacific Co., died in New York City on October 8th, at the 
age of forty-five. He took a C. E. degree from the Iowa 
State College in 1882, and then went into the offices of the 
King Bridge Company, of Cleveland, being bridge and con- 
tracting engineer in the Mississippi Valley several years. In 
1885 he went to the Pacific coast in charge of that company's 
business in that region, and the next year became chief en- 
gineer of the San Francisco Bridge Co. In 1889 he was 
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placed in charge of the Seattle office of that company, and in 
the next two years did much of the bridge work on the Great 
Northern and other railroads which were built at that time 
in the State of Washington. In 1891 Mr. Catt went to 
Boston and obtained a contract for some hydraulic dredging 
in Boston harbor. He developed this business on the At- 
lantic coast and in the next year organized the New York 
Dredging Co. In 1899 the business of this company was 
merged into the new corporation, the Atlantic, Gulf & Pacific 
Co., Mr. Catt being the president and chief engineer until 
his death. He was also consulting engineer and vice-presi- 
dent of the Puget Sound Bridge and Dredging Co., of 
Seattle, and consulting engineer of the San Francisco Bridge 
Co. and the British Columbia General Contract Co. We 
quote the following appreciation of Mr. Catt by Henry S. 
Wood, secretary and treasurer of the Atlantic, Gulf & Pacific 
Co. : "Notwithstanding the most successful business career 
of Mr. Catt, his greatest contribution to society has been the 
demonstration of an upright and firm but generous char- 
acter. Of exemplary personal habits, he demanded of his 
assistants and recommended by his example to his associates 
a life free from reproach, efficient in service and loyal to the 
interests over which he exercised such able control. Whether 
in college fraternity or the leading engineering societies of 
the United States, his associates will remember him with' 
pleasure, and his taking off with the deepest regret The 
engineer's profession of America is poorer by his loss/' —

Throughout his preparatory course he was prominent in all 
class enterprises and was known as a public speaker of 
ability. He was a member of the Methodist Church and an 
active worker in the Y. M. C. A. In addition to many other 
honors he was elected president of the senior class of the 
Academy, and this year wa9 elected president of the Senior 
class in college. Entering college in 1892, he soon allied 
himself with the Association work of the university and was 
a resident of the Association House until his Senior year. In 
those three years he became universally beloved among his 
fellow students, being often spoken of as the best known and 
best liked man on the campus. He counted his friends among 
all classes of students and was highly respected by the fac- 
ulty. In the last few years he had concentrated his attention 
upon elocution, and had just completed his first reading tour 
before hi9 career was cut short by death. 

The charm of his personality was such that it can never 
be forgotten by those with whom he came in contact. In 
appearance he was singularly handsome, having all the 
marks of a clean, clear-cut manhood. While modest and un- 
assuming in all things, there was no company in which he 
did not command respect. But of all that we have to remem- 
ber of our departed brother, the most comforting memory 
is that of his strong, manly Christianity, which has been and 
will be a help to us all.

Bill Nye is dead. No word or deed of ours can bring him 
back to life again. The chronology of his career may be 
written in the simple sentence, "Born 1882, graduated 1905, 
died 1905." And yet how far short this usual and simple in- 
scription tells of the lovable traits of character, the mascu- 
line force, the grand strength, the high and holy soul that 
has so suddenly fallen in ourmid9t. In his death there is a 
touch of chaos that suggests the infinite. It calls forth moans 
like waves on desolate shores with which are mingled shouts 
of joy and the wonderous voice of Eternal Love. Tis hard 
for us to understand, but "God doeth all tilings well." His 
was a perfect young manhood, both in physical symmetry 
and mental fulness. Hereafter if eloquence shall want a 
theme to awaken her sublimest efforts or poetry shall seek 
some shrine at which to offer its most harmonious numbers, 
there is no need to go back to the romantic period of the 
demi-god, but tell the simple story of this boy's pure life and 
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heroic struggle with death. With a smile on his face he 
spoke farewell to his brother Delts of O. S. U., and the 
sound of this farewell had scarcely stilled ere die acclama- 
tion of angels awoke him to sublimer greeting. 

Ohio State University never had a nobler son, Chapter 
Beta Phi a more zealous member, and Delta Tau Delta a 
grander character. It took a word sculptor, a painter in 
sound like Dr. Dimmock, who in elemental eloquence stood 
by his bier and delivered his funeral oration, to convince us 
that in this urn of tears there were some dewdrops of joy. 
We know his life, however, is not only for memory, not only 
for the present, but for prophecy. 

In Zanesville, his home, everybody loved him. In Colum- 
bus his popularity was as wide as his acquaintance. There is 
an Indian legend of the Cherokee rose that is as pretty as 
the flower itself. A Seminole chief, taken prisoner by his 
Cherokee enemies, being doomed to death became too ill to 
be committed to the torture. The daughter of a Cherokee 
warrior, while nursing him, learned to love him and sought 
to save his life. He refused to flee unless she went with him. 
Consenting, impelled by soft regret at leaving home, ere she 
had gone far, she begged of her lover permission to return 
and secure some memento. Retracing her steps she broke a 
twig from the white rose which climbed her father's tent, 
and preserving it during her flight through the wilderness, 
planted it by the door of her new home in the land of the 
Seminole. And from that day to this the sunny Southland 
has blossomed and bloomed with this beautiful flower.

Compared with whom the noblest lord 
Is but a titled thing."

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Delta Sigma Phi has entered Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity, with a charter membership of seven. 

On September 16, 1905, Sigma Chi chartered seventeen 
members of a local called "The Indian Club." 

Kappa Sigma was again a pioneer in entering The Uni- 
versity of Idaho with a chapter of twenty three men. The 
institution opened its doors in 1892 and has an estimated 
attendance (combined) of 225. 

The petition of the Alpha Beta Phi, a local at The George 
Washington University, for a restoration of the old charter 
from Phi Kappa Psi, is said to have met with decided op- 
position from the Washington Alumni. The fate of the 
petition will be decided at the national convention of Phi 
Kappa Psi, which meets in Washington in the spring. 

Alpha Tau Omega has chartered at Simpson College 
twenty four men who composed the local fraternity called, 
Alpha Iota Phi. Alpha Tau Omega had a former chapter 
at this institution from 1881-1888. 

Recently the press of the country has published many and, 
varied accounts of the tragedy at Kenyon College, in which 
a freshman met his death while being initiated into the local 
chapter of Delta Kappa Epsilon. 

Unfortunately, most of these newspaper accounts were 
distorted and overdrawn. We reproduce herewith the pub- 
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lished statement of President Peirce of Kenyon Collie; 
which should be accepted as authorative by all fair-minded 
men and exoneration of Delta Kappa Epsilon. 

"Believing that the coroner's finding in the case of Stuart Piersoa 
is entirely mistaken, I beg leave in the interests of justice to present 
the following facts, which in the eyes of the authorities of Kenyon 
College absolve the students of the institution from any charge of 
misdoing : 

"On the night of October 28, at 9 o'clock, the candidates for in- 
itiation into the D. K. E. fraternity, among whom was Stuart Pier- 
son, left the college dormitory, each one carrying a basket with 
fantastic contents to the solitary rendezvous appointed for him, 
Pierson, saying good-bye to his father, who as an alumnus of the 
chapter, was present for the initiation, set out in pursuance of direc- 
tions for the end of the railway bridge, to await the arrival of a 
committee from the fraternity. The point to which he went is not a 
narrow nor a dangerous place, but an embankment of considerable 
width, which could not have been suspected to be a perilous place of 
meeting. By night it is perhaps eight minutes' walk through the 
woods from the college dormitory. Stuart Pierson went there alone, 
and there is no evidence that he saw or met any one after leaving 
his father at 9 o'clock. His watch, which was broken in the acci- 
dent, stopped at 9 141 o'clock. 

"Almost immediately upon the departure of the freshmen from 
the dormitory, the active members of the chapter went in a body 
with their alumni, including Stuart Pierson's father, to the fraternity 
lodge, about a mile in an opposite direction from the railroad, 
stopping for a few minutes at a bakery on the way. At the lodge a 
meeting was held to make arrangements for the coming exercises. 
Committees were appointed to go to meet the several candidates for 
initiation, Mr. Pierson declining the invitation which was given him 
to go for his own son. The committees separated not earlier than 
9:40 o'clock at the fraternity lodge, a mile away from the railroad 
bridge. 

"The committee appointed to meet young Pierson consisted of 
F. R. Tschan, the college organist, who was graduated with honor 
from Kenyon College last June and is now a student in the theo- 
logical seminary; A. E. York, '07, a mature fellow of twenty-three 
or twenty-four, whom Mr. Pierson had selected as a suitable room- 
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mate for bis young son, and Herbert Browne, a former member of 
the chapter, a married man with a family, who is now in business in 
Zanesville. The master of ceremonies was A. K. Taylor, 'o6, a son 
of the late Bishop Taylor, of Quincy, who, like the other men in- 
volved, has the universal respect and regard of the college com- 
munity. Apart from the character of the students, however, the 
testimony of the dead boy's father thus proves an alibi for every 
member of the chapter. 

"At 10:15 York reached my house, having run up the college hill 
through the woods, and the story that he then gasped out is identical 
with that told by every member of the committee and of the chapter 
ever since. At the end of the bridge between the rails the committee 
found the basket with its contents undisturbed, but the boy was not 
there and made no reply to their calls and whistles. In the thought 
that he might have gone over the bridge, they started, only to 
stumble upon his body perhaps sixty feet from the entrance. Hear- 
ing the whistle of an approaching train, they hastily carried the body 
off the bridge with considerable danger to themselves. At this point 
they heard the college clock in the distance striking 10. 

"My first act was to telephone to Dr. Irvin Workman, of Gambier, 
asking him to go at once to the bridge. Upon his arrival he found 
Tschan and Browne standing by the body in the darkness. He sent 
one of them to the college pumping station, not far away, to procure 
a lantern, and with the assistance of Edward Gorsuch, the engineer 
in charge of the station, he prepared the mangled body for removal. 
There were no traces of bandages or ropes either on the bridge or 
on the body. 

"Meanwhile, I had sent a messenger for Mr. Pierson, and myself 
broke the awful news to him. His first thought, naturally, was to 
get the boy home to his mother as soon as possible, but the next day 
being Sunday, there was no regular train that would reach Cincin- 
nati until after dark. At his most earnest entreaty I secured a 
special train and arranged with the doctor and the undertaker to 
prepare the body for removal, they agreeing to make the necessary 
reports to the authorities. The train left Gambier about 4 Sunday 
morning. 

"Stuart Pierson's body was prepared for burial at my house, and 
it is the concurrent testimony of Dr. Workman, the physician ; H. C 
Wright, the undertaker; Edward Gorsuch, the college engineer, and 
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myself, all of whom were present in the room most of the time 
during the preparation of the body, that there were no marks of a 
character to excite suspicion that the boy had been tied. The 
coroner admits that in his examination of the body in Cincinnati he 
looked only at the ankles and wrists. Having myself seen every 
dreadful detail of the boy's injuries, I am prepared to assert that 
the wounds on the right wrist could be understood only in connec- 
tion with the general condition of the whole body. 

"On Sunday morning the coroner, who lives in another town, was 
summoned by the doctor of the accident, and at the time of his 
arrival I had assembled all the persons who knew anything about the 
affair, but he had little to say to us and did not even come to my 
house to take possession of the boy's clothing. He expressed his 
annoyance that the traces of the accident had been washed from the 
bridge. This had been done on his own responsibility by Frank Dial, 
the village marshal, who wished to disappoint morbid curiosity. 
Sunday night, however, the coroner went to Cincinnati, and, though 
given possession of the house by Mr. Pierson, made only the super- 
ficial examination of which I have spoken, and began to give out 
sensational reports. 

"In conclusion, I should contradict in detail some of the false- 
hoods and perversions of the truth which have obtained currency. 

"First, it is not the custom of the D. K. E. fraternity, nor of any 
other fraternity in Kenyon College, to tie its initiates to the railroad 
track, nor has there been an instance of the kind established. Barber, 
the Kenyon freshman who is quoted as having testified that he was 
tied to the railroad bridge, never made such a statement and never 
met with such treatment 

"Second, the members of the D. K. £. chapter did not make in- 
quiry from the station agent about the train schedule for that night 

"Third, the bridge was not cleaned by the order of any group of 
students. 

"Fourth, I am not, as alleged, a member of the D. K. E. fraternity 
nor of any other. 

"Fifth, there has been no attempt on the part of the college au- 
thorities to stifle investigation. On the contrary, the morning after 
the accident the fullest inquiries were made by W. P. Reeves, secre- 
tary of the faculty, and myself, and we sent out accurate reports to 
the press, concealing nothing that we had learned. 
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"It is also false that either the students or I failed to respond to 
subpoenas. Indeed, additional witnesses were summoned at our sug- 
gestion. 

"Stuart Pierson's death is a mystery, for the point to which he 
was sent is hot on the bridge, nor is it in appearance a dangerous 
place. The only possible explanation is that the boy, who had been 
up all Friday night waiting for his father, who arrived on a belated 
train, fell asleep and, waking suddenly, in confusion got into the 
path of the oncoming train. W. F. Phbcb, 

"Gambier, Ohio, Nov. 25. President Kenyon College." 
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Members of the Greek Press in general will join the 
Kappa Alpha (So.) fraternity in sincere regrets that press 
of other work has compelled Mr. Vemer M. Jones, to sur- 
render charge of the exchange department of the Kappa 
Alpha Journal. But those of us who have enjoyed his 
sharp and spicy criticism of the various Greek journals, 
will hope that he may soon be back in the harness again. 

The Beta Theta Pi fraternity has recently published a new 
catalogue of about 985 pages. It is issued in a library edi- 
tion about two inches thick and, in a "satchel" edition of half 
the thickness. Price of either edition $3.00. It contains 
geographical and alphabetical indexes. The book makes no 
general net summary of the total membership of the fra- 
ternity. But the Beta reviewer gives your choice of 
either 14,341 or 13,500. 

The following editorial from The Scroll of Phi Delta 
Theta, is very timely and is thought worthy of considera- 
tion by every active. 

"Every chapter has its natural leaders. Loyalty and intelligent 
devotion also make them. Good ideas are born of enthusiasm more 
than of mere high mentality when they are such as to elevate and 
make more efficient the life of the chapter. A man's life is the reflex 
of his feelings, not of cold mental operations. A burning loyalty it 
at the bottom of every useful leadership— the loyalty that is shown 
in attention to vital details as well as in a large and wholesome com- 
prehension of what the chapter can do and therefore must do. On 
the other hand, misguided leadership is generally the result of self* 
ishness and should early be detected and thwarted. It will cause dis- 
sension and may even wreck the chapter. The men selected to office 
should be the best and most capable men for their duties, not merely 
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good fellows or men with swollen purses. Let every chapter have 
leaders — they are inevitable even in so purely democratic an organi- 
zation; but let them be devoted first to fraternity, then to self, first 
to fulfillment of the Bond, then to their own advancement Then 
shall accrue to them the finest and most abundant blessings of fra- 
ternity life." 



From an excellent article on "Chapter Ideals" in the 
December number of The Record of Sigma Alpha Epsilon 
we reproduce a few extracts. 

"Every college fraternity worthy the name aims at the social, in- 
tellectual and moral development of its members; and under these 
three divisions we present our ideal of chapter life. The isolated 
individual in all ages has been a social monstrosity, looking with dis- 
trust upon all about him and developing into an eccentric, selfish and 
repellent being. Success in any sphere of activity depends very 
largely upon one's ability to adapt himself to his environment Some 
men, perhaps, have succeeded in spite of their peculiarities, who 
would, however, have gained a larger measure of success without 
them. The 'man among men/ who knows what men are and how 
to handle them, always has the advantage of the man ignorant of 
these things. Scientists define death as a 'falling out of correspond- 
ence with our environment*; and certain it is that he who is not in 
correspondence with his environment (in this case with men of 
affairs) is, as the phrase runs, a 'dead one 1 before he leaves college, 
and has already had an asterisk placed before his name upon the 
world's scroll of men." 

"The ideal chapter, therefore, is the one in which no man is a 
stranger to another. Each must know the others intimately, must 
learn their dispositions, moods, purposes and ambitions, must seek 
to help them develop the social side of their being and at the same 
time must lay flat the quills of his own porcupinian nature. No man 
can afford to lose his individuality, nor can he win success without 
urbanity. When we speak of the social side of chapter life, all too 
frequently we have a vision of steins and pipes and similar parapher- 
nalia, yet we must all agree that there is a deeper significance in this 
aspect of our fraternity life than a pleasant evening or a convivial 
bout Let us cultivate in ourselves and in one another that charm of 
manner so conducive to the welfare of our chapter and to the happi- 
ness and future success of its members.'* 
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"The objects of fraternity life can be secured under almost any 
conditions, but to vastly better advantage in a chapter-house. And 
what is a chapter-house? It is, I take it, the home of a band of 
brothers. It is not a boarding house, 'a place to eat,' or a club house, 
'a place to loaf/ or a lodging house, 'a place to sleep.' It is a home ; 
and as such should be suitably furnished, cheerful, substantial and 
home-like. It should be well governed by sensible house rules, 
kindly but firmly enforced. *Every man's room is his castle,' yet in 
the chapter-house it should be of easy access to all brothers, at 
proper times, and at all times to those seeking aid, encouragement or 
advice. By brotherly intercourse in daily and intimate contact, 
serious-minded, earnest men can carry out the purposes of the fra- 
ternity as set forth in the 'Objects of the Organization,' thus giving 
and receiving incalculable help in the developing of the qualities that 
win. The chapter-house should be the happiest, most helpful place 
ever found by mortal man, and its influences should be crystalized in 
such qualities of mind and heart as shall bring the fullest measure of 
success to every brother." 

"May I also suggest a word or two on matters financial? Many 
a chapter, which might have been ideal, has fallen far short of the 
highest success and most pleasant chapter life because of 'financial 
stringency/ superinduced by the non-payment of dues and lax busi- 
ness methods. How many otherwise enjoyable meetings have been 
marred by necessary 'duns' from the treasurer 1 What infelicities 
have arisen between brothers on account of *bad debts 1' What 
wretchedly bad business habits have been formed by the men! Then 
add the questionable moral tendency of not promptly paying honest 
debts, and you have enough to suggest why some chapters are not 
ideal either in their social life, or in their effect upon the members." 
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Gamma Alpha's New Home 

There are at present in the under-graduate department of 
the University of Chicago sixteen national Greek-letter fra- 
ternities. In the order of their installation they are as fol- 
lows:— Delta Kappa Epsilon; Phi Kappa Psi; Beta Theta 
Pi; Alpha Delta Phi; Sigma Chi; Phi Delta Theta; Psi 
Upsilon; Delta Tau Delta; Chi Psi; Delta Upsilon; Phi 
Gamma Delta; Sigma Alpha Epsilon; Sigma Nu; Kappa 
Sigma ; Alpha Tau Omega ; and Phi Kappa Sigma. 

Since 1898 when a charter was granted and Gamma 
Alpha of Delta Tau Delta was officially installed, it has been 
the one ambition of the chapter members to obtain a suitable 
home. This is the problem that continually confronts the 
fraternities at Chicago, and Gamma Alpha believes that 
she has solved it, with more satisfaction than is at present 
possible at least for the other organizations. 

Our new house, the number of which is 652 East Sixtieth 
Street, is located on die south side of Midway Plaisance, 
overlooking one of the finest and most noted drives in the 
country. The situation is especially fortunate in that it is 
but a short walk from the class-room. It is but a stone's 
throw from Washington Park on the west, and only a short 
half mile to the east is Jackson Park, the old Worlds' Fair 
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site. Another feature is that it is apart from the densely 
settled district of the former chapter-house, and it can easily 
be reached by several lines of transportation. 

The house itself is three stories high. It is built of white 
and gray marble; the facade being of the white marble, and 
the sides and the stable being of the gray. Excellent con- 
struction has been carried out in detail; the entire front 
porch is of marble, the doors and windows are of plate glass, 
while die builder's furnishings are typified by the cream linen 
shades edged about with lace insertions. 

In equipment the new lodge meets every ordinary require- 
ment The servants' apartments are in the basement The 
heating plant is for steam and although, on account of the 
unusually mild winter it has not yet been thoroughly tested, 
inasmuch as a responsible guarantee to its adequacy was ob- 
tained before the house was secured, no more than a tem- 
porary discomfort of repairs need be feared from it The 
plumbing is of the very best, and the fixtures for lighting 
provide for both gas and electricity. 

The room arrangement is entirely satisfactory. From the 
street one enters a hallway some fifteen feet wide by thirty 
feet long. This hallway contains a grate and mantel ; and 
on one side are the stairs which lead to the second floor ; on the 
the other, doors leading into the two drawing rooms which are 
seperated from each other by carved pillars of white enamel. 
These rooms are large and light, and can easily accomodate 
as many persons as Gamma Alpha could possibly wish to re- 
ceive. Beyond the drawing room and also opening on the 
hall-way is the dining room, which is large enough to ac- 
comodate our regular family, and can readily be opened into 
the adjoining rooms to provide for banquets and the like. 
This room is wainscotted from the floor and trimmed with 
a dull green oak. Above the wainscotting is a width of 
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tapestry surmounted by a beam ceiling whose colors imitate 
the silver blues and the golden green of sea-shells. The 
fire-place and side-board are especially well executed, carry- 
ing out the design of the plaster ceiling cope. Extending 
to the rear and to the driveway is the conservatory. To one 
side of the dining-room and at the end of the hall-way is 
the library. The fire-place, the green oak book cases with 
their green art glass doors and the soft red walls have al- 
ready made this room the rendezvous of all parties of two 
whether bent on sentiment or politics. The kitchen with its 
cup-boards and closets is light, airy, and convenient 

The second floor conforms to the general plan of the 
first It contains six bed-rooms, each large enough for two 
occupants, and all but one furnished with fire-places. The 
bath is especially pleasing in its spotlessness of marble and 
tile. 

The third floor has the great necessity of a fraternity 
house, a Chapter hall and ball-room. This takes up four- 
fifths of the place, the rear being given up to two general 
closets and store-rooms and another bedroom. The ball-room 
is well decorated, lighted and heated ; the floor is excellent. 
So far we have held two successful informals, our weekly 
chapter meetings, and two initations. The last, held on 
January 19th, conferred the honor of wearing the square 
badge on five of Gamma Alpha's crop of freshmen. But 
far more were we elated when the privilege of holding the 
opening session of this year's Western Conference was 
granted us. The long looked for event took place on the 
night of Friday, February the 23rd, and Gamma Alpha trusts 
that she succeeded in entertaining the seventy-five brothers 
present as they deserved.

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Beta Alpha's New Home 



The new home of Beta Alpha which was formally opened 
on February 8, is the finest Chapter house in the State of 
Indiana. It is of Bedford stone, with a red tile roof and is 
practically fireproof. The plain Colonial style has been 
followed both inside and out and gives a very pleasing 
effect 

One of the most striking features of the house is the 
double porch which is supported by four massive stone 
columns. The pleasure of that second deck on a summer 
evening we will leave to the imagination of the reader. 

The main floor is finished in mission oak, which blends 
well with the light buff tint of the walls and the cream 
ceiling. The ball-room proper occupies nearly half of 
this floor, being 38x23. The music-room is tinted gray 
green, while the walls on the second and third floor are tinted 
a light warm green, the cream ceiling however, being used 
throughout 

The smoking room, 18x22, is our special pride, a high 
panelled divan running entirely around the room and fur- 
nishing an ideal lounging place. Nothing could be more 
enjoyable than a seat in a big chair before the huge fireplace 
that has elicited more favorable comment than any other 
feature of the house. The fireplace itself is 8 feet 6 inches 
wide and 7 feet high and is built of cut Bedford stone. A 
neat pipe-rail has been found convenient by lovers of the 
pipe, as well as by the young ladies in search of souvenirs. 

Hemp Chenille curtains, dark green in the ball room and 
smoking room and dark red in hall and music room, carry 
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out the color scheme perfectly. Professor A. M. Brooks of 
the Art Department of the University, and who designed 
the decorations in several of the rooms of the Hasty Pud- 
ding Club at Harvard, had entire charge of the decoration 
and hangings and the result has amply justified our confi- 
dence in his judgment He also selected the plain Colonial 
lighting fixtures which add to the grand simplicity of the 
house. For entertaining, the rooms on first floor can be 
thrown together by a series of sliding doors. A space 
38x48 furnishes ample room for dancing. 

The dining room in the basement is 38x20. The kitchen, 
pantry and furnace rooms occupying the remainder of this 
floor. Sleeping accomodations have been made for twenty, 
there being seven rooms on the second and three on third 
floor. A large bath room with closet and wash stands is also 
on the second floor and an additional closet and wash stand 
has been provided in the basement A trunk room 6x14 on 
the third floor is very convenient, and two closets off the 
music room on first floor are fitted up for cloak rooms. 

Our Goat Room is unique and is fitted up in perfect style. 
We doubt if any other meeting and initiation room in Delta 
Tau is more suited to the purposes for which it was designed. 
It is painted a dead black, as is the furniture. With a seat- 
ing capacity of over sixty we hope to be able to introduce 
our goat room to the Northern Division when it meets with 
us in 1907. 

Our matron has very commodius quarters in the rear of 
the main floor. Deadened floors thoughout the house pro- 
tect the studious and a pipe line to third floor with con- 
nected hose is an ever present help in time of fire. A large 
tope is also kept on the third floor to be used as a means of 
descent in case of emergency. For this later idea we thank 
Beta Upsilon. 
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The house cost $15,000, and by the aid of our alumni we 
have been able to furnish it in a style commensurate with its 
purpose, a home for Deltas in general and Beta Alpha in 
particular, and while Dr. Widand insists that Bloomington 
is not on the map, Beta Alpha is, and we have no lock on 
our front door.

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Conference of the Eastern Division 



Another of those annual meetings which do so much to 
strengthen the ties that bind together the units of our 
Fraternity in the great Brotherhood we call Delta Tau 
Delta, has come and gone for the Eastern Division.

A delegate wrote home the day after the banquet, and 
tritely, but none the less truthfully, referred to it as a "howl- 
ing success." What yelling and what singing there was I 
Some of the active chapters wer? present with almost their 
entire membership and they had not come unprepared 
They had new yells that they voiced for themselves,, 
their college and for every one else and every other college 
represented, and they had songs that they had learned and 
could sing effectively. Gamma Epsilon caused conster- 
nation among the Omega men, who long have been known 
as the singing chapter, with the beautiful rendition of "Old 
Columbia." 

At the guest table sat Toastmaster Curtis, Sam. McCleary, 
the retiring president of the Division, C. W. Evans, the 
chairman of the Conference Committee and the speakers, 
Dr. J. L. N. Hunt, Wm. Kent, Rev. H. R. Rose and Dr. 
John R. Bolard. The speeches were of more than ordinary 
importance, all being delivered by brothers of mature ex- 
perience. 

The gathering broke up with the time honored walk 
around, and all voices joined in praise of "Snider's Party." 
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A True Fraternity Man 

At the recent Conference of the Eastern Division, Rev. 
Henry R. Rose, Beta Nu '91, of the Church of the Redeemer, 
Newark, N. J., responded to the toast: "A True Fraternity 
Man.* 9 Brother Rose singled out Benjamin Franklin as 
a great example of what it means to be a true fraternity 
man. He said, in part: 

The celebration of the 200th Anniversary of Franklin's 
birth should call our attention to this marvelous man, 
especially to that side of him which appeals to us as mem- 
bers of a fraternity, he was an enthusiastic believer in such 
organizations. To him the Masons owe the rise and pro- 
gress of the craft on American soil. He was made a Mason 
when 25 years of age; became Worshipful Master of St 
John's Lodge of Philadelphia and then Grand Master of 
Pennsylvania. It was his influence that had much to do 
with inducing the colonial leaders to join the fraternity. 
It was his high standing that gave dignity and honor and 
immortalty to Freemasonry on American soil. 

If Franklin were living today he would be a Delta Tau 
Delta, of course ! The nature of our Fraternity and its high 
ideals would appeal to him powerfully. No one would 
have blackballed him! And once on the inside he would 
have helped us to see what it is to be worthy an organization 
like ours. 

Franklin, for instance, believed that the public service 
was the highest good. Fraternity beginning with the 
Masons did not end with the Masons; he had a fraternal 
spirit toward all men. He felt that he was in the world to 
improve it Indeed he said : "What is the noblest question 
in the world? What good can I do in it?" In writing to 
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his mother, these were his magnificent words: "When I 
am gone, I would rather have it said of me that I lived use- 
fully, than that I died rich." 

Hence, Franklin went about picking things up and 
straightening them out Philadelphia when he went there, 
was a village with nothing, positively nothing, but opportu- 
nity. He was a civic reformer and bent his talents and in- 
fluence to making Philadelphia worth living in. He was so 
active in all municipal affairs that before he got through the 
old Quaker City did not know itself. His mantle falling on 
our shoulders should set us to thinking, even in our under- 
graduate days, about going forth and improving the place 
where we intend to make our living. Franklin read Adam 
Smith's Wealth of Nations when in manuscript form. He 
was bound to be posted on the economic principles and ques- 
tions of the world. His mind was very practical and at 
the time he was a noble dreamer. He looked a hundred 
years ahead, aye, five hundred, and saw the America he 
wanted this to be, and did his mightiest to lay the founda- 
tions broad and secure. If the men of Delta Tau Delta 
will come forth from their chapters and take their places in 
every city in the spirit of Franklin, graft will be unknown 
a hundred years from now. Instead of being a grafter, 
Franklin was a generous giver. He turned his salary back 
again into the City treasury for civic improvements. He 
could do this because he was independently wealthy at 48 
from successful business enterprise. 

Franklin was also a true fraternity man because he was 
goodnatured. He was always bubbling over with fun. 
Everybody liked him. He said, toward the close of his life, 
that he never had an enemy. Of course, he did have but 
they were so few and far between that he had forgotten 
them. The reason for his popularity was in his saving 
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humor. You could not stay mad at him. He would make 
you laugh in spite of yourself. A young man who reads 
Franklin will take a course in repartee, apt story telling and 
splendid satire that will serve him grandly in the years to 
oome. Read Franklin's letter to Madame Helvetius; read 
his parable of John Thompson, Hatter; read, also, "Father 
Abraham's Speech or the Way to Wealth." Was anything 
finer and more opportune ever said then his reply to John 
Hancock? Hancock, when the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence had been signed, said, tremblingly: "Now, my 
countrymen we must hang together." "Yes," said Franklin, 
laconicly, "we must hang together or well hang separately." 
That was a slogan of the Revolution. A true fraternity man 
will look on the bright side of life and try to keep his clouds 
always turned inside out so that he can see the silver Uniting. 
He will go along making men laugh innocently and heartily. 
He will believe in the best tilings about his fellow men and 
the noblest things for this world. 

In reading Franklin's relations to our nation it would 
seem that he carried about everything on his broad shoul- 
ders. He was certainly in everything that pertained to the 
launching of this good ship of state and seeing that she 
was well under way. When England lost her head and cast 
us off, Franklin turned his bade on King George and the 
tories and laid his hand in that of James Otis, Sam Adams, 
George Washington, Patrick Henry and the rest, pledged 
to victory or defeat together. He never faltered; he went 
straight ahead ; he loaned money to Congress without inter- 
est; he crossed the ocean when seventy years of age and by 
his magnificent tact and unbounded popularity secured a 
Treaty of Alliance with France. 

He saved Paul Jones to his true career and made it pos- 
sible for him to capture both the Drake and the Serapis. 
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He turned down Arthur Lee. He outwitted the diplomats 
of England and secured the Treaty of Peace of 1783, the 
most remarkable document in the history of diplomacy. 
Then he came home to America and saved the Constitutional 
Convention from breaking up without doing anything. He 
it was who suggested our present form of National Gov- 
ernment, with its two houses. On his death bed he was 
writing a petition that Congress buy the slaves and set them 
free. Busy, benevolent, benign, glorious man up to the 
moment of his departure I 

If a Delta wants to shape and fashion a mighty career, 
let him read Franklin and follow in his footsteps. Yes, I 
know about the wrong things he did; his escapades. But 
when we think of David do we remember the Bethsheba 
incident? No, we think of the peasant king, the magnifi- 
cent warrior, the true friend, the loving father and, in the 
end, the worthy servant of God. So when we think of 
Franklin let us not roll his mistakes under our tongues or 
be parties to circulating things that he wrote in a day when 
such things were considered quite usual and quite right; 
but let us remember him as a friend who never went bade 
on a friend ; as a father who loved his children devotedly ; as 
a husband who was as true as steel to his wife ; as a states- 
man who offered everything he had on the altar of his 
country; and as a man who still trails his cloud of glory 
across the years. 

The world has produced three superlatively great men: 
Pericles of Greece; Leonardo of Italy and Benjamin 
Franklin of America. The United States is Benjamin 
Franklin written large ! 
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TAXATION Through the efforts of Mr. L. E. Drum- 
EXEMP- mond of New York City, a member of Phi 
TION FOR Delta Theta, the following bill has been 
CHAPTER introduced in the lower house of the New 
HOUSES York legislature. 

"That any part, parcel or tract of land not exceeding one 
acre, and the improvement thereon, and all personal prop- 
erty, owned by any Greek letter fraternity, which is con- 
nected with any college, university, or other institution of 
learning, and which is used exclusively by such Greek letter 
fraternity to carry out the purposes of such organizations, 
shall be exempt from taxation/' 

We are asked to give this matter the widest publicity in our 
power and to urge its enactment Despite the fact that 
similar laws have already been passed in two States, we, 
personally, can not but strongly disapprove of all such move- 
ments. We believe exemption from taxation for chapter 
houses is an unjust favor for fraternities to ask ; and, futher- 
more, that it is directly against their own best interests. 

About the only argument that can be advanced in favor 
of such exemption is that college property is exempted and 

1 the chapter house are in 
chapter house is no more 
than is any private boarding 
for students. Even when 
:hapter house title is vested 
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in the chapter itself or a body of its alumni. The chapter 
house fails even to serve the same end in the life of the 
college as does the dormitory; inasmuch as its privileges 
are not open to any student posessing the necessary funds, 
but are limited to a few by other considerations and ones 
entirely aside from any college rules or regulations of 
general application. Even at the colleges where dormitories 
do not exist chapter houses can not be said to supply the 
lack in any sense that merits exemption. In fact, in such 
cases regular student boarding houses have much more right 
to advance such a claim. In colleges where dormitories 
do exist the student who lives in a chapter house does so 
of his own choice and should feel that the extra advantages 
he thereby obtains more than compensate him for the extra 
expense entailed by his share of the taxes on his house. 

It is claimed that the college adminstration has more 
authority and control over the chapter house than over the 
boarding house. This is not the case, and should not be. 
The only power a college faculty should justly have over a 
chapter house is that which results from its legitimate 
authority over the individual students composing the chap- 
ter and occupying the house. In common fairness no col- 
lege rules can be imposed on fraternity men that are not 
equally applicable to the entire student body. Most frater- 
nities are today supervising the local finances of active chap- 
ters in a way that insures a businesslike management of 
the chapter house. And the larger and financial business 
affairs are usually in the hands of successful and practical 
business men who are much more competent to manage 
them than is the average college professor. 

College fraternities are not entitled to taxation exemp- 
tion for their chapter houses by any logical or fair argument 
And in these days of graft, of tax evasion and government 
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robbery it little becomes organizations with the high ideals of 
Greek letter fraternities to join such company. Every col- 
lege man is receiving in the instruction and advantages 
offered by his college many times the value of his tuition, 
and he should remember that a part of this is made possible 
by the exemption of colleges from taxation — in the case 
of state universities by a direct tax on the citizens at large. 
With so much given him free by the commonwealth it is 
not the part of a fraternity man to evade a just charge on 
property which only ministers to his own personal advantage 
and pleasure. The fraternity should, above all, produce 
good citizens; and it is the duty of every good citizen to 
bear his legitimate share in supporting the Government 
whose benefits he enjoys. 

The danger to any Republic is the creation of classes and 
the endeavor of any class to secure special privileges or 
immunities. Such action as we are discussing is directly 
in this line and in time fraternities would suffer from their 
own greed. They are already the objects of enough envy, 
distrust and unjust persecution without their voluntarily 
placing a real argument in the mouths of their detractors 
and supplying a merited grievance for the solace of the 
envious. Fraternities have justly resented the laws aiming 
at their extinction introduced by some disgruntled member 
of the hayseed legislature of various of our States at almost 
every session. While opposing unjust legislation of this 
nature aimed against us we can hardly consistently seek for 
legislation in our favor equally unjust and unfair. All we 
ask of the laws is a fair deal, and from State Legislatures 
"hands off."

BILITIES of most of our alumni chapters and their 
generally healthful internal condition. Year by year they 
have become more important factors in the work of the 
Fraternity and they are responsible for the continued active 
interest of many an alumnus who would otherwise have 
drifted away from his fealty to Delta Tau Delta. 

The prime advantage of an alumni chapter will always 
be for its own members. The social and fraternal inter- 
course it provides, the tangible link it is with the National 
Fraternity and the medium for mutual help and advance- 
ment it offers. But the Fraternity is the gainer in many 
ways and many of our active chapters are direct benefi- 
caries of a nearby alumni chapter. 

For the success and entertainment of our Karneas and 
Conferences we are generally indebted to some alumni chap- 
ter and what excellent services in this respect have been 
rendered we have often seen in the past few years. 

Excellent as is the condition of most of our Alumni Chap- 
ters, there are still a few which are not realizing their 
possiblities to the full or enjoying the degree of activity 
they should. The cause for this condition can generally 
be found in the lack of leaders— or more correctly speaking 
drudges. In every organization of this nature there will 
always be a few workers who hold the indifferent in line 
and who can always be depended on to do the things that 
are to be done. With such a nucleus, the life of an 
Alumni Chapter is bound to be a healthy active one. 

So far as we know, our Chicago Alumni Chapter has had 
the longest continuous existence of any similar body of 
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any Greek letter fraternity. It has always been a live organ- 
ization and an important force in the advancement of Delta 
Tau Delta. Much of its successful history has been due to 
just such men in its ranks as we have referred to above. It 
is a significant fact that in all the years of its existence it 
has had only one treasurer — and that man is still serving in 
the same capacity. This office and that of secretary are no 
empty honors to be given a "good fellow" as a mark of ap- 
preciation. On the calibre of the men who fill these offices 
depends the success of the chapter. 

Thinking to gain further strength from men of wider ex- 
perience and more mature judgment, the Fraternity gave 
Alumni Chapters a voice in the legislation of the Fraternity 
It seems only a fair return for this privilege that at least 
the Alumni chapter delegates to Karneas should be fairly 
well informed in regard to the condition of the Fraternity 
and its needs. Even a hasty perusal of the various numbers 
of The Rainbow will afford considerable information and 
an informal discussion of Delt affairs and conditions at 
the monthly dinners should prove both interesting and in- 
structive. Men out of college have countless demands on 
their time and a great variety of new interests daily crowding 
into their lives. But no Delt alumnus should ever be- 
grudge the demands his Alumni Chapter makes on his 
time. The pleasure he will receive in return compensates 
an hundred fold. To one deprived of the pleasures afforded 
by this intimate intercourse with his brothers this comes 
home with added force.

CHAPTER consult his Constitution he will see the 
wide range of affairs, administrative and judicial, that de- 
volve on the Arch Chapter as a body between Karneas.

We believe Kappa Alpha Theta was the pioneer 
in this piece of fraternity progress. We are confident that 
Delta Tau Delta would find it greatly to her advantage if 
she adopted some such measure. Our entire Arch Chapter on- 
ly gets together once in two years at Karnea times, and then 
the time is too limited for all the matters requiring attention. 
If there were a conference of a few days at some central point 
every other year — the summers between Karneas — the Arch 
Chapter would be able to accomplish much more for the wel- 
fare of the Fraternity than is possible now and the Frater- 
nity's gain from the "team work" thus made possible would 
more than offset die small expense involved. With the keen

Under the old system it 
was feared that the interests of the college suffered. A 
very large percentage of the students are fraternity men 
and it was thought that those who visited the college be- 
fore entering and who did not receive a bid to any of the 
fraternities, in many cases went elsewhere for fear of not 
being able later to join. Consequently all the fraternities 
have bound themselves and their alumni not to speak to 
any sub-freshman regarding fraternity until he enters col- 
lege. In several cases the fraternities lose considerably by 
the agreement but they stand ready to sacrifice whatever is 
necessary for the good of the college. 

On the night of February 28th North College, the old- 
est and most historic structure on the campus, was complete- 
ly destroyed by fire. It was built in 1825 and ever since 
the founding of the college, it has been used as a dormi- 
tory. As such it is fondly remembered by all the alumni. 
The fire started in the attic room occupied by Mystical 
Seven, a Senior society. It smouldered away for over 
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two hours and about one o'clock broke out and in a short 
time spread rapidly through the building. The efforts of 
the city fire department resulted only in saving the adjoin- 
ing buildings. The students, however, with a few except- 
ions rescued their clothing and furniture. The loss on the 
building is estimated at $85,000 and is almost entirely cov- 
ered by insurance. College exercises went on as usual 
next day and the freshmen, who for the most part occu- 
pied the building, were soon provided with other rooms. 
A new and more modern dormitory will undoubtedly be 
erected on the site.

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Phi Kappa Psi with forty-two chapters owns eighteen 
chapter houses and rents eighteen. 

At the Southwestern Presbyterian University Kappa 
Alpha (So.) is represented by no active members this year. 

Phi Kappa Psi meets in convention at the New Willard 
Hotel, Washington, D. C, April 18-20, 1906. 

"The colored students of the university have organized 
a national fraternity, called Pi Gamma Omicron, and are to 
establish chapters at Michigan, Minnesota, Illinois and Ind- 
iana, with some other prospective chapters in view." — Beta 
Theta Pi correspondent, Ohio State University. 

The non-fraternity men of the University of Wisconsin 
are taking steps to organize for "social and political pur- 
poses." Next year's foot ball captain is said to be a leader 
in the movement. 

Phi Kappa Psi has refused charters to bodies of petition- 
ers at Williams and the University of Toronto. A petition 
for a charter from the local Omega Psi at the Case School 
of Applied Sciences is also said to be under consideration. 

Membership of the fraternities at the University of Miss- 
issippi is as follows : Sigma Chi, 19 ; Sigma Alpha Epsilon, 
18; Delta Psi, 14; Phi Delta Theta, 14; D. K. E., 13; Phi 
Kappa Psi, 11 ; Kappa Alpha (So.), 11 ; Delta Tau Delta, 6. 
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A chapter of Sigma Phi Epsilon has recently been estab- 
lished at Purdue University, This makes twelve regular 
and three medical fraternities represented At Purdue a 
fraternity is not allowed to establish a chapter without for- 
mal permission from the faculty. 

"Until this year, the board of managers has never allowed 
smoking on the campus. Recently, after great agitation, 
they were induced to allow the use of tobacco in the men's 
dormitory, Wharton Hall. In connection with this we 
have elected a student committee of three Seniors and two 
Juniors, which is to have full executive control over student 
affairs. It is the first step in an attempt to inaugurate an 
honor system at Swarthmore." — Kappa Sigma correspon- 
dent, Swarthmore College. 

The following is a necessarily incomplete list of the col- 
leges where fraternity men are not allowed to live in chap- 
ter houses or where some restriction in regard to numbers 
is imposed: Bucknell, Davidson, Emory, Kenyon, Mercer, 
Dartmouth, Dickinson, Lafayette, Swarthmore, Wooster, 
Hampden-Sidney and the University of the South. 

"Although there are eleven fraternities at the Academic 
department drawing membership from about 275 students, 
another fraternity has made its appearance. Several stu- 
dents are wearing Alpha Delta Xi badges. The members 
refuse to state whether or not the fraternity is national, but 
the general impression is that it is local and intends peti- 
tioning some national fraternity. Whether this is so or not, 
the other fraternities have given them a very cold reception, 
and judging solely from the original members, any fraterni- 
ty giving them a charter would be making a serious mistake, 
and would never prosper at Tulane." — Phi Delta Theta cor- 
respondent, Tulane University. 
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Sigma Phi Epsilon has recently granted charters to pe- 
titioners at Wittenburg and North Carolina. 

"At Houston, Texas, on December 22nd, 1905, a pan-hell- 
enic banquet was held, at which more than seventy-five men 
were present, representing Phi Gamma Delta, D. K. E., 
Theta Delta Chi, Beta Theta Pi, Psi U, Delta Tau Delta, 
Phi Delta Theta, Sigma Alpha Epsilon, Alpha Tau Omega, 
Kappa Alpha and Kappa Sigma." 

"Fraternity men of Columbus, Ind., and vicinity, met in a 
pan-hellenic banquet December 27th, 1905. Twenty-three 
men from thirteen colleges were present, representing seven 
fraternities, Phi Delta Theta, Sigma Chi, Delta Tau Delta, 
Delta Kappa Epsilon, Phi Gamma Delta, Sigma Alpha Ep- 
silon and Kappa Sigma. The banquet is to be made an- 
annual function." — Caduceus of Kappa Sigma. 
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"What do the chapters owe to their alumni? Respect, apprecia- 
tion, fraternal devotion. There is a training greatly needed as to 
the doty of the chapters. Their alumni deserve all the apprecia- 
tion and devotion that can he lavished upon them, and no chapter 
can afford to appear indifferent to them. Often the active members 
experience a timidity toward the older men that is unfortunate. 
They should rather importune them often to visit the chapter house, 
attend a chapter meeting or a social function, or to indulge in the 
pastime the most pleasing to them— relating reminiscences. We 
know of one chapter that treats its alumni truly as older brothers. 
Frequently it sends to them informal reports of chapter activities, 
a list of honors won or a lot of personal items. The alumni of this 
chapter do not look upon its regard for them as mercenary, but 
when solicited for contributions they cheerfully give because their 
hearts are kept in accord with the spirit that was written large in 
the Bond. Then the chapter owes the alumni the duty of being as 
strong and as fruitful of achievement as it possibly can be. It 
should first justify a devoted interest and then maintain an inti- 
mate relation that exemplifies the exalted ideals upon which the 
relation is based. May the discussion of this question bring out 
all these higher duties chiefly, for in them all the material phases 
are involved."— The Scroll of Phi Delta Theta. 



One does not have to go farther back than a decade to 
remember the day when laxity was a besetting sin of most 
of Delta Tau Delta's chapter treasurers. Fortunately, to- 
day, the work of these officers is almost uniformly satis- 
factory and praiseworthy. Much of this gratifying result 
has been due to the excellent instruction in prompt and busi- 
nesslike methods supplied them by Brother Duerr. We 
fear the individual members of all the active chapters do not 
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unanimously meet their obligations with the same prompt- 
ness. To any such we would commend the following edi- 
torial utterance from an exchange : 

"Occasionally we find an active member of a chapter who delib- 
erately neglects to fulfil his financial obligations. There is only 
one remedy for that situation, and that is promptly to expel him. 
Financial integrity is taken so much to be a matter of course that 
slight lapses from the path of rectitude in this respect are not re- 
garded as venial sins. But one boy who does not pay his dues can 
throw confusion into a chapter's accounts, and especially into the 
accounts of a house steward, so as to make everybody else in the 
chapter uncomfortable. If the house steward is aiming to give to 
the members the worth of their money, he has, of course, planned 
his expenditures upon some regular system, and calculated upon 
receiving from each the proper amount which is his due. If, now, 
he does not receive such an amount, he must either cut down the 
supplies to his fellow members, or make up the deficiency out of 
his own pocket Both plans have been tried— unsuccessfully. The 
only way to deal with a recalcitrant member in such circumstances 
is to warn him, suspend him, and finally expel him." — The Beta 
Theta Pi. 



From two of our exchanges we reproduce excellent edi- 
torials on the geographical distribution of a fraternity's 
chapters. In these days the purely sectional and moss 
grown fraternity has little rank in the fraternity world at 
large. Of late many of the fraternities, especially those of 
Eastern origin, have been boasting of their Western ex- 
tension; and they may justly be proud of it But the fra- 
ternity that can lay the strongest claim to the term "Nat- 
ional" is the one that, with strong chapters in the East and 
West, has equally satisfactory chapters in the six or seven 
important colleges of the South. The representative South- 
ern collegian is a fine type of the fraternity man and his 
distinctive character and view point make him an unique 
and valuable factor in the general strength of a fraternity. 
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Satisfactory extension in the South is difficult for fratern- 
ities of Northern origin on account of the scarcity of avail- 
able first-class material. Colleges of any importance are 
few, and those there are present the double obstacle of an 
already well occupied field and no particular increase in 
attendance to enlarge the field One of Delta Tau Delta's 
most felicitous acts was when she espoused her Southern 
bride of some twenty years senority and rounded out our 
Fraternity's truly National geographical distribution. 

"For the first time in the fraternity's history more than a third of 
our living chapters are located in the West The advent of Illinois 
is not more the occasion for congratulation than for reflection. It 
is at once the seal and confirmation of the fact that Delta Upsilon 
has ceased to be sectional , 

"We knew it before but there may be present need that we em- 
phasize it Thirteen of our thirty-seven chapters now He west of 
the Pennsylvania border. Not one new chapter has been establish- 
ed in the New England or Middle States since Swarthmore in 1894. 
All have been Canadian or Western chapters. Stanford, Califor- 
nia, McGill, Nebraska, Toronto, Chicago, Ohio State, Illinois, an 
impressive octet We have today in the West more chapters than 
any other fraternity of eastern origin. 

This western trend of our growth inspires in the fraternity 
(and particularly among its eastern members) no fear, no anxiety, 
nothing but pride. It has too long been the common characteristic 
of eastern fraternities to sneer at western petitions and resolve 
with Pecksniffian solemnity that the East was the place for them. 
If this spirit still remains as a cardinal principle of eastern fra- 
ternities, then Delta Upsilon ceased to be an eastern fraternity 
thirty-seven years ago. 

The western movement of Delta Upsilon has progressed natur- 
ally without forcing. When there has been hesitation it has oft- 
ener been in the West than in the East The true catholic spirit 
has been shown, a spirit that makes for strong enduring plans in 
any organization. The question about any petitioning body has 
been not "where" but "what" We have asked, have the petition- 
ers sought us in sincerity, do they know they want us, are they in 
dead earnest, do they meet our reasonable requirements. These 
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are the vital matters in comparison with which location, east or 
west, north or south, is of absolutely no consequence."— The Delta 
UpsUon Quarterly. 

"In commenting upon the advance along all lines of fraternity 
activity, we refer to about three-fourths of the general fraternities 
for men. About one-fourth are making no progress, or if making 
any it is scarcely perceptible. The relative positions of some fra- 
ternities, in the estimation of college men, have changed greatly in 
the last few years. Some have not developed with the times; they 
have been distanced by some that formerly were in the rear. Cer- 
tain fraternities that once were recognized as leaders are no longer 
conspicuous and few there are who do them reverence. These 
fraternities rarely ever establish a new chapter. They call mis 
lack of the progressive spirit conservatism, but doubtless one rea- 
son why they do not extend is that they do not have opportuni- 
ties. These fraternities seldom receive applications for charters. 
In nearly all cases local societies desiring to become attached to 
inter-collegiate fraternities prefer the large national fraternities, 
and not the small sectional fraternities. The non-progressive fra- 
ternities seemingly can see nothing beyond their own narrow hori- 
zon, and appear utterly oblivious of the fact that many of the 
chapters on their rolls are located at insignificant institutions com- 
pared with many institutions which the more progressive fraterni- 
ties have entered in the last ten or twenty years. The conventions 
of the unprogressive fraternities are very small affairs, and never 
attract general attention. They have few alumni clubs and we 
seldom read of these clubs holding enthusiastic meetings. The 
unprogressive fraternities do not publish magazines, though sev- 
eral of them have tried and failed, and such failures indicate that 
the organizations are weak or that the alumni did not give ade- 
quate support"— The Scroll of Phi Delta Theta. 



About two-thirds of the March number of The Shield of 
Phi Kappa Psi is taken up with reproductions of thirty out 
of the forty-two chapters of that fraternity and with the 
secretary's annual report and tables. This report is a mon- 
umental document of its kind. So much of it is of general 
fraternity interest and application that we reproduce for our 
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own readers copious extracts: 

"Rival fraternities form their estimates of the standing and 
prowess of their opponents mainly from two sources of reasoning. 
There are other elements which may sometimes enter into the 
judgment, hut primarily the two named are the sole considerations. 
The man offering the opinion first thinks of the rival chapter he 
meets in his own college circles. He may even think or he may he 
informed that such chapter is not representative of the national 
fraternity or of certain chapters in other institutions, yet he bases 
his conclusions upon his own judgment of the merits of the or- 
ganization as he sees and knows it locally. Again, it is undoubt- 
edly true that the average college man is exceptionally well versed 
in all knowledge relative to the number, locations and reputations 
in the college world of all the educational institutions in the land. 
The fraternity man, if he be a normal student of the system 
knows something of the field for the growth and development of 
the fraternal organization at each college and university, and like- 
wise is possessed of the many other facts which enter into an 
understanding of the situation. Hence, the chapter roll of each 
fraternity, to the one outside its membership, forms the second 
element of judgment upon it It may be true, and undoubtedly is 
so, that very frequently the estimations, which take only these two 
factors into account are inaccurate and far from just Never- 
theless, this is the method in vogue. 

Therefore, as far as Pan-Hellenic reputation is concerned, the 
fraternity which has a poor chapter suffers in an inverse ratio, 
as it is enhanced by each successful and prosperous chapter. Sim- 
ilarly, the measurement of its national standing and inter-collegiate 
position is always taken with regard to the number of its chapters, 
where located and the relative value of the institutions represented 
as established by the consensus of fraternity opinion. It is like- 
wise true that if any fraternity desire, it can build along lines of 
strength and maintain an association of merit, without being af- 
fected by this common judgment and without bending its policies 
toward it To a certain extent, the organization can be careless of 
what the popular notions are on the subject It can maintain 
strong chapters of good men in small, unheralded schools. It can 
increase in number of chapters and total membership by the mere 
force of active and persistent recruiting. Its power, its strength 
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and its merits may be extended along newer lines. The outside 
considerations are too frequently magnified. No criterion, which 
is just to each and all, can be applied in any attempt to classify 
the twenty-eight recognized national fraternities, and to determine 
the order in which they should be tabulated. The safest and the 
most generous way is to arrange them always in an alphabetical 
system. Let it be understood that the true measurement is after 
all the membership itself and its peculiar characteristics. As 
there is no grand review where the long columns can pass the re- 
viewing stand and where competent judges can make the awards, 
it will be readily seen how frequently judgments are given against 
a fraternity or in its favor based upon a very limited knowledge 
of its virtues and capacities. There is a good deal of falsity about 
what is said concerning rival organizations. The ordinary stan- 
dards of comparison are inferior and unjust It is right to believe 
that the best men in every institution can find their way into some 
fraternity. If narrow-minded partisanship were laid aside, any 
one can readily see that good men, strong men and talented men 
are to be found in each and every fraternity. 

"The field of fraternity journalism is limited, intense and usually 
unprofitable. The circulation of any magazine, confined solely to 
collegiate happenings and fraternal activities can never extend to 
any large number of readers. But, the intelligence, culture and in- 
terestedness of its supporters are necessarily unexcelled. The 
spirit of good will, the expression of warm-heartedness and the 
demonstration of vigorous life afford an exceptional sphere for 
editorial labors. To this extent, the editor of a fraternity publica- 
tion is a favored individual His is a high and honorable calling. 
He does not need the sensational, the strange and the bizarre to 
create interest and enthusiasm. He does not require the imagi- 
native of Baron Munchausen faculties to enable him to do ac- 
ceptable work. There need be presented by him no unreal situa- 
tions in order to acquire recognition as an exponent of college and 
fraternity activity. His is not selected to aid the cause of any 
party, to expound the merits of any faith, or to preach the virtues 
of any reformation. He can not be a demagogue. He dare not 
be a fanatic He must not be vindicative, censorious or unkind. 

"This editor must emphasize the great principle of brotherhood. 
He must hold the standards of fraternal associations sacred and 
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elevated before the minds and hearts of the members of his fra- 
ternity. The ideals presented by him are in their very nature 
ennobling and uplifting. He must catch the great undercurrent of 
student thought and life, and re-enforce it in wise and conserva- 
tive utterances. He must feel the strong, throbbing pulse of the 
developing young manhood. He remembers that it is a bond of 
fellowship, a communion of friendship and an exemplification of 
usefulness which should mark the tone and expression of his mag- 
azine. He can mould popular opinion, but the truth and sincerity 
are the voices of his appeal The line of precept becomes the rule 
of practice. His wisdom and his shrewdness are found in deter- 
mining what is inspiring, what is pure and what is in str uc tiv e.

The growth of the University of Illinois since the early 
Nineties has been the educational marvel of the Country. 
No institution in the United States is advancing with such 
strides as this university. To those who may be inclined 
to style these statements bunk, one need only point to the 
indisputable facts that since 1890 the attendance has in- 
creased from 500 students to 4,000 and that the teaching 
staff was boosted from a meager force of fifty to a roster 
of 400. 

To bring this about a wise and knowing legislature 
determined that the great state of Illinois should not lag 
behind in the educational march and has appropriated in 
that time upwards of five millions of dollars to maintain 
the university and erect new buildings. At the last ses- 
sion of the legislature nearly a million and a half was ap- 
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propriated for the institution — by far the largest sum ever 
voted by a state legislature for a state university. 

Twenty-five buildings stand upon a campus of two 
hundred acres and in addition there is a farm of four 
hundred acres half a mile south of the campus. Besides 
this, colleges of medicine, dentistry and pharmacy are main- 
tained in Chicago. There is small wonder that the student, 
graduate and citizen of Illinois puts out his chest and be- 
comes bumptious when he exploits the glory of the in- 
stitution. It is a big one, sure, and it is getting bigger 
every day. 

Established as a land grant institution, denominated as 
the "Illinois Industrial University" for many years, not 
until the Nineties dawned did the University of Illinois 
advance. It is a striking coincidence that the growth of 
Greek letter societies here is almost coincident with the 
advance of the university. The university bounds began 
in the early Nineties as a direct result of the labors of the 
new president, Andrew Sloan Draper, one of whose first 
official acts was the letting down of the bars which kept 
die Greeks out of the institution. 

The University of Illinois is located in Urbana for form- 
al purposes but it may be said to lie just between the cities 
of Urbana and Champaign, communities aggregating 
about 20,000 population. They are pretty residence cities, 
paved with miles of brick pavement. The principal build- 
ings are the University hall, which houses the college of 
literature and arts, the college of music and the college 
of art; the natural history building where the college of 
science sharps peer at bugs and beetles; the chemistry 
building; the engineering building; the armory; the gym- 
nasium; the library building and the agricultural buildings, 
five in number, the circuit of which is a quarter of a mile. 
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The smaller buildings include the testing laboratory, the 
steam laboratory, the heat, light and power building, the 
wood shops, the electrical laboratory, the college of law 
and the smaller agricultural buildings. Set upon a beau- 
tiful campus, whose green grass is the care of innumerable 
attaches, the university stands. It is young and there- 
fore ambitious. Backed by a bountiful state, its progress 
promises to be as amazing in the future as in the past It 
is a fitting home for Delta Tau Delta. 

Our Fraternity is hoary with tradition at Illinois for 
it was the first Greek letter society to enter, the old Up- 
silon Prime chapter being established in 1872 and flourish- 
ing for about eight years despite adverse conditions, the 
result of faculty opposition. Forced to exist sub rosa prac- 
tically all its life time, the path of the Greek was fraught 
with trouble and he did not tread the primrose way his 
successors do these beneficient times. Beta Upsilon 
chapter was established in 1894 and the interregnum was 
not too long to make the pioneers of Delta Tau Delta for- 
get their fealty. The features of the famous annual din- 
ners of the present chapter are nothing else but the pres- 
ence of the old timers who tell about the old days while 
the youngsters hang upon their words. Beta Upsilon has 
no more loyal alumni than the old boys of Upsilon Prime. 
One needs but to mention names like Dr. J. J. Davis, the 
brilliant "Wes" Mahan of Chicago, perpetual toastmaster 
at the annual dinner by divine right, H. C. Cole, C. E. 
Brush, August Ziesing, James McLane, to tell the class 
of men who formed the old "bunch." Delta Tau Delta 
re-entered Illinois at the psychological moment Presi- 
dent Draper, whose name is canonized among Illinois fra- 
ternity men for the good he wrought them, had determined 
that there should be no ban on Greek letter societies any 
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more. He believed in them and years afterwards, when 
he said his farewell to the university and went east to 
become commissioner of education for New York state, 
he said that his opinions had been justified. Today the 
Greek letter society is as firmly established at Illinois as 
Gibraltar rock is popularly supposed to stand. There are 
thirteen national men's fraternities besides a host of clubs 
with Greek names and every year a new national fraternity 
enters. It is only a question of time when all will be rep- 
resented. When Beta Upsilon chapter was established it 
met only Sigma Chi. Now there are Kappa Sigma, Phi 
Delta Theta, Alpha Tau Omega, Sigma Alpha Epsilon, 
Phi Gamma Delta, Beta Theta Pi, Sigma Nu, Phi Kappa 
Psi, Delta Kappa Epsilon, Phi Kappa Sigma and Delta 
Upsilon. 

The ambition of every chapter is to own its own house. 
Several have made effective starts but it is not probable 
that any one owns its home anyways free of encumbrance. 
The chapter house is a development of the last five years. 
Beta Upsilon five years ago last September entered the 
first house built for a fraternity to occupy, deserting it 
this year to enter a new house which it expects to leave 
only to move into its own home. Beta Upsilon is par- 
ticularly proud of its habitat It is building of three 
floors with basement, constructed of straw colored brick 
with red stone trimmings. The interior was designed by 
two of the chapter with especial reference to the needs of 
Beta Upsilon and it is thought they earned the bun by 
their work. The entire first floor is practically one room 
with a massive stairway in the center. A fire place, moved 
from die old house, because of the chiseled bricks bearing 
names of the "old boys" opens upon a long living room. 
The dining room and servant's rooms complete the first 
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floor. One should not get the idea that the arrangement 
is barn-like, for it is not Its worth has been proved at 
parties and at the last annual dinner which was held in 
the house for the first time in history. 

On the second floor are nine study rooms and bath 
room and on the third floor are four more study rooms and 
the dormitory, familiarly known as the "sky parlor" by the 
inmates and as the North Pole by visitors. Here the 
whole caboodle sleeps, there being a striking resemblance 
to a hospital ward. The Beta Upsilon members are en- 
thusiastic over the arrangements as it gives them their 
rooms unhindered by beds. The kitchen and laundry are 
in the basement and the grub is shot up stairs by a dumb 
waiter. 

The abode is undoubtedly, without question, the most 
pretentious Greek home here except one other, which is 
practically the same outside but which we believe we have 
"cheated" on the inside. It will certainly serve until the 
time when the chapter can get into its own little wickieup. 
If it wasn't a stereotyped way to wind up, we'd invite 
everybody to try the latch key but Delts may be assured 
that they will not have the dog set on them. He has no 
teeth and isn't here, anyway.

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Criticism, The Song Book

who is remarkably well qualified to judge the value of the 
work.

"My Dear Rogers: — 

"As to the proof sheets of the Song Book you 
sent me, I have really enjoyed looking them over. You've 
got a good book. I do not know whether you wish me to 
give you a frank opinion, or not, but I will do so. 

"Musically, one finds every now and then a transgress- 
ion of the dicta of harmony, but it is easy to see that die 
editor has taken these liberties for the sake of making his 
voice parts move in such a way that slighter demand is 
made upon the musical abilities of the singers. It strikes 
me, too, that a few of the songs are a trifle low, but I sus- 
pect he has chosen his keys much for the same reason. 
The result of all this, however, is certainly a volume of 
songs that are distinctly singable. I like, too, his idea of 
harmonizing a number of the choruses in three-part, in- 
stead of four-part, especially since the tenor is usually the 
same tenor that a musical ear would naturally choose of 
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itself. I notice that in almost every instance, the air is 
given to one of the lower voices, which, needless to say, 
will prove a great encouragement to the average chapter. 
Another fact that commends the book is that almost every- 
thing in it, even the songs set to airs like "Auld Lang 
Syne", is not only harmonized for the voices, but has its 
accompaniment as well. 

"For the most part, the songs strike me as being rather 
well chosen. You called my attention to the fact that the 
editor had endeavored to make the volume "catholic" 
Whatever else one may say, he has certainly done that, 
and after all I do not know but what it is a good thing. 
Delta Tau may have a few genuine singing chapters, with 
men who have real musical taste and musical appreciation, 
but I fancy the great majority of our chapters are made 
up of men who like what they call "a tune", so that I 
think you are to be congratulated on announcing a book 
that will satisfy both these classes of singers. Those airs 
from the German, once learned, cannot help proving im- 
mensely popular. I only wish he had harmonized the 
voice parts of every one, instead of writing some of them 
as unison songs. Most of these are not only songs of 
great musical beauty, but somehow they possess a lusti- 
ness, a freshness, a virility that our average college song 
seems to lack some way. Those that impress me with 
especial effectiveness are The William Goat, College Days, 
Good Old Delta Tau, The Garden of Dreams, Pipe and 
Stein and Come, Brothers, Fill Your Glasses. There are 
two old English part-songs that I am particularly delighted 
to see— the What Shall He Have Who Kills the Deer of 
Henry Bishop's, and that delightful song of Shield's pub- 
lished as Tell Delta Tau 111 Love Her. I notice you have 
The Arethusa, too. What a good old sea-song it is ! The 
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several original songs do not impress me as anything re- 
markable, musically, but they are tuneful, and the fellows 
will like them. 

"Altogether, I am frank to say that the book far ex- 
ceeds my expectations, and when it is the custom these days 
for a fraternity committee to take two or three years to 
get out any kind of a song book, the work of your editor 
in issuing this volume in six months is phenomenal.

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The Question of Drinking 

The question of drinking among college boys should 
no more be a question than that of arson. And yet, we 
who are concerned in the welfare of young men and are 
in a measure responsible for them, know that it is a ques- 
tion. I do not approach this subject from the moral side, 
altho I know that grave immoralities are not usually com- 
mitted by clear-headed men. I do not regard drinking 
among boys as a sin except in the sense that anything that 
dwarfs ones powers may be a sin. I do not include in 
this discussion drinking among men of sense, and of full 
maturity. I am concerned now only with college boys. 

I am inspired in this by the fact that a man of promi- 
nence in social-welfare work deemed it wise to resign from 
an alumni association of his fraternity because the sight of 
boys ordering wine and drinking to intoxication at fra- 
trenity gatherings was revolting to him. I share his 
views. 

Speaking in behalf of the Chicago Alumni Association, 
the one with which I am best acquainted, I wish to state 
emphatically that its object is to elevate the morals of its 
under-graduates, not to debauch them. Anyone who at- 
tends one of our dinners and makes it the occasion for a 
spree has wrongly interpreted us. What is true of our 
dinners should be true of a Conference or a Karnea din- 
ner. 

I do not wish to discuss this matter from the point of 
view of the purist. I could not if I wished. I think that 
we of German parentage have large views on the wine- 
drinking question. I have never known the time when 
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wine was not accessible to me. It has never had any mys- 
tery to me, and was never held up before me as a thing 
to be avoided. And yet I was always taught that the use 
of wine was unnecessary for boys; and that no one had 
any right to make himself offensive to others, thro' the 
medium of drinking, or in any other way. 

It is the sentiment of our Alumni Association that in- 
toxicants be debarred from the chapter houses under its 
jurisdiction. It is a rule quite generally observed, I think. 
If I feel deeply on this subject, it is more from the point 
of view of the physician than otherwise. There never 
was a time when the question of unclean morals among 
college men was more serious. If we could keep our boys 
clear-headed, we could keep them reasonably clean-minded. 
If we could eliminate drinking we could reduce other im- 
moralities by one half, at least No college boy has any 
more right to drink high-balls, as a habit, than he has to 
take cocaine or morphine. They are all drugs, of use in 
their places, but insidious and in a measure habit-forming 
and cumulative. 

The greatest argument in favor of athletic training, in 
my mind is that it necessitates its adherents being of clean 
morals, because otherwise they could not be of sound body. 
And while athletics, pursued too closely, are a detriment 
to a young man, because they give him an exaggerated 
idea of his worth; still, a proper amount of such training 
keeps susceptible men from becoming morbid and intro- 
spective, and unquestionably aids them in preserving their 
morals. 

I have observed men very largely, and have been im- 
pressed with the fact that the keenest and most responsible 
men do not drink alcohols of any sort during the business 
day. They realize that stimulation must have a conse- 
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quent depression. Men of adult years can stand this rise 
and fall of energy, for if the repair of tissue equals the 
waste, they can preserve reasonably good health. It is 
different with boys. They must create enough energy to 
supply that lost, and then some greater demand is made 
on them because they are yet in the formative stage of de- 
velopment. So I return to my original argument. Men 
may drink in moderation, and be none the worse, perhaps. 
A boy of college years has nothing to gain and everything 
to risk by drinking, because he is not yet mature. He is 
jeopardizing his future. 

If I were a young man in college today, and had back 
of me a college fraternity ; if I had, especially, the inspira- 
tion of an organization like Delta Tau Delta, that has 
ideals and lives them; if these gifts had come to me, I 
should repay this great good fortune by making myself a 
disciple of the doctrine of the decent life. I mean by that 
the square life, the one that makes one richer and no one 
else poorer. I know that when you get out of college 
you have to hustle, most of you, even to live. That isn't 
any hardship, if you are only square. I could name a 
score of men who are rich; and while you might like to 
have their money, you wouldn't change places with them. 
You wouldn't any of you exchange your futures, uncertain 
as they are, for anyone's money, if it carried with it a 
tainted name. One of the great advantages of chapter 
house Hfe is that it tends to make boys democratic and 
considerate and square. I think we ought to be very care- 
ful of our conduct at all times. We never know who is 
going to be influenced by it. Then again there are things 
that are perfectly proper for some people that are not cor- 
rect for others. I should never advise anyone to avoid 
things because they are wicked or sinful. I never cared 
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for that sort of reasoning. Each one must decide for him- 
self whether the things he does make him a better citizen, 
or fit him better for the world's work. There are a lot of 
things that are mighty pleasant that have no part in the 
development of a boy. The boy meets the old-timer at 
fraternity events, and he thinks he is a dandy, and he is. 
But all the time the old-timer is sizing him up. Heaven 
help the boy who cannot stand the scrutiny of a business 
man. The man who can build bridges and run banks, or 
make a success of any enterprise, isn't going to be fooled 
by appearances, especially the appearance of precocity in 
the matter of dissipation. 

If I have any word for our under-graduates, with 
which to close the year, it is to make Delta Tau Delta the 
reason of a decent life. It makes little difference where 
our chapters are, if Delta men are dean. All its traditions 
are valueless, all of its ideals are empty if you, who are its 
present-day standard bearers, are weak and deficient You 
can so interpret the Fraternity, you can invest it with such 
a plentitude of good, that even to those without the bond, 
the name of Delta Tau Delta will be an inspiration.

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Beta Omicron 

Beta Omicron was chartered at Cornell University in 
January 1890 and was the first fraternity to enter Cornell 
without passing through the chapter hall stage; for, the 
charter members had rented a house and had lived together 
some time before the charter was granted. The chapter 
lived in two rented houses until '96, when it moved into 
the old half of our present house. 

The growth of the fraternity system at Cornell has been 
very remarkable. There are twenty-six fraternities which 
live in houses ; of these only four have rented houses. The 
value of the fraternity property here far exceeds that at 
any other institution. The following list of valuations is 
based on the tax assessments of the city of Ithaca:

The following fraternities are living in rented houses, 
most of which have, however, purchased land and expect 
to build in the near future: 

Alpha Zeta (agriculture), 1901; Sigma Nu, 1901; The- 
ta Xi, 1903; Theta Lambda Phi (Law), 1903. 

The following fraternities are also represented but are 
still in the chapter hall stage: 

Phi Delta Phi (Law), 1888; Nu Sigma Nu (Medical), 
1900; Omega Upsilon Phi (Medical), 1901; Theta Nu Ep- 
silon (Soph.), 1880. 

This large growth of the fraternity system at Cornell 
is due to the remarkable growth of the University. There 
are 3,500 students here and the University has no dormi- 
tories. Ithaca being a small town accommodations are 
poor and limited, thus forcing the student body to organ- 
ize. The number of fraternity men is, however, only about 
seven hundred, or 20%. 

As the cut will show, our house is situated about one 
hundred feet from the street on a steep terrace. This 
makes the basement at the front, containing our dining 
room, nearly on a level with the ground. The dining room 
extends the whole width of the house with a seating capac- 
ity of over fifty persons. It is connected with the kitchen 
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by a large butler's pantry. From the kitchen there are two 
hallways ; one leading to the sub-cellar, which contains two 
steam furnaces, a store-room and coal bin; the other lead- 
ing into a service hall, at one end of which is a room for 
kitchen coal, a supply room, and refrigerator room. At 
the other end of this hall, and at the southeast corner of 
the house, are the servants quarters; comprising a sitting 
room, bed room and bath room. The basement entrance 
from this hall is about the middle of the east side and 
opens directly on a service drive-way. 

On the first or main floor at the southwest corner of 
the house there is a large loggia from which a fine view 
may be had of the lake and valley. This loggia is con- 
verted into a comfortable lounging place in winter by 
glass enclosure. Adjoining the loggia is an alcove which 
has been furnished as a Turkish room. This alcove opens 
through a pair of French windows upon the roof of the 
lodge room which may be thrown into service as a cosy 
retiring place during a dance. The alcove, reception room, 
music room and library are separated by piers and columns 
and the effect is very wide and open. , 

The library is finished entirely in dark oak. On the 
center of the north side is a large Pompeian brick fire-place, 
on either side of which are book-cases extending the length 
of the room. Above these cases are leaded glass windows. 
Across the room, opposite this fire-place, is a large double 
door leading into the Salon; on either side of this are 
two built-in seats upholstered in leather. Over these are 
more book-cases. The entire east side of the room is filled 
with windows. These, together with the windows above 
the book-cases, furnish ample light. The Salon is directly 
south of the library. It is abundantly lighted by eight 
large windows. It has a heavy oak cornice and wains- 
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coating. On the south end there is a bay entirely fur- 
nished in oak. Since all the rooms are connected by large 
openings it is obvious that our first floor affords a grand 
place to dance. Fifty couples could easily be accommo- 
dated. 

We have a very pretty entrance hall, off of which are 
two cloak rooms and an alcove of octagonal shape for the 
reception or detention of visitors. The entrance to the 
dining room also communicates with this hall. One 
unique feature of the house is three flights of stairs of two 
steps each which lead from the entrance hall to the Salon. 
There are landings about six feet square between them 
and a seat is situated on the second landing projecting in- 
to the hall. The electric lighting on the main floor is 
mostly over-head, though, in the library there are six 
lights placed near the built-in seats in order that the reader 
may have plenty of good light. In this room there are 
also electric lamps on each book-case beneath the leaded 
glass windows. In the Salon there are four side lights 
for decorative purposes. 

At the head of the stairs on the second floor there is 
a large hall separated from the stairs by two piers, between 
which are three eliptical arches. Under these arches are 
seats which overlook the stairs. On this floor there are 
seven studies, four of which accomodate three men each, 
the other three having desk room for two. There are 
two bed rooms and a bath room on this floor. The bath 
room contains a shower and each of the bed rooms run- 
ning water. On the landings between the first and second, 
and second and third floors there are studies with large 
bay windows accomodating three men each. 

On the third floor we have eight bed rooms accomo- 
dating two men each and one accomodating three. Two 
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bath rooms are on this floor; one contains a shower and 
the other a tub. Above this floor is a large, well lighted 
attic reached by a convenient stairway. This can be used 
for storage and also as a dormitory when we have many 
visitors. At the west end of this attic is a small loggia or 
look-out under the eaves from which a magnificent view 
may be had, as the house is much higher than its sur- 
roundings. 

Our house has accomodations for twenty-two men and 
the third floor is so arranged that either half, containing 
a bath room, may be set apart for ladies. If necessary 
we can easily accomodate fifty men by pressing our attic 
into service. 

We have a tennis court at the rear of the house which 
we also use for base ball and foot ball. By flooding this 
court in winter we can make a fine rink, and many ex- 
citing games of hocky have been played with other fra- 
ternities. 

The chapter room is built off from the house at the 
northwest corner. It is of red pressed brick like the 
foundation and is surmounted by a paraphet It is en- 
tered from the dining room through a large ante-room, and 
in all respects meets official requirements. It will seat 
thirty-five.

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Historical Notes 
Part IV 

Year '64-'65. 

The chapters at the opening of the college year were : 

Alpha, Jefferson College. 

Beta, Ohio University. 

Theta, Allegheny College. 
When E. M. Williams, (mentioned in the last install- 
ment of the notes, as having taken up the work of estab- 
lishing the Allegheny Chapter, where R. G. Heiner dropped 
it) was initiated into Delta Tau Delta at Jefferson College, 
he brought with him the requisite permission to establish 
chapters of the Fraternity practically at will. Williams 
is described as being an energetic hustling young fellow, 
"afflicted with lameness and with unbounded enthusiasm." 
His first efforts at expansion, were in the direction of 
the Western University of Pennsylvania. The exact cir- 
cumstances attending the foundation of the chapter cannot 
be ascertained. As nearly as can be determined, the chap- 
ter, which was named Iota, was established through the 
instrumentality of Thomas Francis Marshall, a graduate 
of the class of 1864, whose acquaintance Williams had 
made through a relative. Through Marshall the chapter 
was started about Nov. 11th, 1864, with the following 
charter members: 

Thomas Francis Marshall, '64. 

Edward McKee Aiken, '64 (?) 

Robert Heberton Negley, '66. 

Mathew Alexander Preston, '64 (?) 
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Edward Duthil Grahh, '67. 
Charles Carroll Montooth, '67. 
Moses Atwood, '64 (?) 
Sidney Byron Liggett, '64 (?) 
Oliver Harrison Ormsby, '64 ( ?) 

The classification given above is that found in our cat- 
alogues, the correctness of which is very much in doubt. 
Although the institution had been established a number of 
years, its degrees dating back as far as 1823, its grade at 
the time was but little above that of an academy, and its 
records prior to the close of the Civil War were and are 
in a chaotic state. None of the men whose classification 
is in doubt graduated, and the recollection of those who 
have been reached fail to help straighten out the tangle. 
The fact is determined however, that membership at the 
early stage of the chapter was not confined to undergrad- 
uate students, nor even to men who had been in college 
at all. Possibly further investigation will lead to definite 
information on the doubtful points, but for the present we 
will have to let the matter rest as it is. 

In the installation of the chapter, Williams was as- 
sisted by F. L. Boggs of Allegheny, and R. S. Robb and G. 
M. Zimmerman of Jefferson. 

Shortly after the installation, Marshall left Pittsburg, 
to go to the Rennselaer Polytechnic Institute at Troy, N. 
Y., where he graduated in 1867. The chapter had in the 
mean time initiated a number of students at the University 
and entered upon a successful career. 

Of the chapter members, as given above, Matthew A. 
Preston should be dropped from our rolls, as, leaving the 
University shortly after, to enter the Rennselaer Polytech- 
nic Institute, he resigned, to join a fraternity at that place. 

While this work was going on at Pittsburg, our chap- 
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ter, at Washington College, Washington, Pennsylvania, 
had been revived. Joseph Moreland, an initiate of the 
Jefferson Alpha had gone to Washington College, joining 
the class of '66 there, at the opening of the fall term of 
'64-5. 

At that time there was one Delt at Washington, James 
P. Elliot, who had been a member of the previous Zeta 
Chapter. Moreland did not know of Elliot's membership, 
or if he did, has retained no recollection of the fact In 
his account of the early days of the chapter from which 
many of the facts in connection with the foundation of the 
chapter has been drawn he says : 

"In the fall of 1864 I entered Washington, preferring 
it to Jefferson, but I cannot recall the fact of a single mem- 
ber of the Fraternity being there to greet me." In an- 
other place he says "I do not think that I can be mistaken 
about there being no member of the Fraternity there when 
I entered Washington in 1864." Nevertheless, it is cer- 
tain that Elliot had been a member of the first Zeta, as 
has been shown in a previous article. 

The date of the establishment of the chapter is some- 
what uncertain, although the names of the charter mem- 
bers, Moreland, George Washington Flemming, James P. 
Elliot and Robert Henry Fulton, are accepted. Moreland 
states that the installation took place at Cannonsburg, the 
party having driven out there in a sleigh for the purpose. 
Flemming's recollections put the installation at a some- 
what earlier day, the installation taking place in Washing- 
ton, and the sleigh-ride to Cannonsburg being in the na- 
ture of a return visit. 

The new chapter was some time before it increased its 
membership, adding new men as follows: 
Thomas Morgan, April 15th.

It will thus be seen that the Fraternity had made sub- 
stantial progress during the year. Both the chapters in- 
stalled were destined to live for a number of years, and in 
their turn to do much to strengthen the frame work of the 
organization. 

The close of the year, then, saw the chapter list stand- 
ing as follows: 

Alpha, Jefferson. 

Beta, Ohio University. 

Zeta, Washington. 

Theta, Allegheny. 

Iota, Western University of Pennsylvania. 

'65-'66. 

At this point it will be necessary to digress a little in 
order to explain the consolidation of the two colleges at 
Jefferson and Washington, which consolidation had a mark- 
ed influence upon the career of the Fraternity. 

Jefferson College chartered in 1802, the first to be 
chartered west of the Alleghenies, was the development 
of the Cannonsburg Academy; similarly Washington Col- 
lege, chartered in 1805 was built upon the foundations of 
the Washington Academy. Both these institutions were 
supported by the Presbyterians of Western Pennsylvania. 
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Within a few miles of one another, it was soon realized 
that the support of the two colleges would prove too much 
a burden for any one denomination in so limited an area, 
so as far back as 1807 and again in 1815 efforts had been 
made to consolidate the two institutions. Unfortunately 
the trustees of neither were willing to lose their identity, 
and the only results obtained from these attempts were the 
creation of bitter feeling which lasted until long after the 
consolidation had been effected. In 1864 the reduction of 
the income and the increased cost of living caused by the 
Civil War brought matters to a head. In September of 
that year a joint meeting of the alumni of the two institu- 
tions in Pittsburg adopted resolutions calling upon the 
trustees to act in the matter, and sometime previous a 
clergyman in Steubenville had promised an endowment of 
$50,000.00 to the consolidated colleges. Spurred to action 
the trustees prepared a plan of action which was sanction- 
ed by Act of Legislature dated March 4th, 1865, and which 
went into effect at the opening of the fall term of '65-66. 
This was in effect that, the two institutions should be 
united, and that the work of the consolidated college should 
be divided between the two institutions. The three upper 
classes would be at Cannonsburg, and the freshmen, a 
scientific department and the Academy, or preparatory 
school at Washington, the faculty being correspondingly 
divided. It is hard to see how any more confusing or 
unsatisfactory plan could have been devised. The scheme 
was doomed to failure from the start, and so we do not 
wonder at finding that in April 1868 the Board of Trus- 
tees reported that the plan, after three years trial was a 
failure, and recommended the appointment of a committee 
to devise a more satisfactory scheme of consolidation. 
This committee reported in August 1868, providing for the

concentration of the classes and departments at one place, 
and for the method of selection of the place. This scheme 
was ratified by Act of Legislature, and on April 20th, 1869, 
the trustees, in accordance with the provisions of the act 
selected Washington as the location of the college, by the 
requisite two-thirds vote. The legality of this action was 
tested in court, both the Supreme Court of the State and 
that of the United States sustaining the action of the board. 
The bitter feeling aroused by this controversy was not with- 
out its effect on both institutions, and our two chapters felt 
its influence severely, even after the final move had been 
made. 

While this contest was going on, involving the govern- 
ing chapter, the Fraternity was not standing still, and we 
find in the year three chapters added to our list. 

In the fall of 1865 James S. Finney, Alpha '67 induced 
by two cousins had gone to Poughkeepsie Military Insti- 
tute, a private school of high rank, and carrying with him 
the necessary consent of the Alpha instituted a chapter, 
Kappa, there on December 14th, of the same year. The 
charter members were : 

James S. Finney, James Pendergast, Henry Luers, 
Frank G. Mix, Henry Chapin Jillson, August Klesiek, 
Henry Warren McClure, Robert Edward Coxe, Henry 
Hasbrouck Elting, William Bruce Douglas, Charles H. 
Stebbins and Rufus Gates Starkweather. 

An organization in a school of this kind was fore- 
doomed to failure, but nevertheless it held together for 
three years, dying finally in the session of '67-68. It ini- 
tiated a high grade of men, many of whom have since 
made names for themselves in various walks of life, and 
indirectly influencing the foundation of at least one other 
chapter. 
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In the fall of 1862, among the students answering the 
call to arms was David Nicoll, a member of Alpha '64* 
who joined Knapp's Pennsylvania Battery, and served 
until nearly the close of the war, when he was severely 
wounded, losing an arm. In the fall of 1865 he returned 
to Jefferson, but left at the end of the first term, entering 
Monmouth College in the class of 1867. He brought with 
him the constitution of the Fraternity in cipher, as was the 
custom then, and the necessary authority from the Alpha, 
and about February 1st, 1866, instituted the Lambda chap- 
ter, with the following charter members : 

'66 — James Logan Dryden, William Charles Norcross, 
George Henry Patchen, John Thomas Teel, Oliver Terrill 
Wallace. 

'67— William Edgar Blake, Edward Twing, Martin 
Logan Foster, Obadiah Goodwin Given, David Nicoll, Wil- 
liam John Snodgrass, William Kirkpatrick Stewart, John 
Taylor. 

>68— William Ritchey Mitchell. 

With this organization, including as it did some of the 
strongest men in the college, the chapter had not much 
difficulty in adding to its membership in the younger class- 
es, so that by the end of the college year it had a list of 
twenty-five men. 

At about the same time steps had been taken to estab- 
lish a chapter at Waynesburg College, Waynesburg, Pa., 
which shortly after materialized as Mu. It is impossible 
to determine through whom the movement originated, as 
there are no records to determine this point, and as the 
memories of the surviving members are, to say the least, 
erratic. It would seem however, that it was brought about 
by friendship or acquaintanceship existing between Thomas 
B. Johns, one of the members, and some members of Al- 
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pha. The chapter list was not a long one, and as it did 
not live very long, leaving no records behind it, it is rather 
difficult to differentiate the charter members, from later 
initiates. The full list is as follows: 

'67 — Robinson Franklin Downey, 
Benjamin Franklin Flenniken, 
Thomas B. Johns, 
George Washington Neff. 
'68 — John Steelman Shaffer, 

Jesse Porter Sprowls. 
'69— Samuel DeBolt Ache, 
James Newton Miller, 
James Truman Wells. 

The chapter received the same treatment and shared 
the same fate that has since befallen many chapters. The 
chapter was launched with a shove and a "God bless you," 
and then left to shift for itself. There was no systematic 
effort made to keep its interest up ; no periodical prodding 
to see that its interest was not allowed to lapse, and the 
consequence was that in a short time it became an inter 
mass, and when the college opened the next fall, no at- 
tempt was made to keep up the organization in any shape. 
This brings us to the close of the work of the year, a 
year in which a decided advance had been made. None 
of the old chapters had lapsed, three chapters had been 
added, although one was practically defunct at the close of 
the year, thus giving us a list as follows : 

Alpha, Jefferson. 

Beta, Ohio University. 

Zeta, Washington, consolidated with the Alpha, 
through consolidation of the colleges. 

Theta, Allegheny. 

Iota, Western University of Pennsylvania. 
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Kappa, Poughkeepsie. 
Lambda, Monmouth. 
Mu, Waynesburg. 

At the close of this year we have the firet authoritative 
reference to a Fraternity convention. In some of the 
early correspondence of the members of the Morgantown 
and Jefferson chapters some mention has been made of a 
proposed meeting to be held in Pittsburg immediately 
after the Fourth of July, 1862, but no testimony can be 
found to show that there was actually such a convention 
held. Between 1862 and the close of the college year, 
'65-66, no reference can be found to any further attempt 
We find, however, that in July, 1866, to be precise, on July 
3rd, 1866, on the authority of Bro. Wilber Colvin, Beta 
'81, (vide Historical Sketch of Chapter Beta, Crescent, Vol. 
3, No. 3, Dec. 1879, Page 39) a convention was held at 
the Merchants Hotel, Pittsburg, which convention was 
claimed as the first general convention of the Fraternity. 
Five chapters were represented: Alpha, Beta, Theta, Iota, 
and Lambda. The President was David Nicoll, Lambda; 
the Vice-President J. F. Lukens, Beta; and the Secretary 
W. M. Boyle, Iota. 

No statement is given regarding the business transact- 
ed, nor of the time and place of the succeeding conven- 
tion. 

The article above referred to gives the form of the 
credentials of the delegate of the Beta Chapter, which may 
well be reproduced here, as the copies of the number of the 
Crescent containing this article are rather scarce.

ties of making him desirable. The task is the making of 
a fraternity man, not the finding. The one thousand clean, 
high-minded young men, standing well in studies and other 
college activities, who make up the undergraduate body of 
Delta Tau Delta today, present a glowing testimonial to 
the good work of the active members who preceded them, 
and the latest returns show that there is no diminution in 
quality nor in quantity of this work. 

But there is another part of the Fraternity — the alum- 
ni — and as the Brotherhood grows and rounds out its nat- 
ional character taking on enlarged responsibilities and as- 
suming more detailed supervision, this alumni body 
becomes more important. Time was when undergraduates 
held important executive offices in the general organization 
of the Fraternity, and Conferences were uniformly held un- 
der the auspices of active chapters. Now the active alumni 
have assumed the control of these matters to the great 
betterment of all. With this condition there comes the de- 
mand for graduate members who will retain their interest 
in fraternity affairs amidst the distractions of business and 
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family cares, and we meet the problem of the making of 
an alumnus. 

In the catalogue of the Fraternity you will find after 
certain names an asterisk, and somewhere a note saying 
that this sign means the brother named is dead. There 
should be an additional sign in the next edition of this val- 
uable work and its legend should be "Not dead, but sleep- 
ing." It is a peculiar thing how quickly and how entirely 
an active, enthusiastic undergraduate can drop his fratern- 
ity with his books as he steps from college into business. 
I recall a case which fell under my observation some years 
ago where seven of as loyal Delts as ever wore the square 
badge, went up for their degrees together and in a day it 
seemed they had forgotten the Fraternity entirely. During 
the year following their graduation I think not one of them 
could have given any information regarding the doings of 
the Fraternity. An alumni chapter caught two of them a 
year or so later and aroused their dormant energies, but 
among the others there is not, at the present time, even a 
Rainbow subscriber. This case is but an example of hun- 
dreds that are occuring every year, and it was with the 
hope of saving to the Fraternity more of the enthusiastic 
workers of the active chapters, that I made an effort during 
the past few months to secure data that would show what 
is being done by the undergraduate members toward hold- 
ing their own alumni. 

In the active chapters there is at hand full information 
regarding all of the doings of the Fraternity; the member 
of an alumni chapter at regular intervals has opportunity 
to learn of important happenings; but the alumnus whose 
business separates him from his fraternity brothers has no 
means of keeping in touch with the old associations, save 
by laborious correspodence or The Rainbow.

It is not unnatural that a man's interest should lag, 
when the serious work of life comes in to fill up the former- 
ly care-free hours. This change from college boy to busi- 
ness man is usually as sudden as it is severe. For the 
time being the cares of the one drive out even the thought 
of the other from the mind. Later on the novelty of the 
new life wears off and memories of the old return, but if 
the ties have been broken there is little likelihood of their 
being repaired. The time to make an alumnus is during 
the year following his graduation and the way to make an 
alumnus is to take from the senior a pledge of his continued 
interest in the Fraternity, while it is yet alive in the work 
of the active chapter. The most effective way to accom- 
plish this, and indeed the only way, is to take with the 
pledge the price of a Rainbow subscription or a note for 
the same. The general news of the Fraternity, the alumni 
notes, and the letter from his chapter coming to the exile 
in the pages of The Rainbow, will keep green his memo- 
ries and his interest will weather the storms of business. 
The benefit is his in the pleasure the reading gives him, the 
Fraternity's in the value of an active alumnus, and the 
chapter's in many ways financial and moral. 

Some of the chapters have learned this and are hold- 
ing in line every graduate, while others do nothing at all 
and suffer from their own indolence. The peculiar feature 
is that some of the newest chapters have worked out the 
most comprehensive plan to secure the desired result 

To learn what was being done I sent reply postals to 
the active chapters with the January and March issues of 
The Rainbow, asking a number of questions regarding the 
condition in which the books were received, the number of 
copies of next issue desired, and finally this question : "What 
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are you doing to make sure each member of your chapter 
will receive The Rainbow after graduation?" 

The reply cards were nearly all returned promptly, and 
with the two sets I heard from all of the chapters. I was 
sorry to note that a number were doing nothing, but most 
of them promised to take up the matter. Almost half of 
the replies show that some effort is being made, but for 
the most part it seems to be too half-hearted. One secre- 
tary writes, "Several will subscribe," another, "We try to 
impress them that the publication is so good they cannot 
get along without it" Very good, but who do you refer 
to, Mr. Secretary, by "them"? One would think that with 
the Seniors still in the chapter and themselves usually the 
oldest members, that they would not take kindly to being 
"labored with" by lower class men. Beta Phi shows the 
right spirit by reporting that the matter is "left to each 
man," and then asking "Is there any better method?" Yes, 
there are much better methods, and they are being proven 
by use. Beta Rho secures a guarantee from each Senior 
that he will take The Rainbow. Beta Lambda does bet- 
ter by collecting from each Senior the price of a three 
year's subscription; Beta Theta takes from each graduate 
a note payable in five annual installments. Kappa sends 
The Rainbow to each of her members during the year fol- 
lowing graduation. Gamma Iota has combined a scheme 
for a house fund with a plan for seeing that her members 
receive The Rainbow. Upon graduation or withdrawal 
each man is required to sign a note promising to pay to the 
chapter a certain amount of money each year for a term of 
years. The encouraging part of this report is that "the 
boys seem to think it an excellent idea, and are, all of them, 
heartily in favor of it" And this last, after all, is the key- 
note to the whole thing. The undergraduates are all en- 
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thusiastic in their own little sphere of activity and are in- 
terested in the affairs of the Fraternity and their subse- 
quent interest must be the direct outgrowth of that No 
amount of urging by the under-class men of the chapter 
will ever insure a subscription from every graduate; no 
alumni chapter, however active, can meet the undergrad- 
uate as closely as his own chapter brothers; no posting of 
announcements or publishing of advertisements will have 
the desired effect There must be unanimous action by 
the chapter. The pledge should be the result of an as- 
sessment and should be met like other assessments are. 
No taxation without representation, but with personal par- 
ticipation in the enactment of the law no Delta would hesi- 
tate to abide by its spirit Each man should make of him- 
self an alumnus of which his chapter and the Fraternity 
will be proud, by assisting in the enactment of chapter rules 
governing this point, or if the rules have already been es- 
tablished, of following them. 

When I note the activity in the undergraduate chapters 
and think of the number of bright, energetic fellows who 
leave college each year, I marvel at the wonderful organi- 
zation we could have if every one could be induced to make 
himself as much to the Fraternity as he has been to his 
chapter. The realization of this condition lies with those 
workers who make of their fellows fraternity men, for 
they have only to add another degree to the initiation and 
make of each fraternity man an alumnus — an alumnus in 
deed as well as in name.

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Southern Division Conference 

On the 14th of May the Atlanta Alumni Chapter tele- 
graphed Brother Rogers to hold The Rainbow a day or so 
if possible.

The welcome was by Brother Frank Cundell, Beta Theta, 
president of the Atlanta Alumni Chapter, to which re- 
sponse was made by Brother Wood of Pi. Our beloved, 
honored president of the Fraternity, Dr. Wieland, ad- 
dressed the convention informally; he said that he did not 
speak our "brogue," but condescended to talk to us a while 
in "plain English." He talked of the Fraternity, its scope 
and growth, telling how the property and receipts aggre- 
gated some $150,000, and how that the Arch chapter offi- 
cers were called upon to work as hard as the officials of a 
corporation doing a business of equal volume — which work 
and time every officer freely gives, without recompense save 
that of satisfaction derived from the growth and well-be- 
ing of the Fraternity and the fraternal spirit 

The chairman appointed the various committees, and 
made his report as retiring Division President The Divi- 
sion is in better shape than at the last report, though no new 
chapters have been added. The successful struggle of Pi to 
regain its old high standard — the conditions of its peculiar 
situation, were duly set forth in The Rainbow — is cause 
for especial gratitude, Pi being the oldest chapter of the 
Rainbow Fraternity. The resignation of Brother Armi- 
stead is a hard blow, though we have had warning of such 
a prospect 

But of course the banquet was "it" Stuart Maclean as 
toastmaster had selected a lot of songs from the New Song 
Book which he is preparing for the Fraternity, and these 
were printed on the menu sheet We had plenty of good 
voices, and the singing of these songs and of the old South- 
ern melodies was the feature of the banquet and of the con- 
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vention. Brother Maclean's piano work was brilliant Un- 
der the easing and pleasing of the body's desires, our spirits 
were set free, and we became acquainted each with the oth- 
er, which means that we came to love one another. It 
was a night not to be forgotten by those fortunately present 

The toastmaster's opening effort was a beautiful sample 
of Southern eloquence. He pictured the scenes around the 
mountain home of his chapter: "The purple of the violets, 
the blazing white of the dogwood, the yellow of the per- 
fuming honeysuckle ; the white mist at eventide rising from 
the valleys, the gold of the setting sun and the empurpled 
clouds; the silver of the stars of the Southern sky and the 
moon's rising over the purple background of the distant 
hills ; all these speak to us of the white, the purple and the 
gold of Delta Tau Delta!" 

Brother Wieland spoke of the influence of the Alumni 
chapters, their great influence in the future of the Frater- 
nity, of the endowment fund now starting off nicely; all 
of you know how he can hold the fellows as in a trance 
for an hour! Armistead's toast was announced as "Girls 
at Short Range." He spoke of the Square Badge with 
concaved sides, as typifying the square man, with austerity 
modified by love and generosity, and the things Delta Tau 
stands for, to make such men of us is the object of our 
Fraternity, and the influence of "the fair sex" is the chief- 
est incentive to this end. 

In response to "Deltas in Politics," Brother Hemmick 
sprung on us an invitation to come next time to Washington 
and meet Atkinson and Champ Clark and the other noted 
Delta politicians. The talk of Bostwick, founder of Beta 
Delta, made us young fellows see that the Fraternity does 
not end with our college days. Wood, of Pi, spoke of the 
"Heritage of Fifty Years," and the meaning of the old Rain- 
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bow pin which he wore. He told us how Pi had ever held 
to the old policy of the seven founders of the Rainbow, who 
came to Mississippi from some Northern community, that 
class standing should be one of the principal requirements 
in choosing candidates. 

The chapters show improvement derived from the exam- 
ination feature recently inaugurated by the Fraternity.

OUR San Francisco's great calamity, which in 

BROTHERS its magnitude taxes ones powers of ordi- 
OP THE nary understanding and staggers compre- 
PACIFIC hension, has touched the hearts of millions 
COAST and awakened them to a new conception of 

brotherhood. To us within the Delta bond it comes with 
added sorrow on account of the large number of our broth- 
ers directly affected. The stronghold of Delta Tau Delta 
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on the Pacific Coast, as represented by San Francisco, San 
Jose, Stanford and Berkeley, has born the brunt of the 
terrible disaster and the sympathy beyond all words that 
only brothers can feel for brothers animates each heart 
guarded by the square badge. 

At the time we go to press exact details are meagre, 
though the Beta Rho and Beta Omega chapter letters may 
supply additional data. But we are safe in assuming that 
all our brothers are safe so far as Ufe and Umb are con- 
cerned. Loss in property and prospects are overwhelm- 
ing. On the professional man the blow falls hardest He 
finds himself stripped of all possessions, expensive appara- 
tus, libraries and even personal wardrobe. Worst of all, 
he is robbed of his means of livelihood for months to come. 
In this respect our numerous San Francisco alumni have 
been the heaviest sufferers. From this same cause Beta 
Omega will be a greater sufferer than Beta Rho, as the 
former draws the majority of her men from San Fran- 
cisco. 

Beta Rho is more severely afflicted through the loss 
sustained by her college home. A quarter of the magni- 
ficent buildings of Stanford University are ruins. The 
financial loss will range between three and four millions. 
The saddest thought in Stanford's desolation is that the 
destructive force seems to have particularly selected the 
especial memorials of the University's founders and those 
buildings that were the deep solicitude of the last years of 
the University's brave, great-hearted surviving founder. 
The buildings most essential for laboratory and lecture 
work were only slightly damaged and the academic work 
of the University will not be seriously crippled. Know- 
ing the spirit of courage and loyalty shown by students 
and faculty during the dark days when financial wreck 
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threatened the University, we have no fear that the 
courage and faith of the present day generation will even 
falter at mere material loss. 

To fully appreciate the present desolation one must 
have known the Pacific coast, the mirthful, care-free life, 
the joyous laughter of her sons and daughters responding 
to the wooing of dimpling sea and deep blue sky; he must 
have lived her life and felt his pulses responsive thrill to 
her sun's warm, sweet caress. Had one lived this life he 
would also have realized the high courage of the country's 
people and would have known the indomitable fortitude 
that is their birthright — theirs by blood, tradition and the 
very air they breathe. We all know the mettle of our 
brothers everywhere and we have no doubts as to the re- 
sponse the Delt manhood of our afflicted ones will make. 
The brotherly love and sympathy of the entire Fraternity 
is theirs and thousands of warm, hearty Delt hand clasps 
are reaching out to them to span in spirit land and seas 
and carry messages of fraternal sympathy.

Delt chapter, have never faltered until the Fraternity at 
last saw its way clear to grant that desire. Such fidelity 
of purpose has distinguished the members of the "Skull 
and Raven" and we trust their enjoyment of our fraternal 
hearthstone will be only the keener for the length of time 
they have been kept waiting on die door step.

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BETA RHO— STANFORD UNIVERSITY. 

We had hoped in this letter to herald the commence- 
ment of Beta Rho's new home but an unforeseen catastro- 
phe forced us to abandon our hopes and look to the coming 
year for the fulfillment of our long cherished plans. 

It will hardly be necessary at this late date to go over 
die harrowing details of that morning of April 18th, 
when hundreds of lives and millions of dollars were lost 
as the result of one of the most violent earthquakes the 
world has ever known, although it lasted only for about 
twenty-seven seconds, and I will therefore confine myself 
to Stanford. 

From what I can learn, the reports that have gone out, 
especially about Stanford, are greatly exaggerated. Tis 
true that the loss to the University will amount to about 
three millions but outside of that, in most cases, very little 
damage was done considering the force of the shock. The 
new library and gymnasium, both of which were almost 
completed, were leveled to the ground ; the Memorial Arch, 
the great silent sentinel of the University, was ruined as 
likewise was the famous Memorial Church, which was 
built at a cost over a million dollars. One wing of the 
Museum collapsed, badly damaging a very rare and valu- 
able Japanese collection. The damage to the Chemistry 
building was comparatively slight and everything will be 
in order by the opening of college next fall. Encina Hall, 
the men's dormitory, was injured by a great stone chimney 
falling down through the building four stories and carrying 
a young Sophomore, by the name of Hanna from Penn- 
sylvania, to his death. One might go at length in describ- 
ing the havoc wrought by that teriffic shock; yet what I 
have told I hope will give a fair impression of the situation 
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at Stanford and above all, correct any idea that Stanford 
is ruined. 

The Quadrangle, wherein all the class rooms and lec- 
ture halls are situated, is practically intact and everything 
will be in order for the opening of college on August 28th, 
next Stanford has indeed suffered a very great loss but 
her spirit is determined and undaunted and the Stanford 
which will arise from those stately ruins will maintain her 
place as one of the greatest, is not the greatest institution 
of learning, in America. 

The sight which met our eyes on that morning is one 
which will remain in the memory of every Stanford stu- 
dent forever and I think I may safely say that there was 
not one man who did not feel a lump rise in his throat or 
tears come into his eyes as he looked upon the ruins of 
those buildings so dear to every Stanford man and woman. 

Reports have also reached us from the East that "every 
fraternity house on the campus was destroyed." Can any- 
thing give a fraternity man, and especially myself, consid- 
ering Beta Rho's fortune, more pleasure than to deny that 
report? Some of the fraternity houses suffered consid- 
erably, especially the Chi Psi house, which slid off its 
foundation, almost completely wrecking the house. Other 
houses suffered more or less damage but none were hit 
so hard as to render them unfit for occupancy when col- 
lege opens. 

Beta Rho was especially fortunate in that her loss was 
so very slight, and except for a few shattered chimneys 
and plasterless walls on the first floor, the house is in as 
good condition as ever. The University owns the house 
and we have been notified that it will be completely re- 
paired by August 28th, so that with twelve men returning 
next year, I venture to say our future is exceptionally 
bright, after all that has happened. 
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In my last letter I was guilty of gross negligence in 
omitting to introduce to his Delt brothers, Harley Johnson 
Boyle, of Keller, Washington, who was initiated last Jan- 
uary. Harley is a jovial, whole-souled freshman and fits 
most aptly in our '09 sextette. 

During the past week I have received numerous com- 
munications from members of the general Fraternity and 
various chapters expressing their sympathy and offering 
assistance and I will take this opportunity to thank, on be- 
half of the whole chapter, each and every one for his 
thoughtfulness and kindness toward Beta Rho and assure 
you all that such kindness is greatly appreciated and will 
long be remembered by the chapter.

Since the last letter to The Rainbow Beta Omega has 
witnessed much and felt many experiences which, it is 
hoped, will never come her way again. From the day of 
the earthquake (April 18th) every man in the house has 
worked to his utmost capacity in fighting fire, mounting 
guard over the city or trying to save belongings from ruin. 
Nearly every member has been affected by the San Fran- 
cisco holocaust, and the few that are not personally con- 
nected in the metropolis have done all in their power to 
save for their friends what property they were able. 

The University Cadets were, to the extent of seven 
hundred, detailed to guard a large portion of the burning 
city, and their accomplishment was more than appreciated 
by the city authorities. After three days' hard duty they 
were retired to guard the college town. And guarding it 
needed, for the sorry condition of the ten thousand refugees 
in Berkeley made necessary not only a strict watch, but a 
legion of charities. 

The work of the fraternities in the commissary, in die 
hospital and in relief of all kinds, has been most commend- 
able. Every club house in Berkeley has thrown open its 
doors to friends or strangers, to any in need of shelter. 
Bunny Young's two sisters were at the house for several 
days. The fire burned right up to their residence, and for 
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a few days it was found impossible to get there even the 
barest necessities of life. Several of the colonies of Delts 
in San Francisco were burned out and a number found it 
convenient to visit us. Harry Gibbs, Beta Omicron, '94,. 
city chemist of San Francisco, spent a few days at the 
house after the catastrophe. His laboratory with its val- 
uable equipment at the City Hall is a total loss, and also 
his wardrobe and personal property in his apartments at 
the Knickerbocker. Melvin Jeff ress, Beta Omega '04, lost 
his belongings which were at the Abbey where he lived. 
The papers of a gigantic real estate deal were all but sign- 
ed, his commission on which would have sent him through 
die Harvard Law School. Others at the house at this time 
were Arthur MacKinnon, Delta '05, George Hauptman, 
Beta Omicron, '96, Johnnie Johnson, Beta Omicron, and 
Wolly West, Beta Omega '02. 

Of course the University has suffered and will suffer 
from this disaster. We will lose some $60,000 from our 
income and in consequence die faculty will be cut down 
to some extent.

This year at Columbia has seen the completion of two 
dormitories— our first by the way — Hartley and Livings- 
ton Halls, and a splendidly equipped mining building. A 
beautiful chapel is nearing completion, Hamilton Hall, the 
home-to-be of Columbia College is well under way, and 
ground has been broken for our new law school building, 
Kent HalL 

It is with no little regret that we approach the close 
of this most eventful and successful year, and it is with 
sincere concern that we mark the day that shall begin an 
exodus for it seems die chapter has a man from almost 
every corner of this great country.

The insurance upon the building, 
amounting to $38,000, has recently been received. The 
trustees have also decided to remodel South College, which 
for the last two years has been little used, into an adminis- 
tration building. Work has already been begun and it is 
hoped that it will be completed in time for commencement 

Thus far the base ball team has played eleven games, 
of which seven have resulted in victories. The chapter is 
represented by Brothers Monroe and Smith, who are the 
best hitters on the team, Brother Monroe being the leading 
Varsity pitcher and Brother Smith playing first base. 

The non-fraternity men seem to have been having con- 
siderable trouble lately. The Commons Club, which in- 
cluded all non-fraternity men, decided that it was best for 
them and for the college to maintain the club as before.

-which, with one or two exceptions, are on friendly terms. 
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Beta is Sigma Nu's bitterest rival, but she is becoming more 
docile every year. The time is near at hand when Sigma 
Nu will hold undisputed possession of first place in the 
Fraternity world at Northwestern, as she so richly de- 
service." — Sigma Nu Correspondent* Northwest Univer- 
sity. 

"The inter Fraternity spirit in the college this year is bet- 
ter than ever before in the history of the institution. The 
members of all the fraternities here have come to a realiza- 
tion of the fact that bitter Fraternity rivalry is detrimental 
both to the fraternities themselves and to the college, and 
thus far this year college life has been more pleasant than 
ever before. While the rushing season was none the less 
active, was done in a different manner, and not a particle of 
ill feeling seemed to be manifested. No inter-fraternity 
association was effected, but none was necessary, though 
such an organization was effected between the sororities 
here." Sigma Nu Correspondent, Mount Union College. 

A good point in alumni co-operation is brought out in 
the following extract from a chapter letter in the Delta of 
Sigma Nu. 

"The result of the spike was due, not to our efforts, but 
to the lack of support of our alumni. Every man we had a 
date with and wanted, we succeeded in pledging, but the 
difficulty was in obtaining dates with the right kind, due 
to the work of the alumni of the other fraternities in writ- 
ing their chapters concerning the different men coming to 
Depauw. We even sent blanks to our alumni requesting 
them to let us know of new Depauw students, but not as 
many as five answers were received. Next year we hope 
they will work with us and for us." 
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"We have just about the right amount of social life — 
not meaning booze, fa athletics we are represented by 
Lage, our star fencer, and by a good track man pledged. 
Our accomplishments are chiefly musie, popular but sane, 
and sitting around talking— a, mutual interchange of ideas, 
which, so far from being loafing, is, perhaps, when healthy, 
the best influence of college and fraternity life. And with 
us it is healthy, probably exceptionally so. We ignore class 
politics somewhat— leave them to the Dekes; and we are 
the more truly fraternal for that And the rest is work, for 
Tech is Tech, and moreover, our men hare a rather sorry 
average to rise."— 6\ A, E. Correspondent, MmsoockMsetts 
Institute Technology. 

"The anti-frat feeling which has slumbered for a long 
time at Stevens has during the last two years corae to the 
front, and is now the biggest problem here. The so-called 
"neutrals" combined this fall and carried all the senior and 
junior class offices. This movement did not catch the frat 
men asleep, they organized to meet k, but were outnum- 
bered. The "neutrals" becoming confident immediately 
attacked the time-honored custom of having the frater- 
nities publish the "Link," the annuaL Naturally the frat 
men refused to surrender the privilege, and now Stevens 
will have two annuals. The result is that the line between 
frat and non-frat is pretty sharply drawn, and the frater- 
nities for once are united. What the final outcome will be 
is hard to say." — Sigma Nu Correspondent, Stevens. 

"The old anti-fraternity feeling at the Iowa State Col- 
lege, we think, is gradually dying, and in its place there is 
developing a feeling of good will towards fraternities. It 
is, however, the sentiment of our boys that it is still the 
policy for fraternities to "lie low,* as it takes but a few 
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small sparks to rekindle a fire that is still smouldering. It 
seems to be the prevailing opinion, in fraternity circles, 
that with the graduation of the present senior class, most 
of the strong anti-fraternity men will leave school. 

"There is a movement on foot by the fraternities here to 
petition the board of trustees of the college, relative to the 
removal of the existing ruling which forbids the initiation 
of Freshmen. If we fail in this, we expect to prevail upon 
the board to modify the ruling. We feel that this ruling, 
which requires that a man must have passed all his Fresh- 
man work with an average of 350 on a scale of 400, before 
he can be initiated by a fraternity, is too severe." — The 
Record of S. A. E. 

"Fraternity affairs here have now reached a very alarm- 
ing crisis, so much so in fact that the faculty refuses to ac- 
knowledge any more petitions. The Phi Kappa Sigmas 
came in during the summer, but they have received no of- 
ficial recognition, so no alarm is felt by their presence. 
Purdue now has ten fraternities, so the "rushing" this year 
was fast and furious. Several of the chapters have moved 
into better houses, and the Sigma Alpha Epsilons are oc- 
cupying a new home built especially for their use. We 
made several improvements on our own house last spring, 
which add very materially to its comfort and appearance." 
— Sigma Nu Correspondent, Purdue University. 

"Probably the simplest method of "exposing" our posi- 
tion among the fraternities represented in W. B. U. politics 
and scholarship is to give the number of men of the respec- 
tive "frats" to be found in the "Directory of Student Or- 
ganizations" which appeared in the number of October 
19th of "The Athenaeum," the official weekly publication 
of the university. Since the directory was published a few 
more organizations have been effected ; including these, the 
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totals of men of the respective fraternities represented in 
these organizations are as follows: 

Sigma Phi Epsilon, 4; Beta Theta Pi, 4; Phi Kappa Sig- 
ma, 5; Pi Kappa Alpha, 6; Delta Tau Delta, 7; Sigma Chi, 
8; Phi Sigma Kappa, 9; Kappa Alpha, 10; Phi Kappa Psi, 
11 ; Sigma Nu, 16. 

The chiefs of the organizations represent the following 
fraternities: 

Phi Sigma Kappa, 2; Delta Tau Delta, 3; Phi Kappa Psi, 
3 ; Kappa Alpha, 3 ; Sigma Chi, 5 ; Sigma Nu, 5. 

Of the ten fraternities represented here, those owning 
houses are: Phi Kappa Psi, Delta Tau Delta and Sigma 
Chi (house not yet occupied). Those renting houses are: 
Kappa Alpha, Pi Kappa and Sigma Nu. Those renting 
flats are: Phi Kappa Sigma, Phi Sigma Kappa and Beta 
Theta Pi. Sigma Pi Epsilon has no home." — Sigma Nu 
Correspondent, West Virginia University. 

"It has always been the custom of this chapter to require 
our pledges to wear a band of purple ribbon around the 
sleeve of the left ann. Some editor or reporter evidently 
saw some of our pledges adorned with the above mentioned 
regalia, and mistook it for an expression of the wearer's 
grief, for on November fourth, 1905, the Boston Morning 
Post said : "A broad purple ribbon worn on the left sleeve 
as a sign of half mourning is the latest fad which has 
reached town. So if you notice, as I have lately on Tre- 
mont street and the common, a faultlessly dressed man 
with a broad purple band on his overcoat, don't be sur- 
prised and mistake him for a Williams College enthusiast 
The royal color is simply an expression of his grief worn 
in accordance with the latest dictates of fashion. I confess 
that when I first saw the man two weeks ago, I had no 
idea what the ribbon indicated, but a trip to my tailor en- 
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lightened me. Since then I have met several other men 
wearing this singular token of grief, but I doubt if the fad 
finds general favor— the color is a bit too startling." That 
surely is "one on the reporter." — £. A. S. Correspondent, 
Boston University. 

"Charges of mismanagement and corruption and subse- 
quent investigation have penetrated from New York into 
Nebraska. Fraternities at this institution are not con- 
ducted in a manner beneficial to the student or university; 
so say the Board of Regents. And accordingly they have 
established a committee to control and regulate the opera- 
tion of fraternities in regard to rushing, pledging, etc. This 
committee is composed of one faculty member, one active 
member from each fraternity, and also one alumni member 
who has been out of school at least four years. This com- 
mittee holds regular meetings to discuss the matter of reg- 
ulation and the fraternities are bound by their decision. 
This upheaval has not affected fraternities alone, but has 
entered into all financial matters where students are con- 
cerned in the management The cry of "graft" has been 
raised in regard to the junior prom, and the chairman of 
the hop is to be tried before the class. If he is "indicted" 
he will have to appear before the university authorities. 
The "barbs," who constitute about six-sevenths of the male 
population at this school, recently met and organized a so- 
ciety known as the "Commons." The purpose of this so- 
ciety is to prevent political "graft" and to see that honors 
are distributed to men according to merit and ability. The 
membership is not limited to "barbs," but is composed of 
fifteen members duly elected at an annual meeting of all 
the "barb" in the institution.." — Phi Gamma Delta Corre- 
spondent, University of Nebraska. 
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The editor of the D. K. E. Quarterly has evidently 
ceased to exchange with his brothers of the Greek press, 
though exchange copies of The Rainbow have been reg- 
ularly sent him, we have not been favored with a copy of the 
Quarterly for this college year and we believe other Greek 
editors have fared the same. Through the kindness of an 
undergraduate member of D. K. E. we have been supplied 
with copies, but even if there had been anything in them 
worth quoting we should not feel free, under the circum- 
stances, to avail ourselves of the opportunity. 



In the thoughtful paragraph reproduced herewith the 
writer is considering one of the greatest tragedies of Fra- 
ternity life — misfit membership. A mistake of this sort can 
work the greatest suffering and misfortune to both chapter 
and individual. With the rushing season the uppermost 
thought in the minds of our actives a close consideration of 
this extract is strongly recommended. 

"You get occasionally a man into your ranks who is not your 
style. He dosen't follow and heartily like you, and you don't fol- 
low and heartily like him. What an unfortunate situation that is I 
I can scarcely think of a more unpleasant thing than that a boy 
through this haste should find himself in the midst of a lot of young 
men of a different* type or style, different order of thinking, dif- 
ferent way of living, from that which he represents. He may try 
to live this down. No doubt there is a latent possibility hi every 
one of us, more or less, to live down a thing of that kind, and the 
necessary process is gone through for rubbing off the idiosyncrasies 
of this boy. In one case it may work very well, but in many cases 
it is a much deeper thing. He may be a good fellow, he might do 
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first rate in another fraternity, he might do all right out of a fra- 
ternity, but he is not a fit to you or you to him. And almost nothing 
but evil comes from membership in a fraternity for a lad like that"

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As professional fraternities have come to encroach more 
and more on the field of straight academic fraternities in the 
matter of organization, publications and chapter houses, 
the relation of college fraternities to them becomes quite a 
delicate problem. We believe that Delta Tau Delta's solu- 
tion of this problem has been a sane and satisfactory one. 
As a contribution to the literature of defense we reproduce 
the following from an exchange. 

The members of the professional fraternities come into closer 
touch with the members of the faculty than do those men who are 
unfortunate in not being members, for all professional fraternities 
initiate honorary members. Most chapters of professional frater- 
nities conduct quiz classes among their members and have regular 
nights when lectures shall be delivered to the members by some 
honorary brother who is prominent along some special line of 
work. The majority of chapters also have libraries for their mem- 
bers, which are of decided advantage. All of us know the unpleas- 
ant features of studying, or rather, attempting to study, in college 
or public libraries. 

"One thing more occurs to me as I write. All of those fraterni- 
ties which have passed laws prohibiting membership in Theta Nu 
Epsilon are constantly troubled with members going into T. N. E. 
secretly. Even Delta Tau Delta with all the hold she is known 
to have over her members, foils, I believe, to keep her men out 
of T. N. E. I believe that if college fraternities should pass such 
laws in regard to professional fraternities the same trouble would 
arise: the men would be likely to join secretly and their member- 
ship would have to be tolerated— or fraternity trials would become 
things of no great rarity."— The Record of S. A. E. 



Both the Greek and the daily press of the country have 
devoted considerable space of late to the high school frater- 
nity. Although we believe these organizations are a thor- 
oughly artificial and unnecessary imitation of the college 
fraternity, emphasizing all the weaknesses of the latter and 
possessing none of its redeeming features, we have paid no 
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particular attention to them because we have felt that they 
would soon be swept away with the other rubbish of life. 
The extract we reproduce herewith very clearly indicates 
some of their inherent weaknesses. 

To-day the high school is the largest hopper of the college. 
EEbe high school pupil considers himself a college student in die 
making; and thinks he ought to be like a college student and do 
what he does. Recently a young man who had been national sec- 
retary of a high school fraternity, which is widely established in 
Indiana, said: 

"Of course, the high school fraternity is a good thing. The 
rituals have been formulated by college men, the members work 
under the direction of teachers who were college men, and always 
the best boys are elected— football players, track men and such 
fellows. Why, ninety per cent of our members who go to college 
make 'f rats." 

"But this merely proves what was said above in two ways- 
first, that the high school fraternity is undoubtedly an imitation 
of the college fraternity, and second, that the apparent rather 
than the real worth of the boys is the estimate upon which he 
is elected. Proficiency in athletics is not always deserving of the 
highest reward, nor is it the standard by which to judge real 
worth. 

"The trouble is that the concretely foolish side allures the high 
school lad, rather than the abstract ideals and spirit of brother- 
hood, for which the college fraternity fundamentally stands, and 
whose significance he is not mature enough to grasp. The sign, 
the password, the mysterious grip, are what attract Men get fan 
out of it; why shouldn't the boys? That is the way they look 
at it The defects without the advantages of the college frater- 
nity are copied. 

The college fraternity throws men into intimate relations with 
each other, smooths off the rough edges, links them in strong 
friendship and lends a thrill and relish to college days that never 
is forgotten. High standards are sought for and many times at- 
tained Is this true of the high school fraternity? Its members 
do not live together, and their association is limited to school hours 
and meetings. It is a select high school dub, that is alL"
